Should  the  sober  critic  object,  apart  from  the  many  defi- 
ciencies of  this  Narrative,  to  its  excess  of  detail  and  cir- 
cumstance, the  writer  begs  it  may  be  noted — 

1.  That  they  who  imposed  this  task  upon  him,  enjoined  him 
to  omit  nothing  belonging  to  an  occasion,  in  their  view,  of 
most  memorable  importance. 

2.  This  pamphlet  is  intended,  (as  appears  from  the  large 
edition  ordered  to  be  printed,)  for  very  general  distribution, 
and  will  reach  many  to  whom  the  whole  matter  is  a  novel- 
ty— hence  the  need  of  full  particulars. 
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It  is  known  to  the  public,  that  during  the  last  year  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Bishop  Polk,  of  Louisiana,  invited  the  attention  of  his 
brethren  in  the  Episcopal  Office,  to  the  urgent  need,  in  the 
Southern  States,  of  a  University  of  high  order,  under  the 
distinct  sanctions  of  the  Christian  faith. 

He  urged,  that  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  these 
States,  in  virtue  of  the  wealth  and  intelligence  of  her  mem- 
bers, owed  a  debt  to  the  country;  that,  however,  the  individ- 
ual dioceses  were,  separately,  too  weak  to  establish  such  insti- 
tutions, they  could,  by  uniting  their  resources,  accomplish  the 
like  result ;  he  called  attention  to  the  fact,  that  a  site  could  be 
found  for  such  a  University  of  easy  access  by  railway  from 
all  portions  of  the  Southern  country. 

This  proposition  was  acquiesced  in  by  the  Bishops  address- 
ed. After  due  consultation,  they  issued  an  address  embodying 
their  views,  and  inviting  the  Conventions  of  the  several  dio- 
ceses to  appoint  Trustees,  who  should  meet  in  conference  up- 
on this  important  matter. 

Such  are  the  circumstances  which  led  to  the  meeting,  upon 
the  4th  day  of  July,  of  the  Convention  whose  acts  are  here 
reported. 

In  the  vicinity  of  Chattanooga,  in  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
the  Look-out  Mountain  uplifts  its  majestic  presence.  Stand- 
ing on  its  summit,  the  stranger  drinks  in  a  bracing  air;  his  eye 
wanders  over  a  vast  sea  of  forest  and  cultivated  fields,  until 
its  vision  is  bounded  by  the  mountains  fifty  miles  distant. — 
The  Tennessee  River  winds  in  graceful  curves  beneath  his  feet, 
and  is  lost  to  view,  and  then  the  glimmer  of  its  waters  breaks 
out  again  in  the  far  distance.  Awful  precipices  and  mighty 
rocks,  creation  of  the  Omnipotent,  are  all  around  :  and  look- 


ing  from  their  heights,    the   rushing  railway    train    hastening 

along  its  appointed  way,  seems  as  a  child's  toy,  a  mere  play- 
thing, amid  the  great  realities  of  nature. 

Upon  this  mountain  top,  in  the  clear  light  of  Heaven,  and 
upon  the  anniversary  of  the  nation's  freedom,  assembled  the 
company  whose  doings  arc  now  to  he  recited.  They  met  to 
consult  how  they  might  glorify  God  in  providing  for  the  wel- 
fare of  His  children;  how  they  might  secure  to  all  posterity 
the  liberty  rung  out  throughout  all  the  land  to  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  in  the  days  of  '70  !  and  the  better  freedom  which  can 
be  found  in  the  reverent  service  of  the  Lord  and  of  his  Christ. 

They  met  as  brethren,  with  cheerful  words  and  cordial  sal- 
utation; they  met  as  patriots  should  meet,  on  their  nation's 
birthday,  with  their  country's  flag  above  them,  her  anthems 
floating  around  them,  and  the  thought  of  her  ancient  glories 
and  her  future  greatness  full  within  them.  They  met  as  chris- 
tian men  should  meet,  rendering  homage  to  the  'dorious  God 
who  upheavcth  the  mountains,  to  the  Son  whose  service 
is  perfect  freedom,  and  to  the  Spirit  whose  breath  inspires  with 
wisdom  and  fortitude  the  souls  of  men. 

At  a  proper  hour,  the  procession,  marshalled  by  Major  A. 
M.  Lea,  of  Knoxville,  was  formed  in  front  of  the  "  Mountain 
House."  At  its  head,  a  flag  was  borne  by  Rezin  Rawlins,  a 
soldier  of  the  Revolution,  a  brass  band  from  Chattanooga  fol- 
lowing. In  order,  succeeded  the  Bishops  and  other  Trustees, 
the  Clergy,  of  whom  not  a  few  were  in  attendance  as  visitors, 
and  to  these  must  be  added  the  ladies  of  their  families,  and 
several  hundred  citizens. 

A  wild  and  picturesque  spot  had  been  chosen  for  the  exer- 
cises, and  a  rude  stand  provided  upon  the  elevation  afforded 
by  a  rock.  Beneath  the  stand  the  Bishops  sat  in  a  group ;  the 
band  was  stationed  in  the  rear ;  and  on  one  side,  under  the 
shade  of  a  large  tree,  was  placed  the  cho:r,  extemporized  for 
the  occasion,  with  a  suitable  musical  instrument;  while  the 
rest  of  the  company  were  scattered  irregularly  upon  the  cliffs, 
the  fences,  or  beneath  the  trees.  Thus,  the  services  proceeded 
with  undisturbed  quietness  and   decorum. 

First  of  all  (for  the  writer  has  been  enjoined  to  preserve  the 


order  of  proceedings)  the  assembly  rose,  and  worshipped  God 
in  the  solemn  strains  of  the  Hundredth  Psalm — its  notes 
floated  sweetly  for  a  time  around  our  heads,  and  then  seemed 
to  rise  gently  toward  the  sky,  and  as  christian  men  believe, 
passed  beyond  the  cloud. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Green,  of  Mississippi,  then  rose  and 
said,  that  it  was  proper  after  singing  the  praise  of  God,  to 
pause  and  listen  to  His  holy  word — he  would,  therefore,  read 
a  chapter,  not  inappropriate  to  the  occasion  which  called  the 
assembly  together. 

The  chapter  selected  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Prelate,  was  the  twen- 
ty-second of  Joshua.  It  recites  how  the  tribes  of  Reuben  and 
Gad  and  the  half  tribe  of  Manasseh  received  their  inheritance 
on  "the  other  side  Jordan;"  and  how,  when  their  enemies 
were  all  defeated  and  they  had  returned  to  their  homes,  they 
"built  there  an  Altar  by  Jordan,  a  great  Altar  to  sec  to."  It 
descrihes  the  indignation  of  Israel,  and  the  expostulation  of 
their  deputed  Elders  against  what  seemed  to  be  an  act  fraught 
with  rebellion,  and  hostile  to  the  peace  and  unity  of  brethren, 
and  tho  earnestness  with  which  any  such  intentions  were  dis- 
claimed. They  had  said,  "  Let  us  now  prepare  to  build  us  an 
Altar,  not  for  burnt  offering  nor  for  sacrifice,  but  that  it  may 
be  a  witness  between  us  and  you  and  our  generations  after  us, 
that  we  might  do  the  service  of  the  Lord.. .that  your  children 
may  not  say  to  our  children  in  time  to  come,  Ye  have  no  part 
in  the  Lord." 

The  reader  added  no  comment  to  this  well-chosen  scripture 
— already  every  heart  was  full.  For  these  first  spoken  words 
expressed  the  thought  of  all,  that  not  in  malice  or  in  mis- 
chief, not  in  rebellion  or  in  disaffection  had  we  come  together 
beneath  the  blue  sky ;  that  so  far  from  rearing  an  Altar  of 
discontent,  we  had  met  with  a  just  pride  in  our  common  heri- 
tage, with  an  abiding  devotion  to  our  common  faith,  with  more 
than  a  brother's  love  to  the  tribes  more  numerous  and  more 
favored  than  ourselves,  separated  from  us  by  the  hills  and 
streams  of  our  common  home. 

Such  thoughts  as  these  found  their  utterance  in  the  Te  Dc- 
um  which  was  next  sung  bv  the  assembly  ;    for  St.    Ambrose 


words  become  us  well  when  we  realize  the  communion  of  the 
Saints.  Prayers  were  then  offered  by  the  lit.  Rev.  Bishop 
Cobbs,  of  Alabama,  and  the  Gloria  in  excalsis  was  chanted  by 

the  company. 

The  Hon.  G.  J].  DuXGAN  next  took  the  stand,  and  after 
some  introductory  remarks,  proceeded  to  read  the  Declaration 
<if  Independence,  lie  also  gave,  by  request,  a  history  of  the 
Hag  used  on  the  occasion. 

The  flag  was  made,  he  said,  by  ladies  of  that  city  where  our 
independence  had  its  birth.  The  staff  was  cut  by  Millard 
Fillmore  when  President  of  the  United  States,  from  near  the 
grave  of  Washington,  and  presented,  at  his  request,  to  the 
owner  by  Lieut.  Gen.  Scott.  This  flag  had  been  borne  at  the 
mast  of  one  of  our  national  vessels,  it  had  waved  upon  the 
breezes  of  Europe  and  of  Asia,  of  the  Mediterranean  and  the 
Nile;  its  folds  had  been  displayed  upon  the  lonely  Sinai,  and 
amid  the  sacred  localities  of  Jerusalem. 

Such  was  the  banner  under  which  we  rallied.  At  the 
conclusion  of  these  remarks,  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner" 
was  played  by  the  band. 

The  lit.  Rev.  James  IT.  Otey,  I>.  D.,  Bishop  of  Tennessee, 
then  stood  forth  as  the  Orator  of  the  day  ;  his  address  appears 
upon  these  pages,  and  forms  the  most  valuable  portion  of  this 
record. 

Various  emotions  were  stirred  as  the  Rt.  Rev.  Speaker  ut- 
tered his  earnest  words.  The  reference,  with  which  he  hap- 
pily began,  to  St.  Paul's  claim  to  Roman  citizenship,  reminded 
us  all  that  the  Patriot  was  not  of  necessity  lost  in  the  Chris- 
tian; that  holdin  galoft  the  cross  of  Christ,  we  need  not  blush 
to  place  beneath  it  the  Stars  and  Stripes;  that  after  the  echoes 
of  the  hills  had  been  awaked  with  the  loftiest  strains  of  chris- 
tian praise,  it  is  not  unfitting  to  bid  them  presently  give  hack 
the  animating  notes  of  freedom's  songs. 

No  christian  could  fail  to  sympatize  with  the  speaker  in  his 
positions,  that  ours  is  a  government  intended  for  christian  peo- 
ple, not  for  Mormons  and  Atheists,  and  that  beneath  all  law 
must  lie  the  great  foundation  of  public  virtue  ami  the  fear  of 
God.      None   could    tail  to  catch  somewhat  of  his  enthusiasm, 


as  he  not  so  much  boasted,  as  confessed  with  words  and  ges- 
tures of  humblest  gratitude,  the  benign  and  conservative  in- 
fluence which  the  Church,  whose  vows  are  upon  us,  has  always 
exercised  in  our  land ;  as  he  spoke  of  the  work  to  be  done  in 
this  nation,  and  of  the  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  as  the  men  to  do  it. 

Thus  far  the  flag  hung  idly  from  its  staff;  but  when  the 
Bishop  began  to  speak  of  our  Country  and  the  love  all  good 
men  bear  it,  a  breeze  came  to  stir  the  Stars  and  Stripes  ;  and 
still,  as  he  proceeded  to  denounce  the  thought,  that  we  would 
come  with  holy  words  upon  our  lips  to  plot  mischief  against 
our  brethren,  the  flag  waved  more  proudly  than  before,  seek- 
ing the  person  of  the  speaker  and  causing  his  words  to  come 
as  it  were  from  the  midst  of  its  folds.  As  the  oration  pro- 
gressed, warm  tears  filled  many  an  eye,  and  would  not  be  re- 
pressed. At  its  close,  the  band  struck  up  "Hail  Columbia," 
and  the  company  rose  to  their  feet.  Many  hastened  to  thank 
the  orator  for  the  just  expression  he  had  given  to  their  senti- 
ments, then  all  dispersed,  and  might  be  seen  in  friendly  groups 
still  prolonging  the  pleasant  theme. 

Upon  the  succeeding  day,  the  day  of  rest,  the  hours  passed 
most  pleasantly.  A  few  of  the  company,  including  the 
Bishops  of  Mississippi  and  Florida,  consented  to  hold  service 
in  Chattanooga  at  the  request  of  the  several  congregations  of 
that  town,  and  thus  the  circle  was  incomplete.  The  other  Trus- 
tees and  visitors,  however,  joined  in  common  prayers;  a  candi- 
date was  admitted  Deacon  by  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese,  and 
the  Holy  Communion  was  administered. 

The  service  was  held  in  a  common  room,  and  with  few  of 
the  ordinary  appliances  of  the  church  ;  necessary  as  these  are, 
where  they  may  be  had,  their  absence  was  scarcely  noted; 
there  were  warm  hearts  and  a  full  response,  and  (thanks  to 
the  ladies  who  had  come  up  with  their  husbands  and  fathers) 
good  old  fashioned  tunes  were  used,  which  every  one  loves  to 
sing. 

The  themes  of  discourse  upon  this  day  deserve  to  be  put 
on  record  as  illustrating  the  spirit  that  prevailed. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  CoBBS  preached  in  the  morning  upoN 
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which,  when  joined  to  zealous  enthusiasm,  assures  its  triumph. 
In  the  proceedings  of  this  body  will  be  found  no  evidences  of 
indecent  haste  or  rash  precipitancy.  Using  counsel  and  ad- 
vice, with  a  sine  and  steady  pace,  the  friends  of  this  Univer- 
sity seek  to  fulfill  their  hopes — and  although  different  dioceses. 
and  many  localities  desire  to  secure  the  University  for  their 
own  vicinity,  then'  claims  are  preferred  without  undue  perti- 
nacity, and  all  are  ready  to  defer  cheerfully  to  considerations 
of  the  public  good. 

Upon  many  points  of  interest  the  sentiments  of  the  Trus- 
tees have  not  been  tested.  I  pon  some,  their  opinions  are  yet 
in  abeyance,  and  are  to  be  formed  after  enquiry  and  delibera- 
tion. Some  questions,  however,  were  so  decided,  and  some 
opinions  so  generally  acquiesced  in,  that  they  may  properly 
be  reported. 

A  bold  effort  is  to  be  made  to  advance  the  cause  of  sound 
learning  under  just  religious  influences. 

It  was  saiil  that  the  Church  had  not  prospered  in  her  Mis- 
sionary work  so  long  as  she  sent  here  and  there  a  forlorn 
Priest  or  Deacon ;  she  had,  therefore,  changed  her  policy  and 
learned  to  send  the  Bishop  first.  Thus,  in  the  matter  of  edu- 
cation, we  have  labored  to  establish  here  and  there  a  School, 
an  Academy,  or  a  College  of  moderate  pretensions.  Let  us 
rally  around  a  University  which  shall  necessitate  the  minor 
orders,  and  create  in  time  the  schools  tributary  to  it.  Al- 
ready the  University  of  Virginia  is  supplying  that  State  with 
its  chief  instructors,  and  infusing  its  educational  system  into 
all  the  common  schools. 

It  was  said,  moreover,  that  there  is  a  confidence  in  the  sta- 
bility, the  intelligence,  the  learning  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church,  which  will  secure  a  cordial  assistance  from  many 
not  of  our  communion,  when  it  is  proposed  to  found,  for  the 
promotion  of  sound  learning  under  the  sanctions  of  the  chris- 
tian faith,  an  institution  free  to  all  persons  who  desire  to  se- 
cure such  a  training  for  their  sons. 

it  was  agreed,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  declaration  of  princi- 
ples, that  to  avoid  confusion  and  jealousy,  each  diocese  shall 
lie  the  guardian  of  tin;  funds  raised  within  its  own  limits. 
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It  was  further  agreed,  as  appears  from  the  same  document, 
that  the  money  so  raised  shall  be  devoted  to  securing  intellec- 
tual excellence,  rather  than  be  expended  in  material  forms. 
With  this  view,  the  funds  contributed  are  to  be  preserved 
intact.  The  interest,  and  none  of  the  principal,  is  to  be 
used  in  the  purchase  of  lands  and  the  erection  of  buildings, 
so  that  when  the  University  is  ready  for  occupancy,  its  en- 
dowments,undiminished,  will  secure,  by  liberal  salaries,  l!i  -  besi 
talent  and  soundest  learning  (so  one  feared  not  to  say)  that 
the  world  can  furnish. 


It  was  thus,  that  twenty  men,  representatives  of  no  mean 
constituency,  assembled  ;  and  thus  they  took  counsel  together 
of  an  enterprise,  which  might  seem  too  great  for  them,  digni- 
fied as  are  many  among  them  in  office  and  rich  in  their  per- 
sonal endowments. 

They  met  in  the  open  sunlight,  for  they  would  have  all  their 
purpose  to  lie  patent  to  the  day.  They  stood  upon  the  solid 
rock,  for  their  intent  was  firm  and  righteous.  They  stood 
where  but  a  few  years  since,  all  was  forest  and  the  Indian's 
home,  and  the  far  reaching  landscape  dotted  with  rich  fields 
was  a  help  to  faith;  while  the  silver  stream,  which  bursts  there 
through  solid  rocks,  proclaimed  that  patience  is  invincible. 

They  stood  upon  the  Pisgah  of  the  Look-out  Mountain  and 
gazed  earnestly  in  the  glorious  future  of  their  hope.  What 
if  these  men  of  God  shall  not  adventure  into  it  themselves  ! 
It  is  glory  enough,  even  to  those  who  rest  in  an  unknown 
grave,  to  have  led  their  people  towards  a  fair  possession. 

Twenty  men  upon  Mount  Look-out !  yet  not  more  feeble 
than  the  lone  Elijah  upon  Carmel.  "  Where  is  the  Lord  God 
of  Elijah?"  While  they  pray  with  bowed  heads  and  anxious 
expectation,  may  the  cloud  of  promise  increase  into  the  rain 
of  richest  benediction  !

Look-out  Mountain, 
Near  Chattanooga,   Tennessee,  July  4,  1857. 

This  being  the  time  and  place  for  the  assembling  of  the 
Trustees  appointed  by  several  dioceses  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Southern  and  South- Western  States,  - 
td  confer  touching  th§  establishment  of  a  University  under 
the  auspices  of  said  Church,  a  goodly  number  of  persons  con- 
vened at  the  "Mountain  House.'-  ■  ■ 

At  the  hour  of  11,  A.  M.,  a  procession  was' formed  under 
the  conduct  of  Major  A.  M.  Lea,- of  Tennessee,  who  acted 
as  Marshal,  and  marched 'in, order  to  the  stand  appointed  for 
the  opening  exercises.1     - 

The  Hundredth  Psalm  having  been  devoutly,  sung,  a  portion 
of  Holy  Scripture  appropriate  to  the  occasion  (being  the  22d 
chapter  of  Joshua)  was  read  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Green, 
D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Misssissippi.  The  TeDeumwas  then  sung, 
followed  by  prayers,  offered  by  theRt.  Rev.  N.  H.  Cobbs,  D. 
D.,  Bishop  of  Alabama,  and  these  succeeded  by  the  Gloria  in 
excelsis. 

The  Declaration  of  Independence  was  read  by  the  Hon.  G. 
B.  Duncan,  of  the  diocese  of  Lousiana,  and  an  account  given 
of;  the  flag /which  waved  above  the  stand. 

The  address  was  then  delivered  by  theRt.  Rev.  J.  H.  Gtey, 
D.  D.,  BishQp  of  Tennessee,  and  the  assembly  presently  dis~ 
persed,. 
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At  4,  P.  M.,  the  Trustees  assembled  for  organization.  On 
motion  of  the  lit.  Rev.  N.  II.  Cobbs,  D.  D.,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
•las.  II.  Otey,  D.  1).,  was  unanimously  elected  President,  and 
was  conducted  to  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  the  lit.  Rev.  Lconidas  Polk,  L).  D.,  the  Rev. 
Henry  C.  Lay  was  elected  Secretary. 

Certificates  of  election  being  called  for,  it  appeared  that 
the  following  Presbyters  and  Laymen  had  been  duly  appoint- 
ed by  the  Conventions  of  the  several  dioceses  to  represent 
thcin  in  this  body,  viz  :

Whereupon,  the  President  declared,  that  a  quorum  was  pre- 
sent, and  pronounced  the  Convention  duly  organized. 

On  motion  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Polk —

SECOND  DAY. 

Monday,  July  6,  .1857. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  prayer 
was  offered  hy  the  Rt.  Rev.  President. 

The  roll  being  called,  the  members  were  found  to  be  pre- 
sent as  on  Saturday.

Writ  was  about  to  be  scourged,  he  claimed  the  privilege  of  a 
Roman  citizen,  "is  it  lawful  for  you  to  scourge  a  man  thai 
is  a  Roman '.' 

The  Chief  Captain,  surprised  to  hear  one,  in  appearance  so 
contemptible,  assert  the  prerogatives  of  Roman  citizenship, 
exclaimed,  ■'  with  a  great  sum  obtained  1  this  freedom." 
'-  But  J  was  free-born,"  said  St.  Paul. 

And  who  is.  there  here  to-day,  breathing  this  life-giving 
air,  enjoying  the  blessed  sun-light  of  heaven,  looking  from 
this  lofty  emineuee,  and  surveying  the  goodly  heritage  which 
reposes  around  us  in  silent  grandeur,  or  is  spread  out  in  quiet 
beaut  v.  but  feels  bis  spirit  bound  within  him.  and  exults  in 
the  thought,  "  /  was  free-born  .' 

It  suits  well  the  occasion  to  discourse  to  you  of  the  singu- 
lar blessings,  which,  by  the  favor  of  Divine  Providence,  we 
enjoy  in  this  happy  land. 

1.  If  any  people  upon  earth  may  refer  the  distinguished 
privileges,  which  they  possess,  to  the  favoring  hand  of  God, 
we  are  that  people.  When  we  review  the  prominent  events 
of  our  history,  we  realize  that  the  hand  of  the  Lord  has 
wrought  mightily  and wondrously  for  us;  that  if  was  lie.  who 
endued  our  counsellors  with  wisdom,  and  our  warriors  with 
courage,  to  meet  in  conflict  one  of  the  most  formidable  pow- 
ers of  the  earth,  and  to  pass  with  success  and  honor  through 
the  dangers  of  so  perilous  an  encounter,  to  the  achievement  of 
Independence;  to  the  high  and  glorious  distinction  of  a 
name  and  a  place  among  the  Nations  of  the   Earth. 


A  little  more  than  seventy  yoaro  (the  period  allotted  to  die 
age  of  man)  have  passed  away,  since  the  clouds  of  war  rolled 
darkly  overall  our  land,  the  thunders  <■}'  battle  reverberated 
along  our  hills,  and  the  crimson  vesture  of  the  plains  shewed 
whore  brethren  had  un:!  in  mortal  strife.  A.  nation  -  freedom 
was  the  prize  for  which  they  struggled.  The  (rod  of  armies 
beheld  the  contest,  discerned  it.-  merib  and  determined  en 
which  standard  victory  should  rest. 

To  His  name  be  all  the  Glory,  the   Honor,  and  the  Praise  ! 

For,  surely,  we  hail  not  been  '■  fjee-burn"  had  not  He  in- 
terposed to  deliver  us  from  the  strong  and  remorseless  grasp 
of  tyranny. 

At  the  close  of  this  contesi,  well  might  oar  Fatherr  say,  in 
the  language  of  the  Roman  officer.  "  with  a  great  sum  ob- 
tained we  this  freedom."  it  was  at  the  expenditure  of  an 
immense  amount  of  treasure  and  of  hlood.  We  assert,  with- 
out the  fear  of  contradiction,  not  in  the  spirit  of  boastfulness. 
but  of  i  ruth  and  soberness,  that  the  purest  blood  that  ever 
flowed  in  freedom's  cause,  the  least  tainted  with  selfishness, 
the  least  infected  with  earthly  ambition,  was  poured  out  in 
the  battles  of  the  Junerioae  Revolution. 

Oar  patriot  Sire?  were  men  deeply  imbued  with  the  spirit 
of  justice  and  piety,  tfith  sentiments  of  reverence  for  God 
and  of  trust  in  His  providence.  They  fought  not  to  build  up 
the  temple  of  earthly  fame:  uot,  like  Napoleon,  to  raise  out 
of  the  trophies  of  victory  some  stupendous  column  which  they 
might  surmount  with  their  own  statues.  They  were  animated 
bv  the  hoiv  love  of  liberty  :  of  liberty  regulated  bv  law. 
They  claimed  those  chartered  rights  secured  by  patriots  of 
former  days  to  every  subject  of  the  British  government,  and 
of  which  no  freeman  could  consent  to  be  deprived.  They 
were  animated  by  the  glorious  hope  of  exhibiting  to  the 
world  a  free  and  virtuous  people,  dwelling  together  in  unity, 
submissive  to  law,  and  worshipping  God  a-«  reason,  enlight- 
ened by  revelation,  might  seem  to  enjoin.  They  hoped  thai 
religion,  in  her  holy  character  and  peaceful  spirit,  would  ex- 
tend her  benign  influences  as  far  as  the  arms  of  the  infant 
republic   should  ever  extend  ;   that  her  temples  would   crown 
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t!it'    auniiuit    of   all    our    hills,    and   he;     sweet    voice    send    up 
thanksgiving  from  all   oar  peaceful  vale.-. 

These  expectations  have  been  largely  fulfilled.      Vic  are  a.!) 
of  us  "here   to-dav   witnesses    lor   oar   fathers,  that  thev  have 


witnesses  fjr  God,  in  the  acknowledgment  we  make  of  Lis 
favor  extended  I"  them,  and  continued  to  ourselves.  If  my 
tongue  ever  denies  this  debt  of  gratitude,  "may  my  tongue 
cleave  to  the  roof  of  my  mouth!  If  my  hand  ever  refuse 
to  strike  in  defence  of  our  birthright  of  civil  And  religion; 
freedom,  secured  by  the  sacrifices!  of  our  Fathers  and  the 
blessing  of  God  to  my  countrymen,  ''may  mine  arm  fall  from 
my  shoulder-blade,  and  mine  arm  be  broken  from  the  bone!' 

Contemplating  in  oar  country  the  rapid  increase  of  its  set- 
tled territory,  the  variety  of  its  resources  and  richness  of  its 
different  products;  beholding  the  increase  of  a  population 
which  spreads  across  the  entire  continent  from  ocean  to  ocean, 
and  fills  up  nearly  twenty-five  degrees  of  latitude;  consid- 
ering our  commerce  penetrating  every  sea.  and  our  flag  flung 
out  to  every  breeze,  well  may  we  say  "what  hath  God 
wrought!"  "What  nation  is  there  oo  great,  who  hath  God 
so  nigh  unto  them,  as  the  Lord  our  God  is  in  all  things  that 
we  call  upon  him  forV 

Gratefully,  then,  do  we  cherish  the  memory  of  those,  by 
whose  exertions  and  sacrifices,  we  enjoy  the  countless  bless- 
sings  which  belong  to  freedom  ;  who  gave  freely  of  their  trea- 
sure, even  to  the  hist  shilling,  and  poured  out  their  blood  like 
water  to  secure  us  our  rich  inheritance.  Let  us  at  the  same 
time  remember  Him  who  is  the  giver  of  victory,  and  by  whose 
favor  alone  we  can  hope  to  retain  the  blessings  transmitted 
to  us. 

1.  Ceaseless  vigilance  is  the  condition  upon  which  we  re- 
tain possession  of  our  liberty.  This  sentiment  is  proclaimed 
by  every  aspirant  for  political  distinction,  ami  is  reiterated 
daily  by  the  press,  through  its  len  thousand  tongues,  from 
Maine  to  California,  from  Minnesota  to  Florida.  And  this 
maxim  applies  not  only  to  the  conduci  of  public  servants, 
but  to   the  safety  of  the  cardinal   principles  of  our    political 
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fabric;  for  if  these  be  disregarded,  the  whole  social  and  civil 
edifice  must  sooner  or  later  tumble  into  ruin. 

The  need  of  recurring  to  first  principle*  is,  then,  ■  ■  conse- 
crated maxim  of  political  science,  it  is  levin  to  he  the  cer- 
tain means  of  counteracting  that  constant  tendency  to  devia- 
tion and  aberration,  which,  through  the  restlessness  of  human 
nature,  through  audacious  confidence  or  craven  timidity, 
through  the  torpor  of  indifference  or  the  fierceness  of  party, 
leads  men  to  forsake  the  circle  of  troth,  and  to  overpass  the 
barriers  of  cd^titutional  law. 

Now.  our  statesmen,  from  Washington  downward,  have 
unanimously  agreed  that  intelligence  and  virtue  among  the 
people,  are  the  chief  supports  of  our  civil  institutions;  that 
upon  these  two  pillars  "strength"  and  ''beauty."  rests  the 
political  and  social  edifice  of  our  country. 

Our  people  are  far  from  deficient  in  the  intelligence  neces- 
sary for  the  due  exercise  of  the  elective  or  other  franchise. 
The  numerous  Common  Schools,  the  newspapers  which  reach 
almost  every  family  it;  the  laud,  and  are  read  more  diligently 
than  the  Bible  :  the  speeches  of  candidates  for  office  under 
the  .State  and  General  Governments,  cause  our  people  to  be 
hotter  acquainted  with  civil  and  political  affairs  than  any  peo- 
ple in  the  world.  But  public  intelligence  will  not  suffice  with- 
out public  virtue.  And  for  the  cultivation  of  this  virtue,  we 
must  look  elsewhere  than  to  legislative  enactment.  The  State 
does  not  and  cannot  make  provision  for  that  teaching  which 
underlies  all  virtue.  Seminaries  of  education,  founded  by  the 
State  and  endowed  with  the  public-  funds,  are,  for  the  most 
part,  deficient  in  the  distinct  recognition  of  religious  obliga- 
tion. 

And  vet  there  can  be  no  sound  morality  which  is  not 
founded  on  religious  truth  :  on  the  facts  and  doctrines  of 
Christianity,  [f  T  be  asked  to  state  what  these  are  ?  I  reply, 
that  they  are  the  art  ides  of  the  Christian  faith  an  con- 
tained in  the  Apostle*  creed:  a  creed  which  all  denomina- 
tions  affirm  and  none  deny. 

The  Legislature  is.  prevented  ly  public  sentiment,  if  not 
prohibited  by  constitutional  enactment,  from  making  any  pro-* 
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vision  for  inculcating  tlie  truths  of  religion  upon  the  young. 
The  multiplied  divisions  <rf  religious  profession,  producing 
jealousies  and  suspicions  in  the  public  mind,  effectually  ex- 
clude from  all  such  public  institutions,  anything  more  than 
the  merest  generalities  of  religious  science.  I  loner,  the 
young  men  of  the  country  come  forth  from  them  well  versed,  it 
may  be,  in  the  rudiments  "I  human  schmce,  bin  uninstructod 
in  the  first  principles  of  that  religion,  whirl)  the  Sun  of  Cod 
has  brought  us.  The  intellectual  faculties  arc  cultivated,  while 
the  moral  affections  arc  suffered  to  lie  waste  and  dormant. 
Under  the  educational  systems  of  the  day  that  momentous 
truth  has  been  often  disregarded,  that  intellectual  power, 
unregulated  and  unrestrained  by  sound,  moral  and  religious 
principles,  tends   only  to  mischief  and  to  misery. 

:>.  Influenced,  doubtless,  by  these  considerations  so  obvious 
to  religious  thought,  most  Christian  denominations  have  lately 
sought  to  found  seminaries  of  learning  under  their  own  exclu- 
sive control.  There  is.  among  our  people,  enough  of  sound 
Christian  sentiment  to  make  head  against  the  gradual  and  al- 
most imperceptible  growth  of  infidelity,  if  that  sentiment  can 
only  be  embodied  and  expand  itself    in  a  just  direction. 

The  prime  end  aimed  at  in  our  projected  University,  is.  then, 
to  make  the  Bible  the  ultimate  and  sufficient  rule  and  standard 
for  the  regulation  of  man  s  conduct  as  a  rational  and  account- 
able being:  to  cultivate  the  moral  affections  of  the  younir. 
while  their  intellectual  powers  are  in  process  of  development. 
thus  furnishing  the  community  with  an  enlightened  and  vir- 
tuous class  of  citizens;  and  last  of  all.  to  supply  convenient 
facilities  for  the  acquisition  of  theological  learning,  that  a  np„ 
live  population  may  be  served  by  a  native  ministry,  it  is  de- 
signed to  found  an  institution  on  the  most  enlarged  and  liber- 
al scale:  to  engage  in  its  service  the  best  talents,  the  most 
erudite  learning,  and  the  greatest  skill  and  experience  which 
ample  compensation  and  the  hope  of  usefulness  can  command  ; 
to  make  its  departments  commensurate  with  the  wants  and  im- 
provements of  the  age,  in  every  field  of  philosophic  research, 
of  scientific  investigation,  and  of  discovery  in  the  arts. 

Its   advantages  are  to  be  offered  to   all.  without   regard  to 


denominational  differences,  who  acknowledge  the  commonly 
recognized  truths  and  obligations  of  Christianity  ;  and  further- 
more, since  Christianity,  to  effect  its  just  results,  mint  be  pre- 
sented, not  as  a  cold  abstraction,  but  as  a  living  presence  unci 
a  felt  reality :  since  it  must  needs  be  embodied  in  forms,  and 
by  forms  be  taught,  we  feel  ourselves  bound  to  exhibit  it 
under  the  decent  forms  and  solemn  worship  of  that  Church  of 
which  we  are  members. 

This  plan,  it  will  be  perceived,  is  broad,  comprehensive  and 
liberal.  We  neither  ignore  nor  discredit  the  efforts  of  others 
who  are  iaborinu;  in  this  direction.  We  wish  to  do  our  duty, 
and  to  bear  such,  part  as  God  shall  enable  us  to  bear,  in  a 
work  which  must  commend  itself  to  the  cordial  approval  and 
support  of  every  right-minded  American  citizen.  We  now 
encounter  this  first  of  practical  enquiries:  Is  the  plan  feasi- 
ble ?  And  this  resolves  itself  into  the  other  questions,  whether 
our  people  are  able,  and  whether  they  are  willing  to  accom- 
plish such  an  object. 

-k  There  are  few  parts  of  the  world  possessing  a  more  fer- 
tile soil,  or  yielding  more  valuable  productions,  than  the 
southern  portion  of  the  Mississippi  Valley.  The  accumulation 
of  wealth  in  this  region  from  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  is 
without  a  parallel,  and  has  distanced  all  reasonable  calcula- 
tion. The  instances  are  almost  without  number,  of  men  who 
came  hither  a  few  years  ago.  nearly  penniless,  whose  incomes 
are  now  reckoned  by  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands.  It  is 
perfectly  obvious  that  a  region,  so  exuberant  in  its  produc- 
tions, so  generally  traversed  by  large  navigable  rivers,  and  by 
railroads  already  in  use,  or  in  the  course  of  construction,  must 
possess  inexhaustible  resources.  What  may  not  a  country  do. 
in  which  very  many  of  the  owners  of  the  soil,  to  sav  nothing 
of  those  engaged  in  trade,  possess  incomes  of  from  $5,000  to 
810,000  per  annum,  and  where  every  man  by  industry  and 
economy  can  make  a  comfortable  livintr'' 

Such  we  assume  to  be  the  fad  in  regard  to  that  portion  of 
the  Mississippi  Valley  South  of  the  Ohio  river,  is  it  an  ex- 
travagant calculation  to  suppose,  that  in  the  State  of  North 
and  South  Carolina,  Georgia,    Florida.   Alabama,  Mississippi, 
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Louisiana.  Texas,  Arkansas,  and  Tennessee,  ten -in  number, 
there  may  be  founil  three  thousand' !persoii3;willing:to 'give' an 
average  of  §1,000  each  for  the  foundation  and  endowment  of 
such  an  institution  as  we  propose 'if  And  this  would  'give  us 
the  three  millions  of  DOLLARS,  which  in  'the  opinion- of 
some  among  us  ought  to  he  the  capital  of  the  proposed  Uni- 
versity. .'   |1  -.:'!'

These  data  do  not  permit  us  to  doubt  that   there  is  supera- 
.  bundaut  wealth  among  us,  if  only,  its  possessors  can  b«  in- 
duced to  appropriate  a  very  small  portion  of  it  to  promote  the 
-  interests  of  literature  and  religion. 

The  next  question  which  urisfis,  is — Will  the  people  con- 
tribute of  the5»'  substance  to  this  end  V 

S  Y\  e  must  do  o»:ir  part,  and  throw  upon  the  people  the 
jcswmsibility  of  deciding  this  question.  With  them  it  rests, 
whexher  the  object  proposed,  shall  be  attained  or  not.  For 
their  benefit  chieliy  it   has   been  proposed,  and  to  them  will 
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accrue  the  greatest  advantages,  if  it  succeeds.  If,  however,  it 
jan  be  shown  that  it  will  be  to  their  individual  and  common 
interest,  then,  upon  the  principle  that  men  ordinarily  con- 
sult their  own  advantage,  it  may  fairly  be  presumed  that  they 
will  do  so  in  this  particular  instance.  The  arguments  at  our 
command  are  many  and  forcible. 

The  youth  of  the  South- West,  for  the  most  part,  seek  the  ad- 
vantages of  education  by  a  resort  to  some  of  our  Northern 
Colleges.  This,  they  do,  confessedly  at  an  additional  expense 
arising  from  the  distance  they  have  to  travel,  at  the  hazard  of 
injury  to  the  physical  constitution  arising  from  differences  of 
climate  and  habits  of  living,  which  render  their  sojourn  there 
and  their  return  to  a  Southern  home  alike  dangerous ;  and, 
above  all,  at  the  risk  of  weakening  those  domestic  ties  and 
jarly  associations  connected  with  the  parental  domicil,  which 
we  seldom  severed  but  at  the  expense  of  virtue  and  happiness. 

Without  enlarging  upon  these  topics  at  present,  I  desire  to 
present  a  more  general  view  of  the  subject  as  it  affects  the 
happiness,  prosperity,  and  ultimate  destiny,  not  only  of  cur 
pwn  section,  but  of  the  whole  Union.  For,  in  our  political, 
ai>  in  our  other  relations,  we  are  so  bound  together,  that  "  if 
one  member  suffer,  all  the  members  suffer  with  it ;  or,  one 
member  be  honored,  all  the  members  rejoice  with  it." 

In  the  mighty  wave  of  emigration,  which,  with  the  force  of 
an  avalanche,  has  been  flow  ng  Westward  for  years  past,  bear- 
ing our  enterprising  countrymen  from  the  Northern  and  At- 
lantic States  into  the  rich  and  fertile  plains  of  the  South  and 
West,  the  conservative  principles  which  bind  society  together, 
and  which  are  indispensable  for  the  security  of  life  and  pro- 
perty, :  ave  too  often  been  overlooked.  There  is  real  and  im- 
minent danger  that  they  will  be  utterly  disregarded.  Lib- 
el t\  is  a  precious  boon  :  but,  alas!  under  the  influence  of  pas- 
sion, how  soon  it  grows  into  the  monstrous  shape  of  tyranny  : 
how  readily  it  degenerates  into  the  hideous  form  of  licentious- 
ness ! 

The  elements  of  Christianity  are  more  intimately  inter- 
woven with  the  framework  of  our  inst.tutions,  than  is  apparent 
to  careless  reflection.     That  which  most  nations  have  express- 
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ed  as  the  basis  of  their  political  regain  tions.  and  incorporated 
with  the  fundamental  law,  the  framcrs  of  our  Constitution 
took  for  granted. 

Solon  made  no  law  against  the  crime  of  parricide,  for  he 
could  not  conceive  the  possibility  of  its  commission.  So  the 
founders  of  our  Republic  never  proposed  to  frame  a  Consti- 
tution for  the  govern  n  nt  of  Infidels  and  Mormons.  They 
assumed  tint  our  people  would,  through  all  time,  be  virtuous, 
enlightened,  and  religious;  ever  guarding  with  vestal  vigilance 
the  precious  leposit  of  civil  and  religious  freedom. 

Our  entire  government  is  constructed  upon  this  idea ;  nor 
has  it  any  provision  for  a  state  of  society,  marked  by  the  ab- 
sence of  intelligence,  and  of  sound  moral  sentiment.  The 
Constitutions  of  all  the  States  suppose  that  our  citizens  can 
read,  can  acquaint  themselves  with  the  laws,  can  scan  the 
conduct  of  their  representatives;  that  they  have  virtue  to  sus- 
tain the  law  in  its  administration,  and  to  protect  their  rights 
from  all  unwarrantable  invasion. 

So,  then,  the  security  of  society,  the  supremacy  of  law,  the 
preservation  of  liberty  regulated  by  law,  (t!.e  liberty  to  do, 
not  what  we  list,  but  what  the  law  allows);  all  these  are  de- 
pendent, at  last,  upon  the  prevalence  of  a  sound  moral  sense 
among  the  people.  This  is  the  great  balance-wheel  in  our 
government,  the  want  of  which,  will  not  only  render  the 
movements  of  the  machinery  unsteady  and  irregular,  but  en- 
danger its  very  existence. 

This  leads  us  to  consider  a  danger  not  always  obvious,  but 
of  rea.  importance. 

In  a  popular  government,  public  sentiment  not  only  origi- 
nates and  sustains  the  la.v,  but  in  many  cases  becomes  supe- 
rior to  it,  rendering  it  virtually  null  and  void. 

The  statutes  of  the  Legislature  are  nothing  more  than  the 
will  of  the  people,  assuming  a  particular  sh  .pe,  by  passing 
through  the  forms  of  legislation.  Let  the  current  of  popular 
favor  set  strongly  in  favor  of  some  specific  object,  as  for  ex- 
ample, the  construction  of  a  road,  the  laying  off  of  a  new 
county,  or  the  founding  of  a  college,  and  this  measure  will 
presently  assume  the  shape  of  law. 


A  bill  is  introduced  in  conformity  with  the  known  wishes 
of  the  people,  expressed,  it  may  be.  through  a  memorial  or  pe- 
tition :  after  it?  third  reading  it  becomes  what  is  called  an  act 
of  the  Legislature,  and  when  authenticated  by  the  signatures 
of  the  proper  officers,  it  becomes  a  law  of  the  land. 

Equally  potential,  though  not  in  the  same  way  of  manifes- 
tation, is  public  sentiment  when  vitiated  or  corrupted. 

Thus,  the  Lord's  day  is  desecrated  with  impunity,  not  a 
magistrate  of  the  country  deeming  it  due  his  oath  of  office  to 
notice  the  offence:  the  same  may  be  said  of  profanity,  the 
crying  sin  of  oar  ace  and  nation.  Duels  likewise  take  place 
in  sight  of  the  halls  of  legislation,  in  defiance  of  the  sanc- 
tions of  all  law,  human  and  divine. 

Now.  all  this,  to  say  no  more,  results  from  the  deterioration 
of  public  morals  :  from  overlooking  the  great  cardinal  princi- 
ples of  our  Constitution;  and,  if  the  process  continues,  as  it 
is  likely  to  do,  in  a  day  when  the  spirit  of  enterprise  and  of 
acquisition  is  thrusting  men  onward:  when  the  gentle  coun- 
sels of  prudence  are  overpowered  by  the  boisterous  voices  of 
progress,  it  may,  and  it  must  end  in  the  subversion  of  law, 
thus  throwing  society  back  upon  its  original  elements;  or, 
what  is  as  fearful  a  consummation,  the  strong  hand  of  despo- 
tism may  sway  the  sceptrj  of  this  land,  watered  with  the 
tears  and  hallowed  with  the  blood  of  earth's  noblest  sons. 

These  fears  are  not  imaginary.  See  already  the  violence 
and  bloodshed  which  attend  the  popular  elections  in  our  large 
cities  !  See  the  portentous  collisions  between  the  authorities 
of  the  State  and  of  the  General  Government!  At  this  very 
hour,  on  the  anniversary  of  that  day  when  the  men  of  the 
North  and  of  the  South  stood  shoulder  to  shoulder,  and 
nledo-ino1  each  to  the  other  "their  lives,  their  fortunes,  and 
their  sacred  honor,"  hurled  defiance  at.  a  nation  the  proudesi 
and  strongest  in  the  world:  at  this  very  hour,  in  some  of  the 
States,  public  sentiment  insults  the  majesty  of  law  :  public 
opinion,  fired  by  fanaticism,  and  led  ou  by  religious  intole- 
rance, resists  the  laws  enacted  by  tie  authority  of  Congress, 
and    invested   with   all   the   sanctity   which    the  most   soicmn 
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forms  of  legislation  can  throw  around  them,  and  co  iMo  tlj 
boasts  that  thoty  shali  •'  it  '-■■    o  :<  cute  i.

Union, 

0.  I  repel  the  unfounded  suspicion.  ;.t  is  supported  by  no 
act,  or  sentiment,  or  word  of  those  who  originated  this  enter- 
prise, and  have  labored  for  its  accomplishment  tin  to  the  pre- 
sent hour.  I  must  meet  rids  apprehension,  not  out  of  regard 
to  those  who  would  willingly  entertain  it,  but  of  those  whose 
love  to  the  Union  makes  them  tremblingly  alive  to  the  se>u 
blance  of  anything  inimical  to  its  perpetuity. 

Why  should  this  enterprise  he  deemed  sectional  ruiner  tL  iu 
national '( 

Is  it  because  we  have  used  the  name  ''Southern  Universi- 
ty?"    The  name  is  one  of  convenient  description:  it  is  no 
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party  war-cry,  no  sectional  pass-word:  all  such  interpretation 
we  utterly  disclaim. 

Is  it  because  it  is  to  be  founded  on  a  Southern  soil,  and 
must  promote  chiefly  the  interests  of  those  contiguous  to  it  ? 

Some  geographical  position  it  needs  must  have.  The  very 
nature  of  the  case  requires  it  to  be  in  our  midst.  Its  location 
looks  simply  to  the  wants  of  a  region  greater  in  extent  by 
7,280  square  miles  than  the  original  thirteen  States  of  the 
Union:  a  region  whose  urgent  necessities  can  be  met  only 
by  an  institution  set  up  within  its  borders. 

Do  we  any  wrong  to  our  brethren,  do  we  violate  any  ple^e 
of  friendship,  or  brotherhood,  do  we  evince  any  jealousy  or 
distrust,  when  in  the  discharge  of  a  solemn  responsibility  we 
provide  for  our  own,  and  seek  to  elevate  the  Society  of  which 
we  are  members  ? 

We  affirm  that  our  aim  is  eminently  national  and  patriotic, 
and  as  such,  should  commend  itself  to  every  lover  of  his 
country.  We  rear  this  day  an  altar,  not  of  political  schism, 
but  "an  altar  of  witness"  that  we  are  of  one  faith  and 
household.  We  contemplate  no  strife,  save  a  generous  rivalry 
with  our  brethren,  as  to  who  shall  furnish  to  this  great  Re- 
public the  truest  men,  the  truest  Christians,  a;  d  the  truest 
patriots. 

Again,  I  repel  the  suspicion,  because  of  its  injustice  to  our 
brethren  of  the  North.  Not  a  bishop,  clergyman,  or  layman, 
to  whom  this  subject  was  mentioned  at  our  last  General  Con- 
vention, but,  so  far  as  is  known,  approved  the  object,  and 
heartily  bade  its  projectors  "  God  speed." 

I  appeal  to  the  well  known  conservative  character  of  our 
Church  to  rebutt  this  groundless  suspicion. 

While  year  after  year  furnishes  evidence  of  the  unhappy 
divisions  which  distract  the  councils  and  rend  the  organiza- 
tions of  other  bodies  of  Christians,  our  communion,  under 
God's  gracious  goodness — I  say  it  in  no  spirit  of  boasting, 
but  of  profoundest  humility  and  gratitude — has  been  deliver- 
ed from  strife,  has  kept  the  unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  bond 
of  peace. 

It  is  cause  of  devout  thankfulness  to  Almighty  God,  with 
every  member  of  our  Church,  that  our  last  General  Conven- 
tion, which  met  in  Philadelphia,  on  the  eve  of  a  most  excited 
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election,  avoided  all  disturbing  questions,  transacted  its  busi- 
ness with  calmness,  separated  in  Christian  harmony,  and  by  a 
unanimous  vote  appointed  its  next  meeting  in  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia. 

These  facts  discountenance  the  idea  that  Southern  men,  in 
devising  the  plan  of  a  Southern  University,  have  contempla- 
ted evil  to  this  Union.  We  regard  this  University  as  an  insti- 
tution of  conservatism  :  we  consider  that  its  influence  will  be 
us3d  to  still  the  waters  of  agitation,  to  quench  the  flames  of 
strife,  and  diffusing  intelligence,  sanctified  by  piety  to  bind 
the  discordant  elements  of  party  into  a  union  stronger  that 
steel  and  firmer  than  adamant. 

For  my  brethren  in  the  Episcopate,  and  for  myself,  I  repel 
the  suspicion  to  which  imaginary  fears  have  given  birth.  Will 
the  sons  of  those  who  fought  and  bled  in  the  cause  of  liberty, 
lift  a  voice  or  hand  against  the  union  of  these  States  ?  There 
are  some  of  us  here  to-day,  in  whose  veins  flows  the  blood  of 
men  who  fought  in  almost  every  battle,  from  Saratoga  to  the 
disastrous  respulse  at  Savannah,  and  the  crowning  victory  at 
Yorktown.  And  when  we  shall  be  found,  under  color  of  reli- 
gion, hatching  treason  against  the  peace  and  union  of  these 
States,  may  desolation  roll  its  wave  over  our  habitations,  and 
our  names  be  swallowed  up  in  infamy ! 

7.  In  this  country,  with  the  eyes  of  the  world  upon  us,  we 
are  working  out  that  great  experiment,  in  which  all  preceding 
republics  have  failed  :  Is  man  capable  of  self-government  ? 
And  another  question  is  at  issue,  of  momentous  concern  to 
us,  of  deepest  interest  to  the  human  family  :  Can  religion 
maintain  her  ground,  and  put  forth  her  wondrous  power,  when 
unaided  by  the  secular  arm  and  left  to  the  voluntary  support 
of  a  free  people  ? 

Of  the  Government  we  ask  protection,  and  nothing  more. 
Give  us  a  fair  field  in  which  to  meet  sin,  the  devil,  and  infi- 
delity, and  God  defend  the  right ! 

In  this  land  of  civil  and  religious  freedom,  upon  which  the 
clouds  drop  fatness,  every  man  may  sit  under  his  own  vine 
and  fig  tree  ;  may  take  of  the  neat  of  his  herd  and  the  fat- 
ling  of  his  stall ;  may  worship  God  according  to  the  dictates 
of  his  own  conscience,  with  none  to  molest  him  or  make  him 
afraid.  Sucli  privileges  cannot  be  enjoyed  without  correspond- 
ing elevation  or  deterioration  of  character :   "to  whomsoever 
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much  is  given,  of  him  shall  much  be  required ;  and  to  -whom 
-  men  havo  committed  much,  of  him  they  will  ask  the  more." 
We  feel  glad  iu  the  conviction  that  religion  has  a  liiighty 
grasp  upon  the  American  mind;  on  the  great  heart- of  the 
community.  We  cannot  forget  how  its  power  was  seen  "  in 
the  times  that  tried  men's  souls." 

In  vain  will  the  Infidel  search  our  annals  for  evidence  to 
8 how  that  the  religion  of  Christ  is  unfriendly  to  patriotism.  I 
appeal  to  those  annals  :  I  call  up  the  mighty  names  of  Wash- 
ington, of  our  Henrys,  our  Jays,  oi;r  Rutledges,  our  Picker- 
ings, oui"  Haynes, 'and  a  host  of  others,  to  attest  the  truth  of 
this  assertion. 

And,  if  occasion  ever  shall  demand,  religion  will  once  more 
demonstrate,  that  it  can  animate  the  heart  to  resolve,  and 
nerve  the  arm  of  the  patriot  to  strike  for  freedom,  for  our 
altars,  and  our  firesides,  with  an  energy  and  a  power  that 
nought  else  can  supply. 

Upon  this  influence  of  religion  pervading  the  nation  and 

upholding  the  law^the  framers  of  our  Constitution  confidently 

relied.     Had  they  anticipated' a  time  when   Infidelity  would 

-supplant  the  Gospel,  they  were  men  of  far  reaching  sagacity 

ehouirh  to  see  that  a  different  constitution   would  be  needed 
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hat  they  gave  us. 
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.   Infidelity  can  be   controlled  only  by  Standing   armies,  and 
the  giant  arm  of  despotism.    And  that  day— if  that  dark  day 

■  ever  comes: — God  in  mercy  forefend  it ! — when  Infidelity  shall 
be  enthroned  in  our  land,  and  sway  its  cruel  sceptre  over  our 
people,  will  samniori   forth   host;  of  armed  men:  will  sound 

iftKe  alarum  of  war  in  our  now  peaceful  and  happy  vaies:  will 
strew  this  fair  land  of  ours  with  the  bodies  of  the  slain. 

To  obviate  these  fearful  dangers,  to  preserve  our  liberties 
unimpaired,  and  our  ancient  glories  undefiled,  what  means  so- 
certain  and  effectual  as  the  pre-occupation  of  the  youthful 
mind  with  fixed  religions  principles  ?  What  instruments  so 
conducive  to   this  end  as  seminaries  of  learning,  established 

sunder  the  formal  sanctions  of  religion,  and  conducted  in  the 
fear  of  God  'i 

■  We  dare  not.  then,  be  negligent  of  interests  so  vast.  'We 
will,  so  far  as  in  us  lies,  nurture  as  Christian  men,  the  future 
rulers  of  a  land,  with  whose  prosperity  are  identified  the  boae» 
of  freedom  throughout*' the  wor    .

Resolved,  That  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  last  Convention  of  the  Dio 
cese  of  Alabama,  from  the  fourth  rule  onward,  be  adopted  as  the  Rules 
of  Order  of  this  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  until  to-morrow,  at  10  A.  M. 


Second    Day. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  prayers  were  of- 
fered by  the  Rt.  Rev.  President.  The  Roll  being  called,  the  Delegates 
were  found  to  be  present  as  on  yesterday,  with  the  addition  of  the  Rev. 
W.  T.  Leacock,  D.  D.,  of  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana. 

Mr.  Fogg,  from  the  Committee  on  a  Charter,  presented  a  draught  of 
a  proposed  act  of  Incorporation  ;and  on  motion  of  Bishop  Elliott,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider,  and  report  up- 
on the  draught  presented  ;  and  that  said  committee  consist  of  two  of 
each  order,  with  the  addition  of  Mr.  F.  B.  Fogg. 

The  following  were  appointed  on  said  committee  :

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Polk  presented  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Location. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Atkinson,  the  report  was  received,  and  the 
committee  discharged. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Atkinson,  said  report  was  ordered  to  be  print- 
ed for  the  use  of  the  members. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Pise  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishops  of  Louisiana  and  Georgia  be  appointed  a 
committee  to  obtain  subscriptions  to  the  University. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gregg,  the  foregoing  resolution,  together 
with  the  general  subject  therein  contemplated,  was  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  five  laymen.

Bishop  Cobbs  submitted  to  the  Convention  a  proposal  and  obligation 
from  Col.  Isaac  Croom,  of  Greensboro,  Ala.,  to  endow  a  Professorship 
of  Scientific  and  Practical   Agriculture. 
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On  motion  of  Bishop  Atkinson,  Bishop  Cobbs  was  requested  to  con- 
vey to  Col.  Croom  the  unanimous  thanks  of  the  Convention  for  this  lib- 
eral donation. 

Bishop  iUitledge  moved  to  postpone  the  consideration  of  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Location,  until  to-morrow  ;  which  motion  did  not 
prevail. 

The  Rev.  Henry  C.  Lay,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  Iluntsville,  Alabama,  be  selected  as  the  site  for  the 
proposed  University. 

Bishop  Otey  moved  to  amend,  by  striking  out  the  word  "iluntsville," 
and  inserting  the  words  "the  vicinity  of  McMinnville,  Teim." 

Presently  said  amendment  was  withdrawn. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Curtis  moved  to  amend,  by  striking  out  as  before,  and 
inserting  "the  vicinity  of  Chattanooga." 

On  motion,  the  Convention  took  a  recess  until  4  P.  M. 

On  re-assembling,  the  amendment  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Curtis  was  with- 
drawn. 

Mr.  Anderson  moved  to  amend,  by  striking  out  as  before,  and  insert- 
ing "the  vicinity  of  Cleveland." 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned,  to  meet  to-morrow,  at  9  A.  ST. 

Third     Buy. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  pra3rers  were  of- 
fered by  the  Rt  Rev.  President.  The  Roll  being  called,  the  members 
were  found  to  be  present,  as  on  yesterday.  The  minutes  were  read  and 
adopted. 

The  question  of  location  recurring,  Mr.  Anderson  withdrew  his 
amendment  to  the  resolution  under  discussion.

Sewanee,  Bishop  Polk,  Colonel  W.  Britton,  and  President  Carnes,  of 
Burritt  College. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  took  a  recess  until  4  P.  M. 

On  re-assembling,  the  resolution  offered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lay  on  yes- 
terday being  under  consideration,  Mr.  C.  T.  Pollard  offered  the  follow- 
ing substitute,  which  was  accepted  by  the  mover,  with  the  consent  of 
the  house : 

Resolved,  That  all  the  locations  proposed  may  be  put  in  nomination, 
and  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot:  the  place  receiving  two-thirds 
of  the  votes  of  each  order  shall  stand  as  the  choice  of  this  house  ;

Fourth  Day. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  prayers  were  of- 
fered by  the  Rt.  Rev.  President. 

The  minutes  were  read,  and,  after  amendment,  were  adopted. 

The  subject  under  consideration  on  yesterday  was  resumed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  C.  T.  Pollard,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  do  now  proceed  to  ballot  for  a  loca" 
tion  ;  and  that  in  accordance  with  the  declaration  of  principles  adopted 
for  our  government,  the  orders  now  divide,  and  that  the  President  ap- 
point a  teller  for  each  order  to  receive  the  ballot  and  report  the  result. 

Bishop  Atkinson  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lay  were  appointed  tellers. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dunn,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  vote  be  taken  by  Dioceses. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Green,  it  was  announced 
from  the  chair,  that  before  taking  a  vote,  silence  would  be  kept  for 
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a  space,  in  order  that  the  delegates  might  secretly  in  their  prayers 
make  their  humble  supplications  to  Almighty  God  for  his  gracious 
guidance  and  assistance  in  the  matters  to  he  determined. 

A  ballot  was  then  taken,    and  the  tellers  reported  the  following 
result :

There  being  no  selection,  the  balloting  was  proceeded  with  ;  seven 
ballots,  in  all,  having  been  taken  without  a  choice.    On  motion,  the 
Convention  took  a  recess  until  4  P.  M. 

On  re-assembling  the  balloting  was  resumed  ;  Bishop   Atkinson  and 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Pise  acting  as  tellers. 

Four  additional  ballots   were   then  taken  without  a  choice,  when 
Bishop  Elliott  moved, 

"That  the  election  be  postponed  to  a  meeting  to  be  held  at 
on  the  day  of  " 

After  some  conversation  this  motion  was  withdrawn,  and  the  ballot- 
ing resumed. 
The  seventeenth  ballot  resulted  as  follows  : 
Of  TnE  Bishops  :  Sewanee,  5  ;  Atlanta,  2. 

Of  the  Clerical   and  Lay  Trustees  :  Sewanee,  4  ;  Huntsville,  2  ; 
Atlanta,  1. 

At  this  point  the  Rev.  Dr.  Curtis  offered  a  resolution,  which,  as  sub- 
sequently modified,  reads  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  "Sewanee"  be  selected  as  the  site  of  the  proposed 
University  :  provided,  that  satisfactory  arrangements  can  bo  made  by 
a  committee,  composed  of  Bishop  Polk,  Bishop  Elliott  and  F.  B.  Fogg 
Esq.,  with  the  proprietors  of  the  property  :  and  provided  also,  that  an 
act  of  incorporation,  acceptable  to  this  board,  can  bo  obtained  from  the 
legislature  of  Tennessee. 

This  resolution  was  adopted,  nem.  con. 

Bishop  Elliott,  from  the  Committee  on  a  Charter,  presented  the   fol- 
lowing Report : 
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The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Charter  for  the  projected 
University  prepared  by  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  held  at  Lookout  Mountain,  in  July  last,  begs  leave  to  report. 

That  they  have  carefully  examined  the  charter  submitted  to  them, 
have  amended  it  in  some  immaterial  particulars,  and  now  recommend 
its  adoption  by  the  Board. 

The  Committee  would  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Board,  that  there  is 
a  blank  in  the  Charter  which  cannot  be  filled  until  the  Board  shall  have 
determined  the  name  of  the  proposed  University.  So  soon  as  this  blank 
shall  have  been  filled,  the  Charter  will  be  complete  and  ready  to  be 
submitted  to  the  proper  Legislative  body. 

STEPHEN  ELLIOTT. 

The  Charter  thus  proposed  being  under  consideration,  Mr.  Fairbanks 
moved  to  fill  the  blank  referred  to  by  the  committee,  with  the  words 
"  The  University  of  the  South,"  being  the  name  heretofore  proposed  by 
Bishop  Green. 

Rev.  Mr.  Dunn  moved  to  amend  this  motion,  by  inserting  instead  of 
the  name  proposed,  the  words  "The  Church  University." 

Bishop  Atkinson  moved  to  amend  the  amendment,  by  inserting  in- 
stead, the  words  "Tlie  University  of  Sewance." 

This  amendment  did  not  prevail.  The  amendment  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Duun  was  also  lost :  the  original  resolution  was  then  adopted,  and  the 
blank  reserved  for  the  name  of  the  University  was  filled  with  the  words 
t'  The  University  of  the  South." 

Pending  the  discussion  of  this  motion,  by  unanimous  consent  Mr 
Pollard  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to  without 
opposition. 

Resolved,  That  the  Declaration  of  Principles  heretofore  adopted,  be 
amended,  by  inserting  in  the  fourth  line  of  the  second  article  the  words 
"a  vote  b}'  orders  may  be  demanded  and  then,"  so  that  the  second  ar- 
ticle shall  read  as  follows.-  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  composed 
of  the  Bishops  of  the  Dioceses  above  named,  ex  officio,  and  one  clergy- 
man and  two  Laymen  from  each  of  said  Dioceses,  to  be  elected  by  the 
Convention  of  the  same.  A  vote  by  orders  may  be  demanded,  and  then 
the  joint  consent  of  the  Bishops  as  an  order,  and  of  the  Clerical  and 
Lay  Trustees  as  another  order,  shall  be  necessary  to  the  adoption  of 
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any  measure  proposed.     The  Senior  Bishop   by  consecration   shall  al- 
ways be  President  of  the  Board." 

The  proposed  Charter  was  then  read  by  sections,  and  adopted  with- 
out material  alteration. 

Mr.  Fogg  moved,  That  a  committee  of  two  persons  be  appointed  to 
procure  a  Charter  from  the  Legislature  of  Tennessee.  The  resolution 
was  adopted. 

F.  B.  Fogg,  Esq.,  and  Russell  Houston,  Esq.,  (the  latter  not  of  this 
Board,)  were  appointed  said  committee,  and  requested  to  act  on  behalf 
of  the  Convention. 

Mr.  Warren,  from  the  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject 
of  Agencies  and  Financial  arrangements,  presented  the  following 
Report  : 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  agencies  to 
be  used  in  collecting  funds  for  the  proposed  University,  report, 

That  in  their  view,  the  best  interests  of  the  proposed  Univer- 
sity would  be  subserved  by  the  appointment  of  Bishop  Polk,  of  Louisi- 
ana, and  Bishop  Elliott,  of  Georgia,  to  canvass  each  Diocese,  as  General 
Commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for  subscriptions 
to  the  funds  of  the  Institution,  and  that  they  be  empowered  to  make 
use  of  such  assistance  as  they  may  think  necessary.

The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  was  then  embodied  in  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  unanimously  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Polk,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop 
Elliott,  be  requested  to  act  as  General  Commissioners  on  the  part  of 
this  Board  of  Trustees,  and  as  such,  to  canvass  the  several  Dioceses  for 
subscriptions  to  the  funds  of  this  University  :  and  that  they  be  em- 
powered to  make  use  of  such  assistance  as  they  may   think  necessary . 

The  President  requested  Bishop  Atkinson  to  communicate  this  ac- 
tion of  the  house  to  the  Bishops  named  :  whereupon  they  expressed 
their  readiness  to  discharge  the  trust  committed  to  them,  provided 
that  such  arrangements  could  be  made  in  their  respective  Dioceses  and 
Parishes  as  might  be  necessary. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Atkinson,  it  was 

Rcsoli-cd,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  tendered  to    the  Rt.  Rev. 
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Commissioners  for  their  compliance  with  its   wishes;  and  that  their 
services  be  gratefully  accepted  upon  the  conditions  just  expressed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pollard,  it  was

ized to  defray  their  expenses  out  of  the  funds  to  be  collected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  tendered  to  Messrs.  Calla- 
way and  Fitzgerald,  of  Cleveland,  and  to  the  citizens  of  McMinnville, 
Iluntsville  and  Chattanooga,  for  their  liberal  propositions  in  aid  of  the 
University. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  tendered  to  the  citi- 
zens of  Montgomery,  for  their  hospitality  and  kind  attention  to  the 
members  of  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whitfield,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  when  this  Convention  shall  finish  its  present  session, 
it  shall  stand  adjourned,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  President,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  he  may  elect. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Elliott,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  publish,  for  the  use  of 
the  Board,  two  thousand  copies  of  the  proceedings,  or  an  *abstract 
from  them,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Location  and 
of  the  Engineers. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  then  prevailed  :  and  after  prayers  and  the 
benediction  pronounced,  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  President,  the  Convention 
adjourned,  subject  to  his  call.

REPORT 

OF    THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  LOCATION 


The  Committee  appointed  to  collect  information  on  the  subject  of  the 
location  "  of  the  proposed  University,"  report :  That  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  Lookout  Mountain,  on  the  6th  of 
July  last,  several  of  the  Committee,  with  a  number  of  the  Board,  went 
to  the  western  side  of  the  Cumberland  Mountain,  with  the  view  of  ex- 
amining Ben  Lomond,  one  of  the  sites  offered  for  the  University.  At 
Beersheba  Springs,  near  this  locality,  was  assembled  a  large  number 
of  individuals  from  the  Southern  States — strong  friends  of  our  enter- 
prise— upon  consultation  with  whom,  and  the  members  of  the  Board 
and  Committee  present,  it  was  deemed  expedient,  as  a  measure  of  relief 
to  the  Committee  and  satisfaction  to  the  public,  to  organize  a  scientific 
Commission,  to  examine  such  sites  as  had  been,  or  should  be,  presented, 
and  had,  by  consent,  the  strongest  claims  to   consideration. 

With  a  view  to  the  accomplishment  of  this  object,  our  Chairman 
opened  a  correspondence  with  Col.  Walter  Gwynn,  a  gentleman  of 
high  character  and  eminent  scientific  attainments,  tendering  to  him  the 
office  of  Commissioner  for  this  service,  which  office  he  accepted. 

In  order  to  place  before  the  Board  the  precise  objects  sought  to  be 
attained  by  this  Commission,  the  correspondence  with  the  Commission- 
er is  herewith  submitted,  and  is  as  follows,  to-wit  : 

Beersheba  Springs,  July  22,  1857. 

Col.  Walter  Gwynn,  Civil  Engineer — Dear  Sir :  You  may  have 
seen  some  notice  of  a  movement  of  the  authorities  of  the  Dioceses  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  ten  most  Southern  States,  for 
founding  and  establishing  a  Uuiversit\-  on  the  most  approved  model 
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and  the  most  extended  scale,  at  some  place  within  their  common  terri- 
tory, and  that  this  movement  has  met  the  approbation  and  obtained 
the  promised  support,  not  only  of  the  Episcopal  portion  of  our  popu- 
lation, but  of  a  very  large  part  of  all  others  before  whom  it  has  been 
brought. 

You  may  also  have  seen,  that  these  Dioceses,  by  their    representa- 
tives, met  in  Convention  on  the  4th  July,  current,  at  Lookout  Moun 
tain,  in  East  Tennessee,  near  Chattanooga,  for  organizing  a  Board  of 
Trustees  to  carry  this  purpose  into  execution. 

The  Delegates  to  this  meeting  were  some  of  the  most  eminent  citi- 
zens of  the  Southern  States  ;  and  the  influence  and  resources  represent- 
ed and  pledged  for  carrj'ing  the  design  into  execution,  were  such  as 
to  place  its  success  beyond  a  doubt. 

Our  purpose  is,  to  erect  within  the  Southern  States  an  institution 
which  shall  place  the  South  in  a  position  of  absolute  independence  of 
all  others,  at  home  or  abroad,  on  the  score  of  Educational  advantages 
in  the  higher  walks  of  learning.  We  have  all  the  elements,  intellect- 
ual, social,  and  pecuniary,  to  do  this  ;  and  now  that  we  have  succeeded 
in  combining  the  mind  and  will  of  those  interested,  we  regard  our  way 
as  open  before  us. 

A  point  of  the  greatest  consequence  now  is,  to  fix  on  the  site  which 
shall  on  the  whole  best  combine  the  advantages  Ave  deem  important 
to  unite  in  a  locality  for  that  purpose.  To  discuss  and  fix  upon  such 
a  point,  it  was  deemed  proper  by  the  meeting  just  held,  to  appoint  a 
committee  of  one  from  each  State  ;  and  it  was  made  the  duty  of  that 
committee,  to  collect  certain  facts  connected  with  certain  localities 
thought  eligible,  and  to  report  thereon  at  an  adjourned  meeting  to  be 
held  at  Montgoraei-y,  Ala.,  on  the  25th  November  next. 

In  order  that  the  Committee  may  discharge  the  duty  assigned  it  with 
becoming  satisfaction  to  itself  and  to  those  it  represents,  it  has  thought 
proper,  in  a  matter  involving  the  expenditure  of  large  sums  of  money, 
and  the  success  of  an  institution  which  may  be  considered  in  a  sense 
national,  to  invoke  the  aid  of  science  in  the  determination  of  the  ques- 
tion it  wishes  solved. 

I  am  requested  by  the  Committee  to  communicate  with  you  as  a 
gentleman  of  attainments,  character,  and  general  reputation  eminently 
qualifying  you  to  discharge  this  trust,  and  to  ascertain  whether  you 
would  undertake  it.  What  we  wish  is,  to  have  satisfactory  answers 
to  the  interrogatories  contained  in  the  accompanjdng  list. 

The  points  which  are  to  be  examined  are  such  as  the  authorities  of 
the  towns  of  Knoxvillc,  Chattanooga,  and  McMinnville,  Tennessee  ; 
Atlanta,  Georgia  ;  and  Huntsville,  Alabama,  may  indicate  near  their 
respective  corporate  limits. 
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Provision  will,  of  course,  be  made  for  a  satisfactory  remuneration  of 
your  professional  services,  while  engaged  in  this  work.  We  earnestly 
trust  that  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  enterprise,  and  the  per- 
vading interest  felt  throughout  the  South  in  its  being  fixed  at  the 
proper  place,  will  warrant  your  turning  aside  from  your  usual  pursuits 
long   enough   to  perform  the  service  I  have  indicated. 

You  will  perceive  the  time  at  your  disposal  is,  from  this,  to  (say)  the 
15th  November  next. 

Yon  will  oblige  me  by  allowing  me  to  have  your  answer  at  your 
earliest  leisure.

I  may  add,  there  arc,  as  you  know,  Railroads  extending  from  the  Sea 
to  all  the  points  named,  so  that  the  elevations  are  all  readily  obtained.

The  expense  of  those  examinations  respectively,  was  thought  justly 
chargeable  to  the  account  of  the  localities  to  be  examined.  Our  chair- 
man therefore  entered  into  a  correspondence  with  the  Mayors  of  the 
several  corporations,  and  others,  near  which  sites  offered  were  found, 
informed  them  of  our  wish  to  have  an  official  examination,  obtained 
from  them  severally  their  assent  to  the  arrangement,  and  a  pledge  to 
defray  the  expense  of  such  examination.  Copies  of  the  list  of  enqui- 
ries to  be  answered  by  the  Commissioner  were  also  distributed  to  the 
several  Mayors  for  the  information  of  their  communities.  A  copy  of 
these  enquiries  will  be  found  accompanying  Col.  Gwynn's  report. 

On  the  receipt  of  Col.  Gwynn's  consent  to  accept  the  commission, 
and  that  of  the  Mayors  respectively  to  avail  themselves  of  his  ser- 
vices, Col.  ( i.  was  directed  to  report  to  them  severally  for  instructions,  and 
to  examine  such  locations  as  the}'  might  indicate,  and  as  thoroughly  as 
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they  desired.     He  was  also  instructed  to  add  Cleveland  and  the  Sewanee 
Mountain  to  the  list  of  places  to  be  examined. 

He  entered  upon  his  work  on  the  23d  of  September,  beginning 
at  Huntsville,  Ala.  From  thence  he  Went  to  the  Sewanee  Mountain, 
thence  to  Ben  Lomond,  thence  to  Chattanooga,  to  Cleveland  and  Atlanta. 
The  result  of  his  examinations  is  embodied  in  his  report  herewith  sub- 
mitted. This  report  is  believed  to  be  as  full  as  the  time  allotted  would 
allow,  and  is  marked  A. 

Besides  the  matter  furnished  the  Committee  by  the  report  of  the 
Commission  of  Engineers,  communications  have  been  received  directly 
from  parties  representing  the  localities  examined,  and  others,  as  fol- 
lows, to-wit : 

FROM  HUNTSVILLE,  ALA. 

A  communication  in  writing,  marked  B,from  a  committee  of  citizens, 
setting  forth  the  advantages  of  that  locality  generally  and  specially. 

Also  a  verbal  communication  through  the  Hon.  C.  C.  Clay,  who  ap- 
peared before  the  Committee  as  a  delegate  from  Huntsville,  to  the  ef- 
fect that  the  citizens  of  that  place  had  authorized  him  to  pledge  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  $100,000,  as  a  subscription  in  money,  if  the  Uni- 
versity should  be  placed  there. 


SEWANEE. 

From  the  Sewanee  Coal  Mining  Company,  and  those  favorable  to  the 
site  on  Cumberland  Mountain,  near  the  tunnel. 

1st.  A  communication  in  writing  from  Samuel  F.  Tracy,  President  of 
Sewanee  Mining  Company,  offering  to  donate, 

I.  5,000  acres  of  land,  if  so  much  should  be  required,  for  University 
purposes.  If  the  University  should  not  require  so  much  for  its  pur- 
poses, and  should  wish  to  sell  any  part  of  it,  then  one  half  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  portion  sold  should  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  party 
donating  it. 

n.  To  grant  to  the  Univorsity  the  privilege  to  cut  Pino  timber  on 
their  other  property,  after  the  exhaustion  of  the  Pines  on  the  lands  do- 
nated, to  the  amount  of  1,000,000  feet,  board  measure. 

III.  To  transport  over  their  Railroad  up  the  mountain,  20,000  tons 
of  stone  or  other  building  material,  or  freight,  free  of  charge. 

IV.  To  give  to  the  University  2,000  tons  of  coal  within  ten  years. 

The  deed  to  the  lands  to  be  given  on  condition  that  active  opera- 
tions on  the  buildings  be  begun  in  eighteen  months  ;  the  Company  re- 
serving the  mineral  rights  on  the  lands,  and  800  feet  of  land  on  either 
side  of  their  road. 

2d.  A  letter  from  Dr.  Wallace  Estill,  stating  that  he  was  authorized 
to  say  by  Mr.  Grey,  a  wealthy  citizen  of  Franklin  county,  that  he  had 
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a  5,000  acre  tract  of  land  adjoining  that  offered  by  the  Sewanee  Com- 
pany, which  lie  would  donate  to  the  University  if  necessary. 

3d.  A  letter  from  Dr.  Estill,  stating  "  that  himself  and  two  other  gen- 
tlemen own  a  large  tract  of  mountain  land,  covering  pretty  much  the 
entire  track  of  the  Sewanee  railroad,  on  the  side  of  the  mountain  along 
which  are  valuable  quarries  of  sand  and  limestone,  on  which  also  there 
is  excellent  timber  for  building,  all  of  which  is  at  the  service  of  the 
University." 

In  this  communication  Dr.  Estill  says  "  with  regard  to  the  health  of 
the  location  spoken  of,  there  can  be  no  sort  of  doubt." 

4th.  A  letter  from  M.  Hill,  who  states  that  he  has  a  familiar  acquain- 
tance with  the  lands  offered  by  the  Sewanee  Mining  Company,  that  he 
has  been  employed  for  nine  years  in  investigating  land  titles  on  the 
mountain,  and  that  "if  the  beautiful  natural  locality  at  the  place  offered 
be  sufficient  to  induce  you  to  place  the  University  thereyou  ought  not  to 
hesitate  to  go  forward  with  the  work."     Marked  C. 

FROM  McMINNVILLE. 

1st.  A  communication  addressed  to  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  recom- 
mending Ben  Lomond  as  a  suitable  location  for  the  University,  and 
signed  by  a  number  of  leading  citizens  of  Nashville. 

2nd.  A  proposition  from  a  committee  of  citizens  of  McMinnville, 
representing  the  authorities  of  that  town,  offering  a  subscription  by 
solvent  persons  of  $40,000,  2,000  acres  of  land  on  and  around  Ben 
Lomond,  and  a  turnpike  road  from  the  Railroad  Depot  to  the  top  of 
the  mountain,  on  condition  the  University  is  placed  in  that  vicinity. 
These  are  marked  D. 


FROM    CHATTANOOGA. 

1.  A  communication  from  the  Mayor  of  Chattanooga,  commending 
that  region  to  the  attention  of  the  co  nmittee  as  a  location,  and  cover- 
ing a  resolution  of  the  common  council,  voting  §50,000  in  bonds  of  the 
city  as  a  subscription,  with  an  indefinite  amount  of  land,  provided  that 
neighborhood    should    be    selected   as   a  site. 

2d.  A  reply  to  the  enquiries  propounded  by  the  Committee,  by  the 
Mayor  of  Chattanooga.     Marked  C. 


A  STATEMENT 

Of   the    Donations    from    Cleveland,   Tennessee,   to  the  Southern 
University,  Provided  it  is  Located  in  that  Vicinity. 

1st.  The  Citizens  propose  to  donate  for  the  site  Twelve  Hundred 
Acres  of  Land,  as  shown  by  a  map  in  the  possession  of  Col.  Barney.

Thomas  H.  Callaway  offers  his  mineral  interest  in  Eighteen  Thou- 
sand Acres  of  Land,  being  one-half,  which  land  is  fully  shown  and  de- 
scribed in  C.  A.  Proctor's  map,  (the  State  Assayer.)  John  13.  Tipton, 
who  owns  the  other  half,  refused  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  his  interest, 
and  I  do  not  believe  that  he  would  take  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dol- 
lars. Professor  Currey,  author  of  "  Geology  in  Tennessee,"  reports 
favorably  of  its  indications  for  Copper  and  other  valuable  minerals.

Montgomery,  Nov.  2Gth,  1857. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Southern  University,  assembled  in 
this  place,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  appointed  l>3r  the  Mayor, 
under  a  resolution  cf  the  citizens  of  Atlanta,  respectfully  reports  : 

First,  That  all  the  members  of  the  Committee,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Hon.  Boiling  Baker,  who  was  called  abroad  by  business,  were 
in  attendance,  on  the  Committee  of  Location,  during  the  last  week,  but 
have  now  returned  to  their  business,  not  finding  it  convenient  to  re- 
main longer. 

Secondly,  That  the  citizens  of  Atlanta,  at  a  public  meeting  assembled 
on  the  night  of  the  18th  ult.,  recommended  to  the  Mayor  and  Council 
of  Atlanta  to  offer  to  the  Board,  for  the  use  of  the  proposed  Uni- 
versity as  a  donation,  one  thousand  acres  of  land.  The  Chairman 
would  add,  that  the  citizens  of  Atlanta  rely  chiefly  on  the  advantages 
of  the  healthfulness,  geographical  position,  accessibility,  water,  temperature, 
building  materials,  abundance  and  cheapness  of  provisions  and  fuel,  beauty 
of  scenery,  and  high  character  of  a  very  large  portion  of  its  citizens,  as  set 
forth  in  their  circular,  as  the  principal  considerations  which  they  ex- 
pect to  influence  the  Board  in  favor  of  the  site  the}'  propose.

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Besides  the  above,  communications  in  writing  have  been  received 
from  the  following  localities,  setting  forth  their  claims  as  suitable  sites 
for  the  University,  to-wit : 

Greenville,  Athens,  Tullahoma,  Franklin,  and  White's  Creek  Springs, 
Tennessee  ;  (iordon  Springs,  Dalton  and  Griffin,  Georgia;  Jacksonville. 
Alabama  ;  and  Corinth,  Mississippi.  All  of  which  arc  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

Communications  in  writing  have  also  been  received  from  President 
CaAes  of  Burritt  College,  and  Dr.  Cartwright,  of  New  Orleans,  advo- 
cating the  top  of  the  Cumberland  Plateau  as  a  suitable  location  for  the 
University,  chiefly  on  the  score  of  health. 

These  last  complete,  the  list  of  communications  submitted  to  the 
committee,  and  as  a  whole  present,  it  is  believed,  a  fair  exhibit  of  the 
facts  connected  with  localities  brought  to  our  notice,  and  their  claims 
upon  our  attention  as  suitable  sites  for  the  proposed  Institution. — 
While  it  is  not  pretended  that  all  the  places  which  lie  in  the  general 
range  of  country  indicated  by  the  Board,  as  that  within  which  it  is 
desirable  to  place  the  University,  and  which  might  be  suitable  for  our 
purposes,  have  been  explored,  yet  it  is  believed  that  the  claims  of 
such  as  are  on   the  whole   most  eligible,   have   been    here   presented. 

The  report  of  the  commission,  it  will  be  perceived,  restricts  itself 
to  the  consideration  of  facts  purely  physical.  It  was  not  expected 
to  deal  with  those  of  a  social  or  moral  character,  or  to  discuss  lo- 
calities in  those  relations. 

It  was  sought  simply  as  an  auxiliary  to  aid  us  in  the  investigations 
assigned  us,  and  like  all  other  information,  is  of  force,  only  so  far  as 
the  capacity  and  character  of  the  commission,  and  its  opportunities 
for  exact  information,  will  authorize. 

This  report,  with  the  other  communications  now  submitted,  has 
received  the  careful  consideration  of  the  committee,  and  is  believed 
to  embody,  together  with  facts  known  to  the  members  of  the  Board 
generally,  all  the  considerations  necessary  to  an  enlightened  decision 
of  the   question  now  before  us. 

As  the  work  assigned  your  committee,  was  simply  to  collect  infor- 
mation on  the  subject  of  the  location  of  the  proposed  University,  and 
to  digest  and  arrange  it  for  the  Board,  in  submitting  the  above,  we 
feel  we  have  discharged  the  duty  assigned  us,  and  to  the  best  of  our 
ability.  Commending  our  enterprise  to  the  protection  and  blessing  of 
11  im  who  can  alone  deliver  us  from  all  "error,  ignorance,  pride  and 
prejudice."

OF    THE 

SCIENTIFIC  COMMISSION,  TO  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  LOCATION 
OF  THE  PROPOSED  UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH. 


To  the  Right  Reverend  Leonidas  Polk,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Lo- 
cation of  the  Southern  University: 

Right  Rev.  Sir: — In  discharge  of  the  responsible  duties  of  "Commis- 
sioner of  the  Locating  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Southern 
University,  for  fixing  certain  facts  in  regard  to  certain  Localities  presented  as 
eligible  sites  for  that  Institution,"  I  organized  a  party  of  Engineers,  consist- 
ing of  Mr.  James  L.  Randolph,  and  Mr.  Theodore  S.  Garnett,  of  Virginia, 
and  Mr.  Charles  R.  Barney,  of  Maryland ;  and  on  the  14th  of  September 
•we  set  out  from  this  place  for  Knoxville,  which  point  other  professional  en- 
gagements, requiring  my  attention,  designated  as  the  place  of  commencement. 
I  would  state  here  that  I  did  not  consider  it  my  duty  to  select  sites  for  ex- 
amination at  the  localities  indicated  by  the  Committee,  but  only  to  examine 
such  as  might  be  pointed  out  by  the  Mayors,  or  duly  appointed  Committees, 
of  the  several  towns  in  the  vicinity  of  which  the  examinations  were  to  be 
made.  In  accordance  with  this  view  of  my  duty,  I  called  on  the  Mayor  of 
■  the  city  of  Knoxville  :  this  gentleman,  although  zealously  and  heartily  en- 
listed in  the  great  project  of  a  Southern  University,  as  there  had  been  no 
funds  provided  by  her  citizens  to  defray  the  expenses,  did  not  feel  himself  au- 
thorized to  designate  any  sites ;  consequently  no  professional  examination 
was  made  in  the  vicinity  of  Knoxville,  where  there  arc  sites  which  would 
compare  very  favorably  with  those  in  the  neighborhood  of  some  of  the  towns 
embraced  in  this  Report. 

From  Knoxville  we  proceeded  to  Huntsville,  making  that  the  next  point 
of  investigation,  with  the  view,  as  had  been  previously  agreed  upon,  of  an 
interview  with  yourself.  After  my  conference  with  3-011,  having  ascertained 
that  the  necessary  aid  could  be  procured  in  each  neighborhood,  I  determined 
to  confide  mainly  to  Mr.  Barney  the  investigations  designated  in  your  printed 
circular  of  interrogations. 
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Mr.  Randolph,  owing  to  a  billious  attack,  was  compelled  to  leave  the  par- 
ty at  Chattanooga,  and  Mr.   Garuett  returned  with  me  from  Iluntsville  to 

South  Carolina. 

In  our  interview  at  Iluntsville,  it  was  decided  to  add  Pewanee  Mountain 
to  the  list  of  '"localities  presenting  eligible  sites  for  the  University.''  The  an- 
swers to  the  questions  propounded  embrace  a  site  on  this  mountain,  on  the 
lands  of  the  Sewanee  Coal  Company  ;  the  other  answers  refer  to  Iluntsville, 
McMinnville,  Cleveland  and  Atlanta.  As  no  funds  were  provided  by  the 
citizens,  for  the  surveys  and  instrumental  observations  necessary  to  a  proper 
presentation  of  the  Lookout  Mountain,  the  only  site  designated  .iear  Chatta- 
nooga, the  enquiries  directed  to  be  made  were  not  entered  upon  at  this  lo- 
cality. 

I  now  have  the  honor  to  submit,  for  your  consideration,  answers  to  ques- 
tions propounded  by  the  Committee  on  Location,  lor  the  several  localities 
above  mentioned  ;  they  have  been  prepared  from  acts  furnished  by  gentle- 
men at  each  place,  and  from  surveys  and  instrumental  observations,  made  un- 
der my  direction,  by  Mr.  Barney,  who  has  evinced  throughout  the  deepest 
interest  in  the  subject,  and  deserves  much  credit  for  the  fidelity,  zeal  and  in- 
dustry with  which  he  has  pursued  the  investigations.  I  also  append  the  plots 
made  by  him,  of  the  several  sites,  together  with  a  communication  from  a 
committee  at  Iluntsville,  being  the  only  one  of  this  sort  received  from  any 
quarter. 

I  beg  leave  to  say  that  the  information  required  by  the  Committee  on  Lo- 
cation, was,  in  my  opinion,  most  wisely  considered,  and  the  facts  most  judici- 
ously elicited  by  the  succinct  series  of  questions  propounded. 

I  regret  that  I  could  not  have  had  more  time  to  devote  to  the  subject  ;  but 
I  feel  satisfied  from  a  careful  examination  of  the  notes  and  investigations 
which  have  been  made,  that  the  Committee  have  before  them  as  complete  and 
full  information  in  regard  to  each  site,  as  could  have  been  obtained  within 
the  time  allowed. 

The  duty  assigned  to  me  was  very  properly  restricted  to  the  collection  of 
facts.  I  deem  it,  however,  not  incompatible  with,  nor  at  all  transcending  my 
province,  to  say  I  feel  confident,  when  the  Committee  come  to  examine  and 
digest  the  facts  submitted,  in  view  of  the  great  objects  contemplated,  they 
will  lind  that  at  least  one  of  "the  Localities  selected  as  presenting  an  eligible 
site  for  the  University"  combines  as  many  of  the  important  pre-requisites  as 
could  be  reasonably  expected. 

It  is  not  my  purpose,  and  even  if  this  were  a  fitting  occasion,  time  would 
not  admit  of  my  entering  upon  a  subject  of  such  magnitude  and  importance, 
— of  such  weighty  considerations, — of  such  grandeur  in  conception,  and  of 
such  vast  results  in  the  future,  that  the  warmest  advocates,  after  an  elaborate- 
exposition  of  the  subject,  might  well  exclaim,  -the  half  was  not  told"  :  such 
is  my  appreciation  of  the  value  of  the  Institution  you  propose  to  establish, 
and  such  must  be  the  estimate  placed  upon  it  by  every  one  who  has  bestowed 
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any  thought  upon  the  great  and  important  subject  of  thorough  education, 
and  the  lamentable  lack  of  it  incur  country,  which  arises  not  In  m  indisposi- 
tion, but  from  the  want  of  a  University,  such  as  you  propose  to  establish  ;  it 
will  be  thorough,  and  stamp  the  seal  of  knowledge,  both  upon  the  head 
and  in  the  heart,  and  not  on  parchment. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  the  most  earnest  hope,  that  an  object  so 
eminently  worthy  of  the  best  exertions,  may  meet  with  a  ready  response  from 
every  heart,  and  that  the  whole  South  will  unite  as  one  man  in  establishing 
in  our  midst  a  University  worthy  of  the  name — one  which  will  .-bed  its  bene- 
ficent light  on  all  classes  of  our  community,  and  spread  its  benign  influences 
over  our  whole  country.

ANSWERS 

To  the    Enquiries  Propounded  to  the  Commission  Appointed  bij  tlie   Committee 
on  Location  of  the  Proposed  Southern  University. 


IIUNTSVILLE. 

At  this  location  there  were  two  sites  indicated,  viz:  Russell's  Hill  and 
Monte  Sano. 

RUSSELL'S  HILL. 

Answer  No.  1. — The  highest  point  of  this  hill  is  208  feet  above  the  De- 
pot of  the  Memphis  and  Charleston  Railroad,  and  818  feet  above  the  sea. 

Nos.  2  and  3.  About  2000  acres  could  be  obtained  ;  ten  acres  of  which, 
situated  at  an  elevation  of  116  feet  above  the  depot  of  the  M.  and  C.  Rail- 
road, would  be  the  most  suitable  location  for  the  buildings  ;  a  few  acres  at  a 
higher  elevation  are  covered  with  limestone  rock,  where  quarries  can  be  open- 
ed to  furnish  conveniently  all  the  stone  necessary  for  the  buildings.  The 
residue  of  the  land  can  be  advantageously  used  for  agricultural  purposes,  be- 
ing on  the  slopes  and  in  the  valleys,  and  in  a  high  state  of  cultivation. 

No.  4.  The  soil  is  a  chocolate  loam,  impregnated  with  lime  and  very  pro- 
ductive.    The  surrounding  country  is  very  fertile,  yielding  rich  returns. 

No.  5.  No  building  timber  can  be  obtained  on  or  near  this  site,  and  a  very 
limited  quantity  for  firewood. 

No.  6.  Good  lumber  can  be  brought  from  neighboring  mills,  and  delivered 
by  the  Memphis  and  Charleston  Railroad,  on  the  site,  at  prices  varying  from 
$15  to  $18  per  thousand. 

Nos.  7  and  8.  Excellent  lime  stone  for  building  purposes  is  found  on  the 
site,  and  can  be  delivered  at  $1  50  per  cubic  yard. 

No.  9.  Lime  at  12  cents  and  sand  at  6  cents  per  bushel  delivered. 

No.  10.  Limestone  water  is  obtainable  by  sinking  wells.  Cisterns  no 
doubt  will  be  required. 

Nos.  12  and  13.  Good  coal  will  cost  25  cents  per  bushel,  delivered,  equal 
to  $7  per  ton. 

No.  14.  No  observations  made. 

No.  15.  By  Railroads. 

No.  16.  The  Memphis  and  Charleston  Railroad  passes  through  this  prop- 
erty, and  there  is  also  a  good  turnpike  to  lluntsville. 

No.  17.  The  Tennessee  River  is  ten  miles  distant,  and  the  Huutsviile 
Spring  forms  a  stream  sufficiently  large  for  bathing  purposes. 

No.  18.  There  are  none. 
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MONTE  SAXO. 

Answer  No.  1.  The  summit  of  this  mountain  is  about  900  feet  above  the 
surrounding  country,  and  1500  feet  above  the  sea. 

No.  2.  From  800  to  1000  acres  of  nearly  flat  surface  can  probably  be  ob- 
tained, all  of  it  available  for  the  purposes  indicated. 

No.  3.  There  are  none. 

No.  4.  The  soil  on  the  mountain  is  sandy  and  not  productive,  although  fair 
crops  of  vegetables  are  raised.  The  valleys  on  both  sides  are  very  fertile, 
and  in  a  high  state  of  cultivation  for  many  miles  around. 

No.  5.  An  abundant  supply  for  fuel,  and  on  the  benches  a  good  deal  suita- 
ble for  building  purposes. 

No.  G.  It  could  be  delivered  for  $20  per  thousand. 

Nos.  7  and  8.  The  stone  on  the  top.  as  far  as  examined,  does  not  appearto 
be  well  suited  for  building  purposes.  There  is  limestone  80  or  90  feet  below 
the  top,  and  y2  to  %  of  a  mile  distant,  which  would  answer  very  well ;  and 
the  cost  delivered  would  be  about  $2  per  cubic  yard. 

No.  9.  Lime  at  12  cents,  sand  at  4  cents  per  bushel. 

No.  10.  There  is  only  one  good  spring  near  this  site,  which  is  80  feet  at 
least  below  the  summit,  and  affords  about  240  gallons  to  the  hour.  For  a 
certain  and  full  supply  of  water  it  would  be  necessary  to  resort  to  cisterns. 

No.  11.  Clay  suitable  for  making  brick  is  found  on  the  benches  ;  and  the 
bricks  would  cost,  delivered,  $7  per  thousand. 

Nos.  12  and  13.  Good  coal  would  cost,  delivered  on  the  summit,  $9  25  per 
ton. 

No.  14.  The  Thermometer  ranges  in  summer  C  deg.  below  the  temperature 
in  the  town  of  Huntsville. 

No.  15.  By  Railroad  to  Huntsville,  which  is  3  miles  from  the  site. 

No.  16.  A  turnpike  road  from  Huntsville  to  the  base  of  the  mountain 
could  be  made  at  easy  grades  and  at  a  cost  of  $1,800  per  mile  ;  but  the  as- 
cent thence  to  the  summit  would  be  at  not  less  than  $3,000  per  mile,  and  at 
a  grade  not  less  than  5  degress. 

No.  17.  Flint  River  is  not  more  than  3  miles  distant,  and  might  be  made 
available  for  those  purposes.     The  Tennessee  River  is  about  12  miles  distant. 

No.  18.  There  are  several  small  chalybeate  springs  near  the  top  of  the 
mountain. 


SEWANEE  SITE. 

The  central  point  of  this  site  lies  about  5)-X  miles  northeastwardly  of  the 
Montgomery  Gap  tunnel  on  the  Chattanooga  and  Nashville  Railroad,  about 
02  miles  west  of  Chattanooga,  and  12  miles  east  of  Winchester,  iu  Ten- 
nessee. 

No.  1.  The  summit  is  850  feet  above  the  surrounding  country,  and  1938 
feet  above  the  sea. 

No.  2.  Five  thousand  acres  are  offered  by  the  Sewanee  Coal  Company  for 
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the  University,  nearly  all  of  which  can  be  made  available,  affording  a  great 
variety  of  picturesque  sites  for  single  buildings,  and  extensive  level  areas  for 
groups,  in  the  vicinity  of  good  and  accessible  springs,  and  commanding  beau- 
tiful views  of  the  plains  below,  and  of  towns  and  mountains   in   the  distance. 

No.  3.  The  slopes  of  the  mountain,  being  steep  and  rocky,  could  not  be 
used  for  agricultural  purposes  or  building  sites. 

No.  4.  The  soil,  although  sandy  and  light,  rests  upon  clay,  and  produces 
good  crops  of  corn  and  vegetables.  The  surrounding  country  is  well  im- 
proved, and  very  productive  of  corn,  grain,  &c. 

No.  5.  The  timber  is  large  and  abundant ;  of  every  variety  for  building 
purposes,  (except  pine,)  which  could  be  sawed  on  the  spot.  Pine  lumber  of 
all  dimensions,  and  of  the  best  quality,  can  be  obtained  on  the  mountain  from 
the  Sewanee  Coal  Company,  at  from  $12  to  $15  per  thousand,  delivered  at 
any  point  on  their  Railroad. 

No.  7.  Many  are  the  points  where  it  can  be  obtained.  An  excellent 
quarry  of  durable  grey  sandstone  could  be  opened,  at  moderate  expense,  im- 
mediately alongside  of  the  Sewanee  Company's  Railroad,  about  a  mile  distant 
from  the  summit.  About  2}/,  to  4)o  miles  from  the  summit,  and  also  im- 
mediately on  the  side  of  the  Railroad,  several  quarries  of  grey,  blue,  dove- 
colored  and  brown  lime  stone,  in  beds  of  from  2 }>.$  to  4}o  feet  thick,  are  now 
in  a  condition  to  be  worked  in  the  most  economical  manner. 

No.  8.  The  Sewanee  Company  having  engaged  to  transport  a  certain 
quantity,  not  less  than  20,000  tons  of  building  material,  free  of  cost,  the  only 
expense  would  be  in  quarrying  and  hauling  from  the  Railroad  to  the  place 
of  building,  which  may  be  put  down  at  $1%  per  cubic  yard. 

No.  9.  Lime  will  cost  not  exceeding  10  cents,  and  sand  2  cents  per  bushel. 

No.  10.  There  are  many  springs  upon  the  tract  conveniently  distributed, 
and  likely  to  furnish  a  full  supply  of  water.  For  their  several  localities,  ele- 
vation and  volume,  refer  to  the  accompanying  plat  and  notes  thereon. 

No.  11.  Bricks  of  good  quality  can  be  made  on  the  summit,  and  delivered 
at  $6  per  thousand,  there  being  brick  clay  convenient. 

Nos.  12  and  13.  Coal  of  good  quality  can  be  obtained  from  the  Sewanee 
Company,  delivered  at  any  point  on  the  line  of  their  Railroad,  at  §4  per  ton. 
The  average  haul  from  the  Railroad  cannot  exceed  20  cents  per  ten. 

No.  14.  No  observations  which  could  have  been  taken  in  the  limited  time 
allowed  would  have  been  sufficient  to  give  the  range  during  the  year. 

No.  15.  By  the  Nashville  and  Chattanooga  Railroad  to  the  town  of  Cow- 
an, 1  Vz  miles  west  of  the  tunnel. 

No.  1C.  By  the  connection  of  the  Sewanee  Company  Railroad  with  the 
Nashville  and  Chattanooga  Railroad,  communication  is  already  effected  from 
Cowan  to  many  points  on  the  proposed  site. 

No.  17.  None. 

No.  IS.  The  Beersheba  Springs  arc  about  30  miles  distant  from  the  site. 
There  are  also  several  chalybeate  springs  of  fine  qualities  on  the  site. 
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McMIXNVILLE. 

The  proposed  site  for  the  Southern  University  near  McMinnville,  submit- 
ted for  examination,  is  on  the  mountain  of  Ben  Lomond,  which  is  situated 
about  two  and  a  quarter  miles  south-eastwardly  from  the  town. 

Answer  No.  1.  The  bluffs  on  the  summit  arc  842  feet  above  the  base  of 
the  Court  House  ;  916  feet  above  the  depot  of  the  McMinnville  <fc  Manches- 
ter Railroad,  and  1854  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea. 

No.  2.  This  summit  presents  an  undulating  area  of  508  acres,  for  the  most 
part  available  for  building  purposes,  having  a  frontage  of  upwards  of  six 
miles,  opening  in  every  direction,  to  ever  varying  views  of  the  surrounding 
valleys,  and  of  the  mountains  grouped  far  and  near. 

No.  3.  The  subordinate  heights  or  benches  of  the  mountain,  by  the  gentle- 
ness of  their  slopes,  beauty  of  prospect,  facility  of  approach  from  below,  ac- 
cessibility to  the  springs  which  are  found  at  their  respective  elevations,  are 
rendered  very  attractive  as  building  sites  ;  and  the  remarkable  richness  of 
the  soil  gives  them  great  value  for  agricultural  purposes. 

No.  4.  The  soil,  both  on  the  summit  and  benches,  is  a  rich  mellow  black 
mould  on  a  substratum  of  clay ;  the  strength  and  durability  of  which  are 
shown  by  the  heavy  growth  of  large  timber,  such  as  oaks,  hickory,  walnut 
and  poplar,  many  of  which  measure  from  12  to  16  feet  in  girth  ;  and  its 
suitableness  for  cultivation  is  established  by  the  luxuriant  crops  of  corn,  small 
grain,  timothy  and  clover  raised. 

The  surrounding  country  for  many  miles  is  remarkably  fertile. 

No.  5.  The  tops  and  the  slopes  abound  in  all  kinds  of  timber  indigenous 
to  this  region,  except  pine,  and  could  be  made  available  for  building  and 
other  purposes,  by  steam  saw  mills  located  on  the  benches  where  water  is  at 
command. 

No.  6.  The  sawing  would  cost  $7  per  thousand,  and  the  hauling  $1  i.2  per 
thousand  if  delivered  on  the  top.  Shingles  made  by  hand  would  cost  $3  per 
thousand  delivered. 

No.  7.  A  fair  quality  of  grey  sandstone  for  common  purposes,  such  as 
foundations  and  backing,  can  be  obtained  about  20  feet  below  the  summit,  at 
a  cost  of  about  $\%  per  cubic  yard  ;  and  red  sandstone  and  limestone,  of 
excellent  quality  for  face  or  front  stone,  is  found  at  from  200  to  400  feet  be- 
low the  top,  which  would  cost,  delivered,  about  $2  to  $2}X  per  cubic  yard. 

No.  9.  Lime  at  10  cents  per  bushel,  and  sand,  if  a  suitable  quality  is  found 
on  the  summit,  at  5  cents;  if  procured  at  the  base  of  the  mountain,  at,  at  least 
12  cents  per  bushel. 

No.  1 0.  There  are  no  springs  on  the  summit,  and  although  there  arc  several 
on  the  benches,  from  100  to  437  feet  below  the  bluffs,  none  arc  of  sufficient 
volume  to  afford  power  for  placing  an  adequate  supply  on  the  summit  in  dry 
weather.  The  "Big  Spring"  on  the  north-east  side  of  the  mountain, on  which 
most  reliance  is  placed,  yields  only  280  gallons  per  hour,  and  is  437  feet  be- 
low the  bluffs.     The  next  largest  spring  yields  180  gallons  per  hour,  and  is

312   feet  below   the  bluffs.     It  should  be  explained  that  these   springs  were 
gauged  at  a  time  of  very  great  drought. 

It  would  probably  be  necessary  to  resort  to  cisterns,  which  would  be  more 
economical  and  reliable.  There  is  a  natural  sink  of  easy  access,  of  about 
20,000  gallons  capacity,  which,  if  properly  prepared,  which  could  be  done  at 
moderate  expense,  would  retain  the  water  during  the  whole  year. 

No.  11.  An  experienced  brick-maker  has  examined  the  clay  on  the  summit, 
considers  it  of  good  quality  to  make  brick,  and  offers  to  burn  and  deliver 
them  on  the  summit  at  $5  per  thousand. 

No.  12.  Indications  of  bituminous  coal,  of  good  quality,  have  been  dis- 
covered on  one  of  the  benches  of  this  mountain,  but  as  the_vein  has  not  been 
regularly  worked,  the  question  of  supply  cannot  be  answered  definitely. 

No.  13.  Coal  is  now  delivered  at  the  McMinnville  &  Manchester  Railroad 
depot,  at  a  cost  of  15  cents  per  bushel,  to  which  add  10  cents  for  transporta- 
tion to  the  top  of  the  mountain,  making  25  cents  per  bushel,  or  $7  per  ton. 

No.  14.  No  observations  which  could  have  been  taken  in  the  limited  time 
allowed,  would  have  been  sufficient  to  give  the  range  during  the  year. 

No.  15.  Accessible  by  railroads. 

No.  16.  The  town  of  McMinnville  proposes  to  make  a  direct  road  to  the 
summit,  free  of  cost  to  the  University.  It  can  be  constructed  to  the  foot  of 
the  mountain  at  an  average  grade  of  1%  degrees  ;  thence  to  the  summit,  the 
maximum  grade  may  not  exceed  6  degrees. 

No.  17.  A  portion  of  the  Barren  Fork  Creek,  nearly  half  a  mile  in  length 
being  wide,  still  and  deep,  and  not  over  l)o  miles  from  the  mountain,  could 
be  used  for  rowing  and  other  aquatic  exercises. 

No.  18.  In  a  north-eastwardly  direction  from  the  north-east  bluffs  of  the 
mountain,  and  about  2  miles  distant,  there  is  a  copious  tpring  of  sulphur  wa- 
ters ;  it  is  not  known  that  they  have  been  analyzed,  but  they  have  been  found 
beneficial  to  invalids.  The  varieties  of  blue  and  white  sediments  about  the 
spring,  present  a  remarkably  interesting  feature,  indicating  the  qualities  of 
the  waters.  It  is  evident  to  the  most  casual  observer  that  blue  and  white 
sulphur  are  here  intermixed.  Not  more  than  100  feet  from  this  spring  oc- 
curs a  strong  chalybeate  spring. 

There  is  another  sulphur  spring  of  known  medicinal  qualities,  about  G  miles 
distant  from  McMinnville. 

For  further  details  refer  to  the  plot  of  Ben  Lomond,  herewith  presented. 


CLEVELAND. 

Answer  No.  1.  The  site  proposed  is  situated  south-east wardly  fioni  Cleve- 
land, about  two  and  a  half  miles  from  the  depot  of  the  Fast  Tennessee 
&  Georgia  Railroad.  The  highest  point  of  which  is  120  feet  above  the  de- 
pot and  998  feet  above  the  sea. 

No.  2.  The  site  embraces  1200  acres.  500   acres  of  which   are  of  a  "billy

character,  on  which  the  buildings  could  be  erected,  and  the  remainder  are 
low  grounds. 

No.  3.  The  slopes  of  the  hills  and  the  low  grounds  could  be  advantageous- 
ly used  for  agricultural  purposes. 

r  No.  4.  The  soil  is  composed  mostly  of  clay  and  chert,  and  not  very  pro- 
ductive. The  surrounding  country  cannot  be  considered  fertile  or  produc- 
tive. 

No.  5.  There  is  a  good  growth  of  oak  and  yellow  pine  timber,  suitable 
(or  building  purposes  which  could  be  sawed  on  the  ground,  with  steam  or  wa- 
ter power,  at  a  cost  from  $1  to  $10  per  thousand,  and  delivered  at  an  addi- 
tional cost  of  $1  50  per  thousand. 

Nos.  7  and  8.  Limestone  for  ordinary  building  purposes,  can  be  procured 
■within  half  a  mile  of  the  site.  At  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  distance 
are  extensive  beds  of  variegated  marble,  where  inexhaustible  quantities  could 
be  obtained  at  a  cost  of  $1  75  to  $2  per  cubic  yard  delivered. 

No.  9.  Lime  would  cost  8  cents  and  sand  about  3  cents  per  bushel  de- 
livered. 

No.  10.  There  is  a  large  spring  at  the  foot  of  the  elevated  portion  of  the 
site,  which  might  be  made  available  for  one-fourth  of  the  supply  on  the  sum- 
mit, which  is  nearly  half  a  mile  distant,  the  balance  would  have  to  be  made 
up  from  cisterns  or  wells. 

No.  11.  Good  brick  clay  is  on  the  land,  from  which  they  could  be  made 
and  delivered  at  from  $6  to  $7  per  thousand. 

Nos.  12  and  13.  Coal  of  good  quality  can  be  procured  by  Railroad  from 
the  vicinity  of  Chattanooga,  at  a  cost  of  about  12  cents  per  bushel  delivered 
at  the  depot  at  Cleveland,  14}-o  cents  at  the  site,  or  $4  per  ton. 

No.  15.  By  Railroad. 

No.  16.  A  turnpike  can  be  made  from  the  depot  to  the  site  at  a  grade  not 
exceeding  one  and  a  half  degrees,  and  at  an  expense  of  Si. 500  per  mile. 

No.  17.  There  arc  no  streams  within  a  convenient  distance  of  the  site,  but 
by  constructing  a  dam  a  mile  or  two  below  the  head  of  the  spring,  above  re- 
ferred to,  a  pond  sufficiently  large  for  rowing  and  other  aquatic  exercises 
might  be  made. 

No.  18.  There  are  none. 

ATLANTA. 

Answer  No.  1.  The  central  point  of  the  proposed  site  is  one  mile  N.  E. 
from  the  Georgia  Railroad,  and  opposite  to  a  point  on  that  road  two  miles 
distant  from  the  Atlanta  dipot.  and  situated  on  the  lands  of  J.  V.  Jones. — 
In  elevation  varies  but  little  from  that  of  the  depot,  and  is  1050  feet  above 
the  sea. 

No.  2.  1000  acres  could  be  obtained,  most  of  which  are  available  for 
building  sites  and  agricultural  purposes. 

No.  3.  There  is  so  little  difference  of  elevation  between  the  highest  points. 
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ami  the  ground  in  their  vicinity,  that  tins  question  need  not  l>e  answered. — 
The  depressions  and  slopes  of  the  hills  could  be  turned  to  account  for  agri- 
cultural purposes. 

No.  4.  The  soil  may  be  characterised  as  granitic  ;  free,  but  not  very  pro- 
ductive on  this  site  ;  and  the  soil  of  the  country  for  1  .">  or  20  miles  around  is 
of  similar  formation  and  character. 

No.  5.  The  timber  generally  is  very  small,  and  but  little  of  it  available  for 
building  purposes. 

No.  (J.  Lumber  of  the  best  quality,  brought  by  the  Railroads  from  various 
mills,  will  cost  $13  25  per  thousand,  delivered  at  the  site. 

Nos.  7  and  8.  Gneiss  and  granite  of  good  quality  for  common  uses,  such 
as  foundations  and  backing,  might  be  quarried  and  delivered  at  about  $1.50 
to  $1.75  per  cubic  yard.  Granite  of  superior  quality  is  obtainable  from  the 
Stone  Mountain,  about  13  miles  distant  on  the  Georgia  Railroad,  at  a  cost 
of  S3  per  cubic  yard,  placed  on  the  spot. 

No.  9.  Lime  will  cost  23  cents  per  bushel,  and  sand  4  cents  per  bushel,  de- 
livered. 

No.  10.  There  are  several  fine  springs  on  this  site,  which,  uniting  in  a  nar- 
row valley,  form  a  pond  of  some  extent,  the  flow  from  which  is  equal  to  2500 
gallons  per  hour;  as  the  elevation  above  the  dam  docs  not  exceed  110  feet, 
much  of  this  water  could  be  raised  to  the  summits  and  made  available. 

No.  11.  Soil  suitable  for  making  bricks  is  found  on  the  ground,  and  brick 
from  it  can  be  delivered  at  $6  per  thousand. 

Nos.  12  and  13.  Coal  can  be  obtained  by  Railroad  at  a  cost  ol  $2.50  per 
ton  ;  add  $1  for  hauling  from  Railroad  to  the  site. 

No.  14.  No  observations  have  been  taken. 

No.  15.  By  Railroads. 

No.  16.  A  good  turnpike,  slightly  undulating,  and  at  a  very  moderate 
grade,  could  bo  made  from  the  depot  at  Atlanta  to  the  site,  at  a  cost  not  ex- 
ceeding $1800  per  mile.  And  a  road  could  be  made  from  the  site  to  the 
Railroad,  not  over  1  mile  long,  for  $1500. 

No.  17.  There  is  a  small  stream  called  a  little  over  two  miles 

distant,  but  I  do  not  know  whether  it  could  be  rendered  available  for  aquatic 
exercises. 

No.  18.  None.

To  12th.  It  is,  excellent  bituminous,  and  in  inexhaustible  quantities. 

To  13th.  On  Raccoon  mountain  at  $1.80  per  ton,  and  on  Lookout  at  $6 
per  ton. 

To  14th.  No  accurate  observations  have  been  taken. 

To  loth.  By  divers  Railroads  finished  and  in  course   of  construction,  as 
represented  by  accompanying  maps. 

To  16th.  A  good  turnpike  at  a  rise  of  one  foot  in  twenty  feet,  at  a  cost 
not  exceeding  $2,000  per  mile.     We  have  no  estimate  for  a  Railroad. 

To  17th.  Tennessee  River  ;  sufficiently  near  to  any  site  that  might  be  se- 
lected. 

To   18th.  Numerous  mineral   springs;  generally   in    the  country   called 
chalybeate  springs.

This  being  the  time  and  place,  at  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South  had  been  summoned  to  convene,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Jas.  H.  Otey,  D.  D.,  President,  took  the  Chair,  and,  after  suitable  devo- 
tions, called  the  Board  to  order. 

The  President  then  stated,  that  this  meeting  was  appointed  by  him, 
under  authority  committed  to  him  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  at  its 
last  session.  He  presented  a  copy  of  a  notice  published  in  the  secu- 
lar and  church  journals,  which  notice  was  then  read  by  the  Secretary, 
and  is  as  follows  : 

IXTOTIOE. 

To  the  Trustees  of  "  The  University  of  the  South,''  in  the  State*  of  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Lou- 
isiana, Texas,  Arkansas,  and  Tennessee : 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me,  by  a  resolution  passed  in 
a  convention  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  "  The  University  of  the 
South,"  at  Montgomery  Ala.,  on  the  28th  of  November,  1855.  J  hereby 
give  notice  that  a  meeting  of  said  Board  of  Trustees  is  calfcd  at  Beer- 
sheba, Grundy  county,  State  of  Tennessee,  on  Saturdaj7,  the  3d  day  of 
July,  of  the  present  year,  1858.  And  I  hereby  give  information  to  all 
whom  it  may  concern,  that  this  Convention  of  Trustees,  at  the  time 
and  place  above  mentioned,  is  summoned  for  the  purpose  of  acting  on 
the  question  of  accepting  the  charter  or  act  of  the  Legislature  of 
Tennessee,  at  its  late  session,  incorporating  "The  University  of  the 
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South,'' — for  taking  such  measures  as  the  act  of  incorporation  requires- 
for  organizing  the  institution,  and  forming  a  constitution  fur  its  govern- 
ment, and  for  all  other  purposes  which  may  bo  deemed  necessary  and 
expedient,  upon  consultation,  for  the  vigorous  and  successful  prosecu- 
tion of  the  work  committed  to  them.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pise — 

Resolved,  That  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  Tennessee  be  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Order  of  this  body. 

Mr.  Fogg,  from  the  Committee  on  Charters,  reported  that  an  act  of 
incorporation  had  been  obtained  from  the  Legislature  of  Tennessee, 
and  laid  a  copy  of  the  same  on  the  Secretary's  table — which  copy  is 
on  file.

Rev.  Bishop  Cobbs.  seconded  by  Rev.  Mr.  Stout,  moved  to 
lay  the  resolution  on  the  table;  which  motion  prevailed,  without  dis- 
sent. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Polk  gave  notice,  that  the  Committee,  appointed 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  to  make  arrangements  with  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  lands  at  Sewanee.  would  be  ready  to  report  on  to- 
morrow. 

The  Rt.  Pu3v.  Bishop  Elliott,  seconded  by  Bishop  Cobbs.  offered  the 
following  resolution  : 
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Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  this  Board,  to 
prepare  an  address  to  the  Southern  Dioceses,  setting  forth,  at  large, 
the  reasons  which  have  actuated  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  selecting 
Sewanee  as  the  site  of  the  University  of  the  South,  and  describing  its 
superior  advantages.

SKETCH  OF  REMARKS. 


[Reported  from  memory,  by  the  Secretary,  and  revised  by  the  Speakers^ 
The  following  resolution  being  under  consideration — 
Resolved,  That  the  vote  by  which  Sewanee  was  adopted  as  the  loca- 
tion of  the  University  of  the  South,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  reconsidered — 

Bishop  Greex  observed,  that  his  matured  reflections  and  more  care- 
ful inquiries,  with  reference  to  Sewanee,  had  served  only  to  increase 
his  confidence  in  the  previous  action  of  the  Board  ;  and  he  was  indis- 
posed to  disturb  that  action.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  objection  had 
been  made  in  some  quarters  ;  and,  inasmuch  as  one  Diocese,  deeply 
interested  in  this  enterprise,  had  intimated  her  wish,  that  the  subject 
should  be  re-investigated,  he  deemed  it  no  more  than  courteous,  that 
the  Trustees  from  Alabama  should  be  allowed  this  opportunity  to  ex- 
press their  views. 

Bishop  Polk  rose  to  second  the  resolution.  He  felt  assured,  that  no 
Diocese,  which  had  united  for  our  object,  felt  a  deeper  interest  in  its 
success  than  Alabama.  He  did  not  understand  the  action  of  the  late 
Convention  as  indicative  of  a  want  of  cordiality  in  its  support,  but 
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rather  of  anxiety,  that  there  should  be  no  failure.  This  was  shown 
by  the  terras  of  the  resolution  which  it  bad  passed — the  main  object 
of  which  was,  "to  restore  confidence,''  which  she  feared,  from  certain 
indications,  had  been  lost.  t 

lie  then  read  from  the  journal  of  that  Convention  its  action,  as  fol- 
lows : 

"Whereas,  the  selection  of  Sewanee,  as  the  location  of  the  pro- 
posed University  of  the  South,  does  not  appear  to  have  given  general 
satisfaction  ;  therefore — 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees,  on  the  part  of  this  Diocese,  be  re- 
quested to  urge  the  reconsideration  of  the  question  of  location,  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  with  a  view  to  restore  confi- 
dence in  the  minds  of  those  of  its  friends  who  deem  Sewanee  an  un- 
suitable location." 

Bishop  Polk  resumed  :  He  thought  that  the  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion at  Montgomery  was,  as  it  was  intended  to  be,  final,  on  the  question 
of  location.  He  did  not,  therefore,  admit  the  right  of  Alabama  to  pro- 
pose to  disturb  it;  yet,  so  desirous  was  he  to  remove  all  ground  of  dis- 
content, and  to  give  to  this  movement  of  a  sister  Diocese  a  respectful 
consideration,  that  he  was  willing  to  waive  his  opinion  as  to  the  pro- 
priety of  the  course  she  proposed,  and  therefore,  he  seconded  the 
motion  of  his  Right  Reverend  brother  from  Mississippi. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Lay  remarked,  that  the  few  words  he  should  utter 
were  designed  chiefly  to  explain  the  position  which  had  been  occupied 
by  himself,  and  by  the  Diocese  which  he  represented  in  this  matter. 
He  confessed  to  a  feeling  of  annoyance,  in  some  conversations  which 
had  passed  on  this  subject,  at  the  quiet  assumption,  that  Alabama  was 
displeased  because  her  merits  were  passed  over  ;  and  that  her  Trus- 
tees were  in  opposition  because  Iluntsville  was  neglected.  In  the 
frailty  of  human  nature  such  feelings  might  have  biased  them  :  but 
they  utterly  disavowed  any  such  bias,  and  cited  in  their  behalf  all  the 
discussion.  Alabama  had  uniformly  debated  this  matter  as  a  question 
of  principle.     She  had  never   exhibited  any  undue   solicitude  to  have 
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the  University  within  her  own  limits;  but  she  had  taken  her  stand 
upon  economical  and  other  grounds,  against  the  mountain,  and  for  the 
plain.  Whatever  may  have  appeared  in  other  journals,  he  claimed 
that  the  Alabama.press,  (he  alluded  particularly  to  the  Montgomery 
Mail,  and  the  Huntsville  Democrat,  the  leading  journals  in  the  discus- 
sion.) had  debated  the  question  temperately  and  respectfullj-.  Hold- 
ing opinions  adverse,  not  so  much  to  Sewanee,  as  to  any  mountain 
location,  it  would  have  been  an  evidence  of  weakness,  not  of  broth- 
erly kindness,  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  had  she  held  her  peace,  and 
uttered  no  dissent. 

So  long  as  this  question  seemed  to  be  an  open  one,  she  was  ready 
to  use  all  fair  and  honorable  means  to  procure  a  result,  which  she 
deemed  of  importance  to  the  University. 

There  was  a  point,  however,  where  opposition,  because  useless, 
became  vexatious  and  obstinate.  The  speaker  believed  this  point  had 
now  been  reached.  It  was  apparent,  that  the  Board  was  utterly  indis- 
posed to  revise  its  action.  It  was  evident,  that  Sewanee  was  to  be 
final]}'  adopted,  and  he  desired  and  hoped,  in  that  event,  that  it  might 
find  favor  with  the  public  :  certainly  he  was  indisposed  to  utter  any 
word  against  it,  and  was  ready  to  acquiesce  in  the  clearly  ascertained 
will  of  the  majority. 

Bishop  Cobbs  observed,  that  his  position  in  this  matter  had  been 
well  defined.  At  the  verj'  outset  he  had  taken  ground  against  the 
principle  of  a  mountain  location,  and  had  been  playfully  rebuked  by 
the  Right  Reverend  President  for  his  inconsistency  in  opposing  moun- 
tain life,  while  he  himself  was  mountain-born. 

Lie  had  contended  against  that  principle  ;  if  it  were  possible,  he 
would  contend  against  it  still.  His  convictions  were  unshaken,  and  be 
could  not  surrender  them. 

So  also  of  his  Diocese  :  he  believed,  that  of  all  the  ten  Dioceses  in 
the  confederation,  there  was  not  one,  in  which  so  general,  so  lively,  so 
profound  an   interest  in  the  University  prevailed,  as  in  the  Diocese  of 
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Alabama,  The  resolution  quoted  by  Bishop  Polk,  was  proposed  by 
one  of  the  firmest  friends  of  the  project — a  man  who  would  stand  up 
faithfully  to  it,  if  only  he  could  be  persuaded  that  its  measures  were 
discreetly  taken.  There  was  in  Alabama  noill-tempcr.no  wounded 
jealousy,  no  desire  to  be  troublesome  and  eccentric  :  her  sole  object 
had  been  to  avert  a  measure  in  her  view  detrimental  to  the  interests 
which  we  all  desire  to  promote. 

The  Bishop  confessed,  that,  after  the  vote  taken  at  Montgomery,  he 
had  regarded  the  question  of  location  as  finally  determined.  But 
when,  in  the  act  of  incorporation,  he  found  a  clause  expressly  provid- 
ing for  a  re-examination  of  the  whole  matter,  he  thought  that  the 
aspect  of  the  case  was  changed,  and  he  deemed  it  perfectly  legitimate 
for  this  Board  to  alter  or  re-affirm  their  previous  decision. 

"  And  now,"  said  the  Bishop,  "  that  we  are  fairly  beaten,  and  thor- 
oughly defeated,  I  give  up  and  surrender.  I  have  fought  this  question 
to  the  end,  and  if  it  were  right  and  proper,  I  would  fight  it  yet.  We 
have  done  our  duty,  and  the  result  is  against  us.  Since  you  will  not 
come  down  to  us  from  the  mountain,  I  will  climb  the  mountain  and 
join  you  there.  My  convictions  I  cannot  yield :  I  hold  them  still  :  ray 
opposition  I  freely  waive — henceforth,  I  am  fully  with  you,  and  my 
motto  is — 

"Pro  Deo,  pro  ecclesia,  pro  communi  patriu,  pro  hominum  salute.'' 

I  now  move  to  lay  the  resolution  on  the  table.7' 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Stout  seconded  the  motion,  expressing  his  gratifica- 
tion at  what  had  transpired  ;  and  the  resolution  was,  without  dissent- 
ing voice,  laid  upon  the  table. 

These  proceedings  excited  very  general  satisfaction,  in  all  parts  of 
the  house.  Congratulations  were  exchanged,  at  a  result  which  re- 
lieved the  minds  of  some  from  the  apprehension  of  a  renewed  and 
protracted  contest.  The  opinion  was  expressed,  that  Alabama,  while 
very  positively  asserting  her  sentiments,  had  acted  a  kind  ami  gener- 
ous part,  in   withdrawing  her   opposition,  at  that  point  where  it  was 
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ascertained  further  discussion  would  be  useless,  and  perhaps  mis- 
chievous. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Calhoun,  of  South  Carolina,  asked  permission  to  express 
the  pleasure  he  felt  in  what  had  just  now  transpired.  lie  spoke  kindly 
of  Alabama,  of  which  State  he  had  been,  for  some  part  of  his  life,  a 
resident.  South  Carolina  considered  her  as  a  daughter,  and  was  proud 
of  her  first-born.  The  present  course  was  honorable  to  Alabama,  and 
worthy  of  her  public  spirit. 

In  the  present  enterprise,  what  we  most  need  is,  a  spirit  of  unity. 
That  spirit  has  been  abundantly  evidenced  to-day.  He  saw  in  it  a 
pledge  and  assurance  of  success.  In  our  country  education  was  very 
extensively  diffused,  and  institutions  of  learning  were  not  deficient  iu 
number  ;  but  our  great  need  is  to  elevate  the  standard  of  intellectual 
culture  ;  he  felt  a  deep  conviction  that  the  University  now  to  be  es- 
tablished would  meet  this  want. 

The  speaker  confessed,  that  he  had  once  been  opposed  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  institutions  of  learning,  except  under  the  auspices  of  the 
State.  On  this  point,  his  views  had  undergone  a  material  change. 
He  trusted,  that  the  moral  influence  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
would  be  felt  in  all  time  to  come,  and  that  it  would  diffuse  goodness 
as  well  as  wisdom. 

Subsequently,  Mr.  Fairbanks,  of  Florida,  observed,  that  heretofore, 
the  Diocese  of  Florida  had  acted  with  Alabama,  in  opposing  a  moun- 
tain. His  own  views  had  been  much  modified  since  he  had  learned, 
by  personal  inspection,  thatSewauee  was  not  (as  he  had  imagined)  a 
rocky  and  inaccessible  summit,  but  a  rich  and  level  table-land. 

While  he  could  not  speak  for  his  absent  colleagues,  he  felt  sure,  that 
the  Diocese  of  Florida  would  cheerfully'  concur  in  the  action  of  the 
Board.  He  might  say  for  himself  and  his  Bishop,  that  their  views 
were  so  much  changed,  that  they  could  now  concur  heartily  in  the 
endorsement  of  Sewanee. 

Bishop   Rutledge  assented   to  this   remark.     Mr.  Fairbanks  said,  in 
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conclusion,  that  henceforth  there  was  no  ground  of  apprehension. 
With  such  a  spirit  of  courtesy  and  moderation,  as  pervaded  this  body, 
the  University  of  the  South  must  succeed. 


Beersheba,  July  C,  1858. 

At  nine,  A.  M.,  the  Board  was  called  to  order,  and  prayers  were 
offered  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  President. 

The  roll  being  called,  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Scott,  D.  D.,  not  present  on  yes- 
terday, answered  to  his  name. 

The  Secretary  announced,  that  of  thirty-five  Trustees,  entitled  to 
seats  in  this  Board,  eighteen  Trustees,  being  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number,  were  present. 

The  minutes  were  read,  and  sundry  verbal  alterations  made  therein. 

On  motion  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Green — 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  incorporate  with  the 
journal,  a  sketch  of  the  remarks  made  on  yesterday,  upon  the  motion 
of  reconsideration,  offered  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Green. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Polk,  seconded  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Cobbs, 
offered  the  following  resolution;  which  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
being  by  a  public  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
passed  6th  January,  1858,  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic  in  law, 
hereby  accepts  all  the  rights  and  privileges  which  are  guarantied  by 
said  act,  and  assumes  the  obligations  imposed  by  the  same. 

Subsequently,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Polk  moved  to  reconsider  this 
resolution  ;  which  motion  prevailed. 

A  call  of  the  house  was  ordered,  and  the  roll  being  called,  all  the 
members  heretofore  present,  eighteen  in  number,  answered  to  their 
names. 

The  vote  upon  the  resolution  accepting  the  charter,  was  taken  by 
ayes  and  noes,  with  the  following  result : 

Ayes— Rt.  Rev.  James  11.  Otey.  D.  D. ;  Rt.  Rev.  Leonidas  Polk,  B.  D. ; 
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Rt.  Rev.  Stephen  Elliott,  D.  D. ;  Rt.  Rev.  N.  II.  Cobbs,  I).  D. ;  Rt.  Rev. 
Wm.  M.  Green,  D.  D. ;  Rt.  Rev.  F.  H.  Rutledge,  I).  D. 

Rev.  Alexander  Gregg;  Rev.  J.  J.  Scott,  D.  D. ;  lie  v.  II.  C.  Lay.D.  D. : 
Rev.  W.  C.  Stout;  Rev.  W.  T.  Leacock,  D.  D. ;  Rev.  David  Pise,  D.  D. 

Messrs.  J.  A.  Calhoun,  E.  E.  Evans,  Daniel  Griffin*  G.  R.  Fairbanks. 
F.  B.  Fogg,  John  Armfield— 18. 

Whereupon,  it  was  announced  by  the  Chair,  that  the  resolution  was 
adopted,  and  the  charter  accepted,  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  the  Trustees. 

The  Board  then  proceeded  to  organize  under  the  charter. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Polk  moved,  that  the  Rt.  Rev.  James  II.  Otey, 
D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  be  elected  President  of  the  Board;  which 
motion  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Polk  nominated  for  Secretary  of  the  Board  the 
Rev.  Henry  C.  Lay,  D.  D. ;  who,  thereupon,  was  unanimously  elected. 

Mr.  F.  B.  Fogg  offered  the  following  resolutions  ;  which  were  unani- 
mously adopted  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  Bishops,  three  Clergymen, 
and  three  Laymen — of  whom  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum — 
be  appointed  to  form  a  Constitution,  for  the  government  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South,  which  Constitution  shall  embody  the  principles 
agreed  upon  at  the  primary  meeting  at  the  Lookout  mountain,  in  July, 
1857,  and  subsequently  amended  at  the  meeting  in  Montgomery,  in 
November  last. 

2.  Resolved,  That  until  such  Constitution  is  reported  and  adopted,  a 
majority  of  the  Dioceses,  represented  in  each  order,  shall  be  deemed 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

3.  Resolved,  That  until  the  adoption  of  said  Constitution,  it  be  re- 
commended to  the  Conventions  of  the  Dioceses  to  give  their  Clerical 
and  Lay  Trustees  a  tenure  of  office,  of  three  years  duration. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Polk,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  secure 
title  to  the  lands  on  the  proposed  site,  made  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  for  securing  the  titles  to  the  land  on  the  proposed 
site  at  Sewanee,  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  report — 

That  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  meeting  at  Mont- 
gomery, thejT  proceeded  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for  accomplishing 
the  object  of  their  appointment.  The  Chairman  had  an  interview  with 
certain  leading  citizens  of  the  county  of  Franklin,  who  pledged  them- 
selves to  secure  a  clear  title  to  the  lands  required.     This  pledge  they 
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have,  as  the  Committee  believe,  accomplished  in  a  satisfactory  manner, 
and  are  prepared  to  make  a  conveyance  of  the  same,  so  soon  as  certain 
surveys,  now  in  progress,  shall  have  been  completed. 

The  Committee  submit,  with  their  report,  certain  documents,  show- 
ing the  terms  and  propositions,  which  have  been  under  consideration 
by  themselves  and  the  Sewanec  Coal  Mining  Company.  In  conclusion, 
the  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions  herewith 
submitted.  L.  POLK,  Chairman. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks,  this  report,  with  the  resolutions  and 
documents  accompanying  it,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole. 

The  Board  then  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Bishop  Elliott  in  the  Chair.  After  some  time  spent  therein,  the  Com- 
mittee rose,  and,  through  their  Chairman,  reported  back  the  resolu- 
tions with  an  amendment;  they  also  recommended  the  following 
alterations  in  the  proposed  agreement  with  the  Sewanee  Coal  Mining 
Company  : 

At  the  end  of  Article  second,  add  as  follows  : 

"  No  dwellings  or  shops,  however,  to  be  erected  without  the  consent 
of  the  President  of  the  University,  and  all  to  be  subject  to  the  police 
regulations  thereof." 

In  seventh  Article,  to  strike  out  the  words  : 

"  And  the  necessary  buildings  for  conducting  said  University,  shall 
be  constructed  within  ten  years  :" 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof — 

•;  Said  University  to  bo  put  in  operation  within  ten  years." 

And  in  the  same  Article,  to  strike  out  the  last  clause,  or  modify  the 
same  :  which  clause  is  in  the  following  words  : 

"  Or  should  the  buildings,  at  any  future  time,  be  vacated,  or  not  used 
for  University  purposes,  in  consequence  of  the  removal  of  the  Uni- 
versity to  some  other  location,  then  the  said  lands  shall  be  reconveyed 
to  this  Company,  as  aforesaid." 

Whereupon,  the  Board  agreed  to  the  amendments,  as  proposed. 

The  question  was  then  1aken  upon  the  resolutions,  as  amended  in 
Committee  of  the  Whole.  They  were  unanimously  adopted,  and  arc 
as  follows  : 

Resolved,  1st.  That  a   Committee  be   appointed   for   the   purpose  of

receiving  a  conveyance  of  all  such  lands  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Board  for  the  use  of  the  University. 

2nd.  That  said  Committee  be  authorized  and  instructed  to  make  ar- 
rangements for  procuring  titles  to  the  lands  over  which  a  turnpike 
road  may  be  built,  from  some  point  on  the  Nashville  and  Chattanooga 
Rail  Road,  to  the  top  of  the  mountain  ;  and  also,  that  said  Committee 
be  authorized  to  make  arrangements  with  the  citizens  of  Franklin 
county,  for  building  said  road. 

3rd.  That  the  said  Committee  make  some  further  arrangements,  by 
deed  or  otherwise,  with  the  Sewanee  Mining  Company,  to  secure  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  the  uninterrupted  use  of 
the  Sewanee  Mining  Company's  Rail  Road,  and  on  such  terms  as  may 
be  satisfactory  to  the  Committee. 

4th.  That  the  said  Committee  have  full  anthorit}'  from  this  Board,  to 
act  as  its  representative  in  the  final  arrangement  of  all  matters  con- 
nected with  the  property  to  be  conveyed  to  the  University  of  the 
South,  and  report  to  the  Board  at  its  next  meeting.  Any  vacancy  that 
may  occur  in  the  Committee  may  be  filled  by  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

The  President  announced  the  following  Committee,  to  receive  con- 
veyance of  lands,  under  the  first  resolution  : 

Messrs.  Fogg  and  Armfield,  of  the  Board,  and  Mr.  John  M.  Bass. 

On  motion  the  Board  took  a  recess  until  4,  P.  M. 


Four  O'clock,  P.  M. 
The  Board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  President   announced  the    following  Committee,  to    prepare  a 
Constitution,  under  the  resolution  passed  this  morning  : 
Rt.  Rev.  Bp.  Polk,  Rev.  Mr.  Gregg,  Mr.  Fairbanks,

Rev.  Mr.  Gregg  moved  that  the  Board  do  now  proceed  to  elect  a 
General  Treasurer  to  serve  until  the  next  annual  meeting ;  which  mo- 
tion was  adopted. 

Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Polk  nominated  James  B.  Craighead,  of  Tennessee, 
for  that  office  ;  and  he  was  unanimously  elected. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Lay,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 
Resolved.  That  the  Right  Reverend  Bishop  Polk  and  the  Right  Rev-

erend  Bishop  Elliott,  be  requested  to  act  as  General  Commissioners 
on  the  part  of  this  Board  ;  and  as  such,  to  canvass  the  several  Dioceses 
for  subscriptions  to  the  funds  of  this  University  :  that  they  be  empow- 
ered to  make  use  of  such  assistance  as  they  may  think  necessary:  and 
that  the  Right  Reverend  Commissioners  be  requested  and  authorized 
to  defray  their  expenses  out  of  the  funds  to  be  collected. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  moved — 

That  an  Executive  Committee  be  appointed,  to  consist  of  three- 
members,  of  whom  the  President  shall  be  one,  to  serve  ad  interim 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  ; 

Which  motion  was  adopted. 

The  President  appointed  on  the  Committee  :  James  Caruthers,  and 
William  II.  Stephens. 

The  Right  Reverend  Bishop  Polk  moved  to  add  to  the  Committee- 
appointed  to  receive  conveyances  of  lands,  Mr.  Arthur  S.  Colyar,  of 
Winchester,  Tennessee  ;  which  motion  prevailed. 

The  Right  Reverend  Bishop  Polk  moved,  to  appoint  a  Committee  of 
Survey  and  Selection,  to  consist  of  three  persons,  to  indicate  such 
lands  as  may  suit  best  for  University  purposes  ;  which  motion  pre- 
vailed. 

Arthur  M.  Rutledge,  Wallace  Estill,  and  Arthur  S.  Colyar,  were  ap- 
pointed said  Committee. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Polk  moved,  that  Charles  R.  Barney  be  ap- 
pointed Surveyor,  to  make  the  necessary  surveys  of  the  lands  ;  which 
motion  prevailed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks,  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  when  this  Board  shall  finish  its  present  session,  it 
shall  stand  adjourned,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  President,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  he  may  elect. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Lay,  the  Board  took  a  recess,  until  7)^, P.M. 


Half-past  Seven  O'clock,  P.  M. 
The   Board   resumed   its   session. 

The  Right  Reverend  Bishop  Green  offered  the  following  resolutions  : 
1.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee,  composed  of  members  of  this  Board 
and  other  suitable  persons,  (of  which  the  President  shall  be  the  Chair- 
man,) be  appointed   for  the  purpose  of  selecting  and  authorizing  a 
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proper  agent  to  visit  the  principal  Educational  Institutions,  both  in 
this  country  and  in  Europe,  with  a  view  to  examine  carefully  into 
their  respective  courses  of  Instruction,  their  facilities  for  imparting 
knowledge,  their  most  approved  modes  of  constructing  and  arranging 
their  edifices ;  and  to  collect  all  such  information  on  the  subjects  of 
academical,  collegiate  and  scientific  Instruction,  as  may  avail  us  in 
rightly  commencing,  and  successfully  conducting,  our  proposed  Uni- 
versity. 

2.  Resolved,  That  said  Committee  be  requested  to  prepare,  and  lay 
before  the  nexc  Annual  meeting  of  this  Board,  a  report  of  the  acts 
and  labors  of  said  Agent ;  and  also,  to  present  and  recommend  some 
scheme  for  the  direction  and  guidance  of  our  future  labors. 

3.  Resolved,  That  said  Agent  be  appointed  and  sent  out  by  the  Com- 
mittee, so  soon  as  a  sufficient  amount  shall  have  been  provided  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  said  Agency. 

After  discussion,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pise  moved  to  lay  these  resolutions 
on  the  table. 

The  ajres  and  nays  being  demanded,  the  vote  was  taken,  as  follows  : 

Ayes — Bishop  Otey,  Bishop  Polk,  Bishop  Elliott,  Bishop  Rutledge, 
Rev.  Dr.  Scott,  Rev.  Dr.  Pise,  Mr.  Fogg,  Mr.  Armfield,  Mr.  Evans,  Mr 
Griffin,  and  Mr.  Fairbanks — 11. 

Nays — Bishop  Cobbs,  Bishop  Green,  Rev.  Dr.  Lay,  Rev.  Mr.  Stout 
Rev.  Alexander  Gregg,  and  Mr.  Calhoun — 6. 

So,  the  resolutions  were  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Fogg  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  appointed  to  form  a  Constitution,  for 
the  government  of  the  University,  shall  have  power  to  propose  a  plan 
of  education,  a  code  of  by-laws  and  ordinances,  and  to  report  on  any 
other  matters  connected  with  the  organization  and  management  of  the 
University.  Said  Committee  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  agent,  or 
agents,  to  procure  information,  if  they  deem  it  necessary. 

Rev.  Mr.  Stout  moved,  that  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  publish, 
for  the  use  of  the  Board,  two  thousand  copies  of  the  proceedings  of 
this  Board. 

-  The  Right  Rev,  Bishop  Rutledge  moved,  that  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  an  Address,  be  authorized  to  publish  the  same,  as 
they  may  think  best ;   which  motion  prevailed. 

The  minutes  were  then  read  and  approved. 

The  Right  Reverend  Bishop  Elliott  moved,  that  the  Board  do  now 
adjourn,  sine  die;  which  motion  prevailed. 
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The  Right  Reverend  Bishop  Polk  occupying  the  chair,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  President,  (who,  being  indisposed,  had  retired  some  little 
■time  before,)  offered  suitable  prayers,  and  pronounced  the  benediction. 

And  the  Board  stood  adjourned,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  President.

APPENDIX. 


An  Act  to  Establish  the  University  of  the  Sooth, 

Whereas,  sundry  citizens  of  the  States  of  Tennessee,  Arkansas, 
Georgia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Alabama,  Louisiana,  Texas, 
Mississippi,  and  Florida,  contemplate  establishing  a  University,  to  be 
located  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  at  a  place  which  shall  be  conve- 
niently accessible  to  the  citizens  of  said  States,  which  University  is  to 
be  under  the  control  and  government  of  the  PROTESTANT  EPISCO- 
PAL CHURCH,  subject  to  such  rules,  regulations,  and  restrictions,  as 
are  hereinafter  set  forth  ; 

And,  Whereas,  the  security  of  society,  the  supremacy  of  the  law, 
the  preservation  of  liberty  regulated  by  law,  the  perpetuity  of  our 
institutions,  and  of  the  Union — all  are,  at  last,  dependent  upon  the 
prevalence  of  intelligence  of  the  people,  and  sound  moral  sense  among 
them  ; 

And,  Whereas,  it  is  the  interest  of  the  State,  and,  indeed,  of  every 
State,  to  encourage  the  erection  of  seminaries  of  learning ;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ten- 
nessee, That  James  II.  Otey,  David  Pise,  Francis  B.  Fogg,  John  Armfield. 
Thomas  Atkinson,  M.  Ashley  Curtis,  Thomas  Ruffin,  Thomas  D.Warren. 
Thomas  F.  Davis,  Alexander  Gregg,  J.  L.  Manning,  William  Allston 
Pringle,  N.  H.  Cobbs,  Henry  C.  Lay,  C.  T.  Pollard,  L.  II.  Anderson, 
William  M.  Green,  W.  W.  Lord,  George  S.  Yerger,  Eugene  Hinton. 
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Leonidas  Polk,  W.  T.  Leacock,  George  S.  Guion,  William  N.  Mercer,  J. 
W.  Dunn,  E.  B.  Nichols,  J.  E.  Nicholson,  Francis  II.  Rutledgc,  G.  C. 
Fairbanks,  George  Whitfield,  J.  J.  Scott,  and  such  other  person,  or 
persons,  as  may  hereafter  be  appointed  Trustees  of  said  University,  in 
pursuance  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  thereof,  be,  and  they  and 
their  successors  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  THE 
SOUTH,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  a 
common  seal  ;  and  shall  be  capable  iu  law  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
and  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  receive  by  donation,  or  otherwise, 
and  to  possess,  hold,  alien,  and  dispose  of  property  of  all  kinds  and 
descriptions,  to  be  held  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise;  subject,  neverthe- 
less, to  such  restrictions  and  conditions  as  are  contained  in  this  Charter. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  Trustees  shall  have  power 
to  assemble  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Board,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  said  Institution,  and 
of  forming  a  Constitution  for  the  government  of  said  University.  A 
majority  of  said  Trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  such  purpose. 
Said  Trustees  shall  have  power,  in,  and  by  said  Constitution,  to  desig- 
nate how,  by  whom,  and  in  what  way,  the  said  University  shall  be  gov- 
erned ;  and  said  Constitution,  when  adopted,  may  be  altered  or  amended 
in  such  manner,  as  may  be  provided  for  in  said  Constitution.  Said 
Board  shall  keep  a  minute  of  their  proceedings. 

Section  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  Board  shall  meet,  at  least, 
ouce  a  year,  at  the  University,  when  the  buildings  are  erected  ;  but 
they  may  be  called  together  in  extra  session,  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  provided  for  in  said  Constitution,  or  by  the  By-Laws  of  said  Insti- 
tution. 

Section  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  Trustees  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  Committees,  all  the  members  of  which  shall  not  be  required 
to  belong  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  perform  duties  which  may  be 
delegated  to  them  by  said  Trustees. 

Section  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  subscriptions,  donations, 
devises,  or  bequests,  made  upon  the  faith  of  the  terms,  conditions,  or 
stipulations  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  of  said  University,  shall  be 
governed  thereby,  and  the  subsequent  change  or  alteration  of  said 
Constitution  shall  not  have  the  effect  to  alter  the  terms,  conditions,  or 
stipulations  of  said  subscription,  donation,  bequest,  or  devise.

Section  G.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  Trustees  shall  appoint  a 
President)  and  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  By-Laws 
and  Ordinances  for  the  government  of  said  University,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  thereof,  and  for  the  appointment  of  Professors 
and  other  officers,  and  for  regulating  the  duties  and  conduct  of  the 
Officers,  Professors,  and  Students,  fixing  the  salaries  of  the  Officers, 
etc.,  etc.  :  Provided,  the  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  Laws  of  this  Slate,  or  of  the  United  States. 

Section  7.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  upon  the  death,  resignation, 
or  removal  of  any  of  said  Trustees,  the  vacancy  occasioned  thereby 
shall  be  supplied  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  Constitution. 

Section  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  University  shall  have  full 
power  to  establish  Literary  and  Scientific  Departments,  and  those  of 
Law,  Theology,  and  Medical  Science,  and  such  other  Departments  as 
said  University  may  see  proper,  and  to  confer  upon  Students,  or  any 
other  person,  the  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Master  of  Arts,  or  any 
Degree  known  and  used  in  any  College  or  University,  and  shall  enjoy 
all  other  powers  and  immunities  incident  to  Corporations  of  this  de- 
scription. 

Section  9.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  University  shall  be  estab- 
lished and  located  at  Sewanee.on  the  Cumberland  Mountain,  in  or  near 
Franklin  county,  or  at  any  other  point  the  Board  of  Trustees  may 
hereafter  designate  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  the  site  to  be  selected 
by  the  Trustees,  or  by  such  person,  or  persons,  as  they  may  appoint ; 
which  site  shall  continue  until  changed  by  the  Trustees  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Section  10.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  said  University  may  hold  and 
possess  as  much  land  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  buildings,  and  to 
such  an  extent  as  may  be  sufficient  to  protect  said  Institution,  and  the 
students  thereof,  from  the  intrusion  of  evil-minded  persons  who  may 
settle  near  said  Institution,  said  land,  however,  not  to  exceed  ten 
thousand  acres  ;  one  thousand  acres  of  which,  including  buildings 
and  other  effects,  and  property  of  said  corporation,  shall  be  exempt 
from  taxation  so  long  as  said  lands  belong  to  said  University. 

Section  11.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  misnomer  or  misdescrip- 
tion of  said  Corporation  in  any  deed,  will,  gift,  grant,  devise  or  other 
instrument  of  contract,  or  conveyance,  shall  abate  or  defeat  the  same, 
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but  that  the  same  shall  take  effect  in  like  manner  as  if  the  said  Corpo- 
ration were  regularly  named  :  Provided,  it  shall  be  sufficiently  described 
to  ascertain  the  intention  of  the  parties. 

Section  12.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  declared  to  be  a  Public  Act. 

Section  13.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act  take  effect  from,  and 
after,  its  passage.

This  being  the  time  and  place,  at  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South  had  been  summoned  to  convene,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
James  H.  Otey,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  took  the  chair,  and,  after  suitable  devo- 
tions, called  the  Board  to  order. 

The  President  stated,  that  this  meeting  was  appointed  bj7  him  under 
authority  committed  to  him  by  the  Board,  due  notice  being  previously 
given. 

The  roll  being  called,  the  following  Trustees  answered  to  their 
names  :

On  motion  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Green,  the  proceedings  of  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Board  were  read  by  the  Secretary.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Dr. 
Cobbs  offered  the  following  resolution,  which,  with  the  consent  of  the 
mover,  was  laid  on  the  table  until  to-morrow  : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  requested  of  the  Secretaries  of  the 
several  Dioceses  that  they  furnish  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  a 
certificate  of  the  election  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Trustees  as  early  as  may 
be  convenient  after  the  meeting  of  their  annual  conventions,  and  also 
a  printed  copy  of  the  convention  journals  to  be  placed  on  file. 

On  motion,  the  Board  then  adjourned  until  10  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning.

The  Board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  prayers  were  offered 
by  the  Rt.

The  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Cobbs  asked  permission  of  the  Board  to  offer  a 
substitute  for  the  resolution  proposed  by  him  on  yesterday.  Leave 
being  granted,  he  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were 
adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  whenever  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  shall  be  elected  by 
the  convention  of  any  Diocese,  the  Secretary  of  paid  convention  be 
and  is  hereby  requested  to  furnish  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  with  a 
certificate  of  the  same,  which  certificate  shall  be  considered  full  and 
satisfactory  evidence  of  such  election. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  unavoidable  absence  of  such  clerical  certificate, 
either  the  journal  of  the  convention,  or  the  certificate  of  the  Bishop 
of  said  Diocese,  may  be  received  in  lieu  thereof. 

Mr.  Fogg,  from  the  committee  to  receive  conveyance  of  lands, 
made  a  verbal  report  in  part. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Elliott  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Registrar  of  the  University  be  elected  ;  with  whom 
shall  be  deposited  all  the  deeds  and  documents  connected  with  the 
University,  until  such  time  as  a  place  of  deposit  shall  be  prepared 
within  the  walls  of  the  Universitv.

And  thereupon  Mr.  F.  B.  Fogg  was  unanimously  elected  Registrar 
of  the  University. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Elliott,  from  the  committee  to  prepare  an  address, 
reported  verbally  that  the  committee  had  discharged  the  dutj'  assigned 
them  ;  and  that  a  large  number  of  copies  of  said  address  and  accom- 
panying maps  are  deposited  in  Savannah,  and  can  be  had  on  applica- 
tion. 

The  President  presented  the  following  report  from  the  Executive 
Committee,  which  was  received,  and  ordered  to  be  spread  on  the 
journal : 

"The  undersigned,  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  appointed 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  reports  as  follows: 

"  That  the  committee  have  authorized  C.  R.  Barney,  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  of  the  Board,  to  draw  on  the  Commissioners  for  collecting 
funds,  for  the  sum  of  $500,  to  defray  the  expense  of  constructing 
maps  and  plats  of  surveys  of  the  lands  of  the  University.  The  com- 
mittee have  also  authorized  the  construction  of  two  or  more  cabins 
on  the  University  grounds,  for  which  Col.  Armfield  had  advanced  the 
sum  of  $200. 

JAS.  H.  OTEY,  Chairman." 

Beersheba,  August  11, 1859. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Polk,  from  tho  committee  to  prepare  a  Constitution, 
reported  verbally  that  the  committee  were  not  now  prepared  to  re- 
port ;  and  on  his  motion  the  committee  was  continued,  with  leave  to 
report  at  a  future  meeting  of  the  Board. 

On  motion,  the  Board  then  adjourned  until  10  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning.

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Beersheba,  August  12,  1859. 

The  Board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  prayers  were  offered 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Green. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Atkinson,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  North  Carolina, 
appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

Mr.  Oouper  offered  a  preamble  and  resolution,  which,  after  certain 
modifications,  accepted  by  the  mover,  were  unanimously  agreed  to, 
and  are  as  follows  : 

"  Whereas,  it  is  of  the  highest  importance  that  the  several  Dioceses 
shall  be  canvassed  for  subscriptions  to  the  funds  of  the  University  as 
early  and  as  thoroughly  as  possible ;  and  whereas,  the  efficient  dis- 
charge of  that  duty  will  require  the  undivided  and  continued  atten- 
tion, for  not  less  than  one  year,  of  the  General  Commissioners  appointed 
at  the  last  session  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  can  be  given  only 
by  ihe  relinquishment  for  the  time  of  their  parochial  charges,  and 
must  be  attended,  as  a  necessary  consequence,  by  the  sacrifice  of  their 
respective  salaries  :  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Polk,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop 
Elliott,  be  requested  and  authorized  to  apply  to  their  individual  use 
the  sum  of  $5,000  each,  out  of  any  funds  that  they  may  collect,  to 
defray  the  expenses  and  to  cover  the  sacrifices  to  which  they  may  be 
subjected." 

Mr.  Fogg,  from  the  committee  on  the  conveyance  of  lands,  made 
the  following  report  : 

To  the  President  and  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  now  in  session: 
The  committee   appointed  for   the  purpose   of  receiving   a  convey- 
ance of  all  such  lands  as  may  be  required  by  the  Board  for  the  use  of 
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the  University,  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  6th  July  last,  beg 
leave  to  report,  that  they  have  received  the  following  conveyances  of 
lands  : 

1st.  A  deed  from  the  Sewanee  Mining  Company,  dated  the  23d  Sep- 
tember, 1858,  for  two  tracts  of  land  of  2,500  acres  each,  bounded  and 
described  as  stated  in  said  deed,  which  is  herewith  exhibited,  which 
deed  is  registered  in  the  Register's  office,  in  Franklin  county,  Tennes- 
see, on  the  15th  January,  1859,  in  Book  Y.,  pages  332,  333,  334,  335 
and  336.  Owing  to  some  mistakes  in  the  draft  of  the  deed,  an  amended 
deed,  correcting  such  mistakes,  was  executed  to  the  University,  dated 
the  4th  May,  1859,  which  deed  is  herewith  exhibited,  and  is  registered 
the  28th  June,  1859,  in  same  book  Y.,  pages  456,  457  and  458.  This 
latter  deed  was  required  to  be  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  authenticated  by  the  corporate  seal ;  and  as  no  seal  had  been 
adopted  by  the  Board,  the  President  of  this  Board  affixed  thereto  his 
official  seal  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  ;  and  it  is  desirable 
that  this  act  be  ratified  by  the  Board,  and  that  this  seal  be  used  in  the 
execution  of  other  deeds  and  instruments  until  a  seal  is  adopted  by 
the  Trustees  for  the  University.  The  undersigned  were  assured  by 
those  best  acquainted  with  the  titles  to  land  in  Franklin  county,  and 
who  had  examined  carefully  the  Register's  books,  that  the  titles  of  the 
Sewanee  Mining  Company  to  the  two  tracts  of  2,500  acres  each  were 
good  and  perfect,  and  that  many  of  the  citizens  of  Franklin  county 
had  signed  an  agreement  to  guarantee  the  title  to  the  University,  and 
in  case  of  any  difficulty  the  title  should  be  made  good.  Mr.  A.  C. 
Colyar,  one  of  our  committee,  who  has  attended  to  procuring  all  the 
titles,  has  not  yet  arrived  ;  but  we  hope  he  will  be  here  to-day,  when 
he  will  explain  the  several  titles,  particularly  that  of  the  Mining  Com- 
pany to  the  lands  bj'  them  conveyed.  An  abstract  of  the  several  titles 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  Secretary,  to  be  published  in  an  appendix  to 
the  Journal. 

The  committee  have  also  received  a  deed  of  the  Rowe  Spring  Tract 
of  200  acres,  from  Arthur  M.  Rutledge,  one-half  of  which  was  given  by 
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Lawson  Rowe,  and  the  other  by  Mr.  Rutledge.  Another  deerl  for  210 
acres  has  been  executed  by  the  said  A.  M.  Rutledge  to  the  University, 
marked  on  the  map  of  Col.  Barney — A.  M.  Rutledge.  Allen  Gipson  has 
executed  a  deed  to  the  University  for  72  acres,  which  is  registered  in 
Book  T.,  page  413.  The  committee  has  also  a  deed  for  one-half  of 
the  Moreland  Tract,  marked  on  the  maps,  of  200  acres  from  J.  B. 
Hawkins  ;  and  a  Bill  has  been  filed  for  the  other  half  belonging  to  in- 
fant heirs,  for  which  a  decree  will  be  obtained  without  difficulty,  as 
they  are  informed.  Also,  a  deed  has  been  obtained  from  Henry  Gar- 
ner for  130  acres,  called  the  Miles  Vassar  Tract,  adjoining  the  Sheppard 
Tract  as  marked  on  the  map,  and  interfering  therewith  to  some  extent. 
Also  a  deed  from  Abraham  Bowers  for  250  acres,  which  is  also  regis- 
tered and  herewith  exhibited,  and  a  deed  from  Houghton  &  Hines  for 
80  acres;  all  which  deeds  are  in  possession  of  your  committee. 

It  is  necessary  that  some  agent  should  be  appointed  to  reside  on  or 
near  the  several  tracts  of  land,  to  superintend  the  interests  of  the 
University,  aud  protect  the  lands  from  trespassers  ;  and  a  committee 
residing  in  Franklin  county  should  be  appointed,  to  whom  such  agent 
could  apply,  in  case  of  difficulty,  for  advice  and  assistance,  and  to 
perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  this  committee  by  the  resolutions 
of  July  last.  The  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  following 
r  esolutions  be  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  several  deeds  executed  to  the  University  be  re- 
ceived, and  that  the  seal  of  the  President  affixed  to  the  agreement 
with  the  Sewanee  Company  be  adopted  as  the  seal  of  this  corporation, 
and  the  said  agreement  be  ratified  and  confirmed  ;  and  that  in  the  ex- 
ecution of  deeds,  or  other  instruments,  where  the  corporate  seal  is 
required  to  be  affixed,  that  the  seal  of  the  President  of  this  Board  be 
used  as  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  until  a  seal  is  procured  by  the 
Board. 

Resolved,  That  a  superintendent  be  appointed  to  reside  on  the  lands 
conveyed  to  the  University,  to  take  care  of  the  same  and  protect  them 
from  trespassers,  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  procure  and 
perfect  titles  to  other  lands  to  be  convej'ed.  and  to  whom  said  superin- 
tendent shall  apply  for  advice  or  assistance.  Said  committee  shall

To  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

The  Treasurer  of  the  University  of  the  South  reports,  that  he  has 
received  au  official  statement  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  in 
the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  that  to  this  date  he  has  received  in  cash  sub- 
scriptions the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  ($2,000,)  all  of  which  is 
now  invested  and  drawing  8  per  cent,  interest ;  and  that  he  has  also 
in  hand  a  bond  from  one  individual,  Col.  Isaac  Croom,  securing  a  sub- 
scription of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  ($25,000,)  which  is'  given 
for  the  special  purpose  of  endowing  a  Professorship  of  Agriculture. 
It  is  covenanted  in  this  bond,  that  the  interest  shall  not  commence 
until  the  chair  of  Agriculture  shall  be  established,  a  professor  ap- 
pointed, and  his  duties  entered  upon. 

The  Treasurer  further  reports,  that  no  funds  of  the  corporation 
have  as  yet  been  placed  in  his  charge.

Resolvtd,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  tendered  to  the  commit- 
tee on  survey  and  selection,  for  their  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties 
confided  to  them. 

The  General  Commissioners  appointed  to  procure  the  endowment 
for  the  University,  made  their  report,  which  was  received  and  ordered 
to  be  spread  on  the  journal. 

REPORT  OF  GENERAL  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  to  collect  the  endowment  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  beg  leave  to  report — 

That  they  have  given  as  much  time  as  could  be  spared  from  their 
parishes  and  Dioceses  to  the  work  assigned  them,  and  have  met  the 
heartiest  response  from  that  portion  of  the  country  which  they  have 
been  able  to  visit.  The  collections  have  been  confined  almost  entirely 
to  Louisiana,  in  consequence  of  having  begun  our  work  at  New  Or- 
leans. The  two  or  three  months  which  we.  found  it  possible  to  give 
to  this  duty,  were  fully  occupied  in  the  field  upon  which  we  entered, 
nor  did  we  by  an}'  means  exhaust  that.  While  the  sums  required  for 
the  commencement  of  operations  could  have  been  easily  secured  by 
skimming  the  surface  of  the  associated  Dioceses,  the  large  endowment 
we  proposed  to  raise  required  a  careful  and  special  canvassing  of 
each  particular  Diocese.  To  do  this,  requires  time.  From  the  intel- 
ligent appreciation  of  our  purposes,  and  the  generous  liberality  which 
have  met  us  everywhere,  we  feel  authorized  to  say  to  the  Board,  that 
we  consider  the  endowment  of  the  University  as  secured  beyond 
question. 

The  amount  we  have  received  in  cash,  bonds  and  notes,  payable  in 
available  periods,  is  $363,580.  Besides  this,  we  have  pledged,  from 
entirely  reliable  parties,  to  be  fulfilled  within  a  short  period,  about 
$115,000.  But  as  these  pledges  have  not  yet  been  secured  by  bonds 
or  notes,  we  have  not  included  them  in  the  amount  reported.

Lajr  for  his  faithful  and  efficient  services  as  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  minutes  were  then  read  and  approved.  Prayers  were  offered 
and  the  benediction  pronounced  by  the  President,  and  the  Board  ad- 
journed.

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting-  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  the  Et.  Rev.  James 
H.  Otey,  D,  D.,  LL.  D.,  took  the  chair,  and  after  suitable  devotions, 
called  the  Board  to  order. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  following  Trustees  answered  to  their 
names  :

A  majority  of  the  Dioceses  being  represented  in  both  orders,  the 
President  declared  the  Board  to  be  duly  organized. 

The  late  Secretary,  the  Rt.  Rev.  II.  C.  Lay,  D.  D.,  having  boon  ele- 
vated to  the  Episcopate,  and  the  office  thereby  becoming  vacant,  the 
Rev.  David  Pise  was,  on  motion  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Polk,  elected 
Secretary. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Polk,  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  under  which  this  Board  had 
acted  hitherto,  were  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Order  of  this  Board. 

Mr.  F.  B.  Fogg  laid  before  the  Board  an  Act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  to-wit : 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Act  of  January  6th,  1858,  chapter  29,  of  the 
Private  Laws,  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  the  University  of  the 
South."     (Vide  Appendix.) 

It  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks, 
accepted  as  an  amendment  of  the  charter. 

A  letter  from  H.  C.  Seymour,  relating  to  the  donation  of  certain 
lands  adjoining  the  tract  belonging  to  the  University,  was  laid,  by 
the  President,  before  the  Board,  and  read  by  the  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  G.  S.  Yerger,  it  was  referred  to  a  Special  Com- 
mittee ;  whereupon  the  Chair  appointed  on  this  committee  Messrs.  G. 
S.  Yerger,  F.  B.  Fogg,  and  G.  R.  Fairbanks. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Polk,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to  prepare  a 
Constitution  and  Code  of  Statutes,  presented  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  draft  a  Constitution  and  Code  of 
Statutes  for  the  organization  and  government  of  the  University  of 
the  South,  beg  leave  to  report  : 

That,  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  duty  assigned  them, 
they  have  proceeded  to  its  discharge  with  caution  and  mature  delib- 
eration. In  founding  an  institution  of  such  magnitude,  embracing 
a  scope  of  action  and  influence  so  extensive,  and  taking  in  such  a 
wide  range  of  subjects  of  instruction,  we  should  have  been  inexcusa- 
ble if  we  had  not  availed  ourselves  of  the  experience  of  those  who 
had  preceded  us  in  the  same  field. 

Our  first  work,  therefore,  was  to  obtain  possession  of  the  pro- 
grammes and  examine  the  working  machinery  of  the  most  eminent 
institutions  of  learning  in  our  own  country  and  in  Europe.  In  the 
accomplishment  of  this  purpose,  so  far  as  Europe  was  concerned,  we 
take  pleasure  in  saying  that  we  have  had  the  most  liberal  cooperation 
and  aid  of  our  national  government.  In  reply  to  our  request,  the 
President  of  the  United  States  put  us  in  communication,  through 
our  foreign  embassies,  with  the  highest  sources  of  information  in 
England,  France,  and  the  German  States,  and  facilitated  our  obtain- 
ing all  the  information  wc  desired. 

By  this  means,  all  the  most  important  and  valuable  publications  of 
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those  states  on  the  subject  of  education  in  the  highe 
est  walks  of  human  learning  and  its  widest  range  of 
topic,  were  placed  at  our  disposal,  To  these  were  ad 
ded  the  systems  adopted  and  pursued  in  the  beet  insti 
tutions  in  our  country.   From  a  careful  investigation 
and  corona rl eon  of  thin  mass  of  material,  which  was  in- 
creased by  Memoirs-,  more  or  less  full(  furnished  by 
private  individuals  in  this  country  and  Europe,  and 
from  a  personal  inspection  and  examination,  by  member  8 
Of  the  committee,  cf  the  practical  wording  of  the  most 
distinguished  America  n  Colleges  and  Universities,  the 
committee  have  obtained  the  views  which  they  have 
wrought  into  the  Constitution  and  Statutes  they  here- 
with submit. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  plan  of  organisation 
they  offer  follows  entirely  no  existing  system.   It  is 
eclectic.  It  embraces  features  which  are  found  in  the 
most  distinguished  Universities^  of  Europe,  features 
which,  while  they  form  parts  of  systems  otherwise  wide- 
ly different,  combine  harmoniously,  end  form  an  aggregate 
of  all  that  a  University,  in  its  largest  sense,  should  be 
expected  to  supply. 

The  work  of  the  committee  has  been  one  of  greet. 
labor,  and  they  have  felt  it  to  be  one  of  great  respon- 
sibility. They  have  endeavored  to  bring  to  its  perform- 
ance all  the  information  and  all  the  ability  tney  could 
command.  They  believe  tnat,  in  view  of  the  large  amo'— J 
of  resources  to  which  they  have  had  access,  whether 
printed,  written,  or  oral,  and  the  time  and  care  they 
have  devoted  to  thier  consideration,  they  can,  with  coi 
fidence,  present  to  the  Board  the  accompanying  plan  of 
ganization  and  government,  and  recommend  its  adoption.

Resolved,  That  the  title  of  Article  XIII  be  amended  by  inserting  the  words  uof 
the  Board,"   after  the  word  meetings. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Elliott,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  provide  for  the  use  of  the  Board, 
to-morrow  morning,  one  hundred  printed  copies  of  the  revised  Constitution,  with 
lines  numbered. 

On  motion,  the  Board  adjourned  to  meet  at  half-past  9  o'clock 
to-morrow  morning. 


FOURTH   DAY.

•The  Board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  prayers  were  offered 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  President. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings 
read,  amended,  and  approved. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks,  it  was 

Resolved,  To  re-consider  Article  XIII. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  moved  to  amend  the  same  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following  words:  "The  Board  may,  by  statute,  provide 
for  the  payment  of  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  the  Trustees  in 
attendance  upon  such  meetings." 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Yerger  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  draft  of  this  Constitution,  as  amended,  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes,  and  that  the  same  be  and  is  hereby  referred  to  the  nest  general  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  be  held  in  Tennessee,  for  final  consideration  and 
adoption.

Resolved,  That  the  President  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  state  therein  that  one  of  the  principle  matters 
to  come  before  the  Board  will  be  the  adoption  of  a  Constitution,  and  that  for  such 
purpose  the  Charter  requires  a  majority  of  all  the  Trustees  to  form  a  quorum ;  and 
that  he  particularly  request  the  attendance  of  each  member.

Resolved,  That  the  Code  of  Statutes  be  now  taken  up,  and  that  the  reading  of 
the  Statutes  be  dispensed  with,  considering  them  as  before  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  Statutes. 

At  half-past  3  o'clock,  r.  jr.,  the  committee  rose,  and  through  their 
chairman,  reported  progress,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again,  which 
request  was  granted.

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  of  Saturday's  proceedings  read 
and  approved. 

On  motion,  the  Board  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the 
Statutes. 

The  committee  rose  at  4  o'clock,  p.  m.,  reported  progress,  and 
asked  leave  to  sit  again;  which  was  granted. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Board  a  communication  from  E.  D. 
Fenner,  M.  D.,  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  the  New  Orleans  School  of 
Medicine. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Yerger,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Rt.  Kev.  President  be  requested  to  communicate  the  thanks 
of  this  Board  to  Dr.  Fenncr,  stating  the  reasons  why  it  would  be  impossible  for 
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them  to  accept  the  invitation  to  visit,  in  a  body,  the  School  of  Medicine  and  Char- 
ity Hospital  of  New  Orleans,  but  that  individual  members  of  (he  Board  would  be 
happy  to  avail  themselves  of  an  opportunity  to  do  so.

The  Board  re'issernbled — the  President  in  the  chair. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Francis  B.  Fogg,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  be  presented  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Lay 
for  his  able  and  efficient  services  as  Secretary  of  this  Board,  which  he  has  per- 
formed without  any  compensation,  and  that  the  Secretary  inclose  him  a  copy  of 
this  resolution. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Francis  B.  Fogg,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  -thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the 
South  be  given  to  the  Assistant  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  for 
their  kindness  and  attention  in  furnishing  them  with  a  room  and  accommodations 
for  their  deliberations,  and  that  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  inclose  to  them  a 
copy  of  this  resolution.

Resolved,  That  the  draft  of  the  Statutes  of  the  University  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes  and  referred  to  the  next  general  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  be 
held  in  Tennessee,  for  final  consideration  and  adoption. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  one  thousand  copies  of  the  journal  be  printed,  uuder  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Secretary,  for  the  use  of  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Elliott,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  one  thousand  copies  of  the  proposed  Constitution  and  Statutes  be 
printed  in  a  separate  pamphlet,  with  the  following  title  : 

"  Draft  of  the  Constitution  and  Statutes  of  the  University  of  the  South,  adopted 
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at  the  meeting  held  in  New  Orleans,  from  February  8th-13th,  inclusive,  and  laid 
over,  for  final  consideration,  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Mercer,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishops  Polk  and  Elliott  be  associated  with  the  Sec- 
retary, to  superintend  the  publishing  of  the  Constitution  and  Statutes. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Board  at  this  meeting,  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee  for  settlement. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  when  this  Board  shall  finish  its  present  session,  it  shall  stand  ad- 
journed subject  to  the  call  of  the  President ;  or,  in  the  event  of  his  death  or  other 
contingency,  at  the  call  of  the  Bishop  next  in  order  of  consecration. 

On  motion  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Polk,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  take  such  steps  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  to  place  such  lands  on  the  University  domain  as  are  not 
required  for  University  purpos'es  under  lease,  so  soon  as  the  necessary  partitions 
and  surveys  now  being  made  are  completed. 

The  minutes  were  then  read  and  approved. 

Prayers  were  offered,  and  the  benediction  pronounced  by  the  Pres- 
ident, and  the  Board  adjourned.

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An  Act  to  amend  the  Act  of  January  Qth,  1858,  Chapter  29th  of  the 
Private  Laws,  entitled  "An  Act  to  Establish  the  University  of  the 
South.n 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Tennessee  :  That  Stephen  Elliott,  Wm.  N.  Hawks,  Daniel  Griffin,  and 
J.  Hamilton  Couper,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  additional 
Trustees  to  said  University  of  the  South. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  University  of  the  South  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  receive  donations  and  grants  of  lands,  in  addition  to  the 
number  of  acres  specified  in  the  Tenth  Section  of  the  Charter.  Pro- 
vided, That  if  said  additional  donations  or  grants  are  of  lands  in  this 
State,  that  such  lands  be  sold  and  disposed  of  by  the  University,  and 
converted  into  personal  securities  or  State  bonds. 

Sec  3.  The  said  University  of  the  South  shall  have  a  right  to 
establish  such  police  and  municipal  regulations  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  preservation  of  order  and  the  enforcement  of  the  by-laws  of 
said  University ;  the  same  to  be  consistent  with  the  laws  and  con- 
stitutions of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State.  That  the  forego- 
ing shall  be  the  Amendment  of  the  Chapter  of  said  University. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted  :  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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ARTICLE  I. 

This  University  shall  be  called  The  University  of  the  South,  and 
shall  in  all  its  parts  be  under  the  sole  and  perpetual  direction  of 
the.  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  represented  through  a  Board  of 
Trustees. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF   THE    BOARD    OF   TRUSTEES. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishops  of  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi, 
Louisiana,  Texas,  Tennessee,  and  the  Bishop  exercising  jurisdiction 
in  Arkansas,  ex  officio,  and  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen  from 
each  of  said  Dioceses,  to  be  elected  by  the  Conventions  of  the  same ; 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the 
date  of  their  election,  or  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  ap- 
pointed. If  there  should  be  an  assistant  Bishop  in  any  of  these 
Dioceses,  the  Diocese  in  which  there  is  an  assistant  Bishop  may  be 
represented  by  either  its  Bishop  or  its  assistant  Bishop,  but  never  by 
both  at  the  same  time. 

Fifteen  of  their  number  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business  ;  provided  each  class  of  trustees — to  wit,  bishops, 
clergy  and  laity — shall  be  represented.      A  vote  by  orders  may  be 
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demanded,  and  then  the  joint  consent  of  the  bishops  as  one  order, 
and  of  the  clerical  and  lay  trustees  as  another  order,  shall  be  neces- 
sary for  the  adoption  of  any  measure  proposed.  Vacancies  occurring 
in  the  order  of  clerical  and  lay  trustees,  shall  be  filled  in  such  man- 
ner as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  Conventions  of  the  respective 
Dioceses. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF   THE   POWERS   AND   DUTIES   OF   THE   BOARD   OF   TRUSTEES. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to 
appoint,  and  for  cause,  to  remove  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Pro- 
fessors, Assistant  Professors,  Lecturers  and  Fellows,  and  all  officers, 
agents  and  servants  of  the  University,  and  shall  have  the  entire 
management  and  supervision  of  the  affairs,  concerns,  and  property  of 
the  University.  In  all  cases  unprovided  for  by  the  Charter,  Consti- 
tution or  Statutes,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  act 
in  such  manner  as  shall  appear  best  calculated  to  promote  the  wel- 
fare of  the  University. 

The  Board  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  make,  alter,  or 
repeal  any  statutes  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
stitution or  the  laws  of  the  land,  touching  the  government  of  the 
University,  the  appointment  and  removal,  number  and  rank,  powers 
and  duties,  stipends  and  emoluments  of  the  several  persons  employed 
therein,  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  students  shall  be  ad- 
mitted, the  course  of  instruction,  the  police  and  government,  times  of 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  other  Boards  which  may  be 
hereafter  provided  for  by  statute. 

The  Board  may  erect  all  necessary  buildings,  and  in  general  shall 
have  power  touching  all  other  matters  whatsoever,  regarding  the 
University  and  the  interests  thereof.  And  all  such  statutes  and 
regulations,  when  reduced  to  writing  and  made  public,  in  such  man- 
ner as  shall  be  provided  by  statute,  shall  be  binding  upon  all  persons, 
members  of  the  University  or  anywise  subject  to  its  government. 

The  University  shall  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees shall  have  power  to  use  the  same  for  the  affairs  and  concerns 
thereof,  and  to  direct  and  manage  such  affairs  and  concerns,  and  to 
receive,  issue,  invest,  lay  out,  and  dispose  of  all  stocks,  effects, 
funds,  moneys  and  securities,  and  to  contract  for  and  purchase  mes- 
suages, lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  and  goods  and  chattels, 
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for  the  use  of  the  University,  and  to  sell,  demise,  alien,  lease,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  any  property  .whatsoever,  real  or  personal, 
belonging  thereto,  in  any  manner  not  repugnant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Constitution. 

The  Chancellor  for  the  time  being,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  the 
Bishop  next  in  order  of  consecration,  shall  be  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

All  questions  shall  be  decided  by  the  majority  of  members  present, 
except  when  a  vote  by  orders  shall  be  called  for. 

The  Board  shall  have  full  power  to  establish  literary  and  scientific 
departments,  and  those  of  theology,  law  and  medical  science,  and 
such  other  departments  as  they  may  see  proper,  and  to  confer 
upon  students,  or  any  other  person,  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  Master  of  Arts,  or  any  degree  known  and  used  in  any  College 
or  University.  They  shall  have  power  also  to  appoint  persons  to 
Fellowships,  according  to  such  regulations  as  they  may  prescribe. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

THE    CHANCELLOR   OF   THE    UNIVERSITY. 

The  Senior  Bishop  by  consecration  of  the  Dioceses  aforesaid,  shall 
be  the  Chancellor  of  the  University,  He  shall  not  be  required  to 
reside  at  the  University. 


ARTICLE  V. 

THE    VICE    CHANCELLOR. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  Vice  Chan- 
cellor, who  shall  be  the  administrative  head  of  the  University.  He 
shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  shall  hold  his  office  during  good  behaviour,  and  shall  be  required 
to  reside  at  the  University. 

* 

ARTICLE  VI. 

SECRETARY  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  appoint  a  Secretary,  to  hold  his  office 
for  the  term  of  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

TREASURER. 

There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  of  the  University,  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  and  continue  in  office  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed and  shall  have  given  bond.. 

Such  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  interest  money  derived  from  the 
securities  held  by  the  Diocesan  Treasurers,  and  all  moneys  paid  in 
for  tuition,  fees,  lectures,  tickets,  fines,  etc.,  and  any  funds  which 
may  inure  to  the  University  otherwise,  and  expend  the  same 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, and  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  they  may 
prescribe.  He  shall  give  such  bond  and  security  as  may  be  required 
by  the  Board.  He  shall  report  annually  to  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
the  state  of  the  finances  and  property  of  the  University,  and  shall  be 
required  to  reside  at  the  University.  He  shall  keep  the  funds  of  the 
University,  and  all  other  funds  deposited  with  him,  under  such  regu- 
lations as  shall  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

AUDITOR. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  an  Auditor, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  and  audit  all  accounts  connected 
with  the  business  of  the  University,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board.  He  shall  reside  at  the  University, 
and  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  receive  such  com- 
pensation as  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  prescribe. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

COMPTROLLER. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  Comptroller, 
whose  duty  it  shell  be  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  to 
make  a  final  adjustment  of  all  accounts  connected  with  the  business 
of  the  University,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  devolved 
upon  him  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  receive  such  compen- 
sation as  they  shall  prescribe,  and  shall  be  required  to  reside  at  the 
University. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

COMMISSIONER    OF    BUILDINGS   AND    GROUNDS. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  Commissioner 
of  Buildings  and  Grounds,  who  shall  have  the  general  superintend- 
ence of  the  buildings  and  grounds,  and  shall  be  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Vice  Chancellor,  and  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  prescribe,  and  shall  have  his  residence  at  the  University. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

REGISTRAR. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  Registrar  of 
the  University,  who  shall  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  shall  reside  at  the  University,  and  shall  receive  such  compen- 
sation as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

MUNICIPAL    AND    OTHER    OFFICERS, 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint,  from  time  to 
time,  such  officers  for  the  discipline  of  the  students,  for  municipal 
government,  and  for  the  regulation  of  all  persons  residing  upon  the 
domain  of  the  University,  as  they  may  think  necessary. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

MEETINGS    OF  THE  BOARD  OF    TRUSTEES. 

Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  held  annually,  at  such 
time  as  they  shall  appoint  by  statute.  Extraordinary  meetings  may 
be  held  upon  the  call  of  any  five  members  of  the  Board,  or  upon  the 
request  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  ;  such  meetings  to  be  called  by  the 
Chancellor.  The  Board  may,  by  statute,  provide'  for  the  payment  of 
necessary  expenses  incurred  by  the  Trustees  in  attendance  upon 
such  meetings. 
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ARTICLE  XIV. 

CAPITAL    AND    FUNDS. 

The  funds  subscribed  to  the  University  shall  all  be  considered  as 
capital,  to  be  preserved  untouched  for  any  purpose  connected  with  the 
organization  or  management  of  the  University;  provided,  that  dona- 
tions and  legacies  may  be  received  for  such  objects  as  the  donors 
may  indicate;  and  provided,  moreover,  that  it  be  distinctly  understood 
that  the  funds  subscribed  in  any  diocese,  are  the  property  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  not  of  the  diocese,  and  that  the  conventions  of  the  various 
dioceses  shall  have  no  control  of  the  same. 

The  amount  subscribed  in  any  diocese  as  capital,  shall,  in  the  event 
of  the  dissolution  of  the  corporation,  be  returned  to  the  donors  or 
their  legal  representatives;  and  in  case  of  there  being  no  legal  repre- 
sentatives, then  it  shall  revert  to  the  diocese  in  which  it  was  sub- 
scribed'. 

If  the  capital  subscribed  in  any  diocese  shall  be  diminished,  by  a 
failure  of  securities  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  capital  in  such 
diocese  shall  then  be  distributed,  pro  rata,  among  the  donors  or  their 
representatives. 

No  diocese  shall  be  bound  to  furnish  any  particular  sum  of  money, 
but  the  contributions  made  therein  shall  be  voluntary,  according  to 
the  pleasure  and  ability  of  the  contributors. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

DIOCESAN    TREASURERS. 

There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  of  University  Funds  appointed  in  each 
diocese,  by  the  convention  of  the  same,  who,  when  confirmed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years  from  the  time 
of  his  election,  and  continue  in  office  until  his  successor  shall  have 
been  elected  and  given  bond.  Such  Treasurer  shall  give  bond  and 
security  to  the  "  University  of  the  South"  in  such  sum  as  shall  be 
required  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  time  to  time.  Such  Treasurer 
shall  receive  the  cash,  notes,  bonds,  stocks,  titles  to  lands  or  other 
property  obtained  as  subscription  in  that  diocese ;  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty,  in  conjunction  with  the  lay  trustees  of  the  diocese,  to  invest 
the  cash  and  all  moneys  which  shall  be  derived  from  the  realization 
of  the  above  mentioned  private  securities,  in  the  best  public  securi- 
ties, or  other  safe  investments,  paying  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Uni- 
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versity  the  interest  of  the  amount  subscribed,  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  his  accounts  shall  be 
rendered  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  annual  session.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
management,  safe-keeping  and  transmission  of  the  funds  in  the  hands 
of  the  Diocesan  Treasurers,  and  shall  fix  their  compensation. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  any  Treasurer,  either  of  the 
University  or  of  a  Diocese,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  authorized 
to  provide,  by  statute,  a  mode  of  filling-  such  vacancy  until  a  regular 
election. 

ARTICLE  XVI, 

SUBDIVIDED    DIOCESES. 

In  case  of  the  subdivision  of  any  of  the  existing  dioceses  con- 
nected with  this  University,  each  diocese  arising  out  of  such  subdi- 
vision shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  number  of  trustees  as  the 
respective  dioceses  are  now  entitled  to,  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
provisions  and  regulations. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

AMENDMENTS    OF   THE    CONSTITUTION. 

No  amendment  shall  be  made  to  this  Constitution,  unless  it  shall 
have  been  passed  at  two  successive  annual  meetings,  by  a  majority 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  provided  that  majority  be  a  quorum. 


STATUTES 


OF 
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I.— CHANCELLOR, 
The  senior  Bishop,  by  consecration,  of  the  Dioceses  uniting  for  the 
foundation  of  the  University  shall  always  fill  the  office  of  Chancellor, 
He  shall  not  be  required  to  reside  at  the  University. 

II._VICE-CHANCELLOR. 

Section  1„  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  He  shall  be  the  resident  hea'd  of  the  University.  He  shall 
have  control  over  all  its  departments,  and  shall  be  exclusively  an 
administrative  officer.  He  shall  be  furnished  with  a  house,  and  be 
paid  a  salary  of  $6000  per  annum,  and  shall  hold  his  office  during 
good  behavior. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  government  of  the  University  he  shall  be  assisted 
by  a  Hebdomadal  Board,  to  be  composed  of  such  Professors  as  shall 
be  hereafter  named. 

Sec  3.  He  shall  have  the,  sole  power  of  granting  leave  of  absence 
to  Professors,  Fellows,  other  officers  and  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity. He  shall  have  power  at  all  times,  to  visit  any  hall,  lecture 
room,  office,  student's  room,  or  public  apartment  of  the  University. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  advise  and  remonstrate  with  any  Professor  of  the 
University,  whenever  it  shall  come  to  his  knowledge  that  such  Pro 
fessor  has  been  negligent  of  his  duties,  or  has  shown  a  want  of  zeal 
in  imparting  instruction  to  his  school,  or  in  promoting  the  interests 
of  the  University. 
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Sec.  5.  Should  any  Professor  or  other  Officer  of  the  University, 
be  inattentive  to  the  advice  or  remonstrance  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor, the  Vice-Chancellor  shall,  after  giving  such  Professor  or  Officer 
notice  of  his  intention,  and  furnishing  him  with  a  copy  of  the  official 
statement  he  proposes  to  make  of  the  case,  call  the  attention  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  the  conduct  of  such  Professor  or  Officer. 

Sec.  6.  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  have  power  to  license  boarding 
houses  for  the  students,  and  to  exercise  a  full  supervision  of  them 
through  the  Proctors,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the 
regulations  made  for  their  order  and  discipline  have  been  complied 
with.  -^ 

Sec.  7.  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  by  the  Regis- 
trar, monthly  reports  of  the  conduct  and  scholarship  of  every  student, 
which  he  shall  transmit  to  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  students. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees at  their  annual  session,  on  the  general  condition  of  the  Uni- 
versity during  the  past  year,  and  to  suggest  for  their  consideration 
such  alterations  and  improvements  on  any  subject  as  shall  have 
been  approved  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board.  He  shall  also  present 
for  the  examination  of  the  Board  at  its  annual  session  a  digest  of 
the  weekly  reports  of  the  Professors  of  the  conduct  and  scholarship 
of  the  students  of  their  respective  schools,  and  shall  supervise  the 
preparation  of  the  annual  calendar. 

Sec.  9.  The  Vice-Chancellor,  in  case  of  absence  or  of  incapacity  from 
illness  or  any  other  temporary  cause,  to  discharge  his  duties,  shall 
have  the  power  of  appointing  as  his  substitute  any  one  of  the  Pro- 
fessors. But  should  he  fail  to  appoint  a  substitute,  or  resign,  or  die, 
then  the  office  shall  be  filled  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  from  among 
the  heads  of  schools ;  and  such  person  so  appointed  shall  exercise  the 
functions  of  the  office  until  the  removal  of  the  disability,  or  until  the 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  appointed  a  successor,  and  he  shall  have 
signified  his  acceptance,  and  entered  on  the  duties  of  the  office. 

III.— PROFESSORS. 

Section  1.  The  plan  of  education  in  the  University  shall  be  by  sepa- 
rate schools  for  each  branch  of  knowledge.  Each  school  shall  be 
complete  in  itself,  independent  of  all  others,  and  devoted  to  impart- 
ing instruction  in  every  thing  belonging  to  its  department. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  head  of  each  school,  excepting  those  of  theology, 
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law,  and  medicine,  there  shall  be  a  Professor,  to  be  elected  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  regulate  the  studies  of 
his  school,  for  the  character  and  success  of  which  he  shall  be  held 
especially  responsible;  he  shall  engage  personally  in  instruction,  by 
lectures,  lessons,  and  written  exercises,  as  he  may  deem  best.  Fre- 
quent interrogation  of  a  searching  character  being,  however,  abso- 
lutely required. 

Sec.  3.  Each  school  shall  be  divided  into  sections  of  as  many 
students  as  may  be  conveniently  or  efficiently  instructed,  and  no 
more.  The  classing  of  the  students  into  sections  shall  be  regulated 
by  their  attainments,  to  be  determined  by  examination  on  their  ap- 
plication for  admission.  But  they  may  be  transferred  from  section 
to  section,  up  or  down,  according  to  the  degree  of  proficiency  they 
shall  from  time  to  time  exhibit. 

Sec.  4,  In  the  instruction  of  these  sections  the  Professor  shall  be 
aided  by  as  many  assistant  Professors  as  may  be  necessary,  who 
shall  be  under  his  direction  and  control,  and  shall  aid  him  in  the 
instruction  and  government  of  the  students  of  his  school  while  in  their 
section  or  lecture  rooms. 

Sec.  5.  Each  Professor  shall  be  provided  with  a  house,  and  paid 
an  annual  salary  of  $3,000,  by  the  University.  This  amount  may  be 
increased,  by  each  Professor  from  his  school  tickets  to  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding $5,000  annually.  Their  tenure  of  office  shall  be  for  five  years, 
but  they  may  be  reelected  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec  6.  The  assistant  Professors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  upon  a  certificate  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Pro- 
fessor of  the  school  for  which  they  apply,  that  they  have  been  rigidly 
examined  and  are  competent  for  their  office.  They  shall  receive  such 
lodging-  and  salaries  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  provide,  shall  be 
appointed  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  "shall  be  reeligible,  but  not 
without  the  recommendation  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  the  heads 
of  their  respective  schools.  The  assistant  Professors  may  be  removed 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  upon  the  representation  of  the  Professors  of 
their  schools,  for  cause  shown.  The  reasons  of  such  removal  shall 
be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  annual  meeting  next 
ensuing. 

Sec  1.  Each  Professor  and  assistant  Professor  shall  keep  a  daily 
record  of  the  value  of  each  recitation  of  every  member  of  his 
section,  according  to  a  scale  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  shall  note  all  cases  of  absence  or  of  misconduct  in

section.  These  records  shall  be  handed  weekly  to  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
who  shall  have  them  digested,  and  cause  the  names  of  the  five  most 
distinguished  students  in  each  section  of  every  school  to  be  published 
on  a  bulletin  board,  to  be  fixed  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  the 
University. 

Sec.  T.  All  transfers  of  students  from  section  to  section  shall  bo 
made  by  the  Professors  (aided  by  their  assistant  Professors),  who 
shall  be  responsible  for  determining  the  relative  numerical  rank  of 
the  students  of  their  schools  in  the  annual  calendar.  All  lectures 
by  the  Professor,  especially  those  requiring  experimental  illustration, 
shall  in  general  be  common  to  the  several  sections  of  the  respective 
schools. 

Sec.  8.  All  Professors,  whether  heads  of  schools  or  assistants,  shall 
serve  as  examiners,  whenever  appointed  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board. 

IV.— LECTURERS. 

Besides  the  Professors  and  assistant  Professors  of  the  several 
schools,  there  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  Lecturers, 
who  shall  be  invited  to  lecture  before  the  University  upon  special 
topics  in  any  particular  school.  These  Lecturers  shall  have  no  part 
in  the  government  of  the  University,  and  shall  not  be  required  to  be 
resident,  but  shall  repair  to  the  University  at  certain  seasons,  and 
lecture  for  a  limited  period.  Their  compensation  shall  be  regulated 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

V.— SCHOOLS. 

The  following  shall  be  the  schools  founded  by  the  University,  so 
soon  as  the  means  at  its  command  shall  be  sufficient  for  that  purpose. 
The  grouping  of  the  topics  shall  be  varied,  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

The  number  of  schools  shall  be  increased  as  expediency  and  the 
progress  of  letters,  science,  and  art  shall  suggest. 

1.  School  of  Greek  Language  and  Literature. 

2.  School  of  Latin  Language  and  Literature. 

3.  School  of  Mathematics. 

4.  School  of  Physics. 

5.  School  of  Metaphysics. 

6.  School  of  History  and  Archaeology. 

7.  School  of  Natural    Sciences,  with    Cabinets  and    Garden   of 
Plants  attached. 
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8.  School  of  Geology,  Mineralogy  and  Paleontology. 

9.  School  of  Civil  Engineering,  Construction,  Architecture   and 
Drawing. 

10.  School  of  Theoretical  and  Experimental  Chemistry. 

11.  School  of  Chemistry  applied  to  Agriculture  and  the  Arts. 

12.  School  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Agriculture,  with  Farm 

attached. 

13.  School  of  Moral  Science  and  the  Evidences  of  the  Christian 

Keligion. 

14.  School  of  English  Language  and  Literature. 

15.  School  of  French  Language  and  Literature. 

16.  School  of  German  Language  and  Literature. 

17.  School  of  Spanish  Language  and  Literature. 

18.  School  of  Italian  Language  and  Literature. 

19.  School  of  the  Philosophy  of  Language,

The  organization  of  the  Schools  of  Theology,  Law,  Medicine,  and 
of  Practical  Agriculture,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
at  the  time  of  their  establishment. 

VI.— HEBDOMADAL    BOARD. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Board  to  be  called  the  Hebdomadal 
Board,  whose  office  shall  be  to  act  as  a  council  of  advice  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  in  the  government  of  the  University,  and  of  which  the 
Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  President. 
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Sec.  2.  This  Board  shall  be  composed  of  not  more  than  twelve 
members. 

Sec.  3.  So  long  as  the  Professors  of  the  University  shall  not  exceed 
twelve  in  number,  they  shall  all  be  members  of  the  Hebdomadal 
Board.  When  such  number  shall  exceed  twelve,  then  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  fill  vacancies  by  election  from  among  said  Professors. 

Sec  4.  By  this  Board  all  questions  of  discipline  in  the  University 
shall  be  adjudged  according  to  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the 
University. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  examiners  of  the  Assist- 
ant Professors  and  students  of  any  or  all  the  schools. 

Sec  6.  It  shall  meet  weekly,  but  may  be  called  together  at  any 
time  by  the  Vice-Chan  cellor,  when  he  shall  think  it  necessary.  This 
Board  shall  have  power  to  originate  and  discuss  any  proposition 
necessary  for  the  good  government,  academical  proficiency,  repute 
and  common  weal  of  the  University,  which  it  may  think  expedient  to 
lay  before  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec  7.  When  engaged  in  the  discussion  of  such  propositions,  the 
heads  of  all  the  schools  shall  be  summoned  to  attend,  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  engage  in  the  discussion,  and  to  vote  upon  the  adoption 
or  rejection  of  such  proposition.  A  majority  of  those  entitled  to 
vote  shall  be  necessary  for  the  adoption  of  any  proposition,  and  in 
case  of  a  tie  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 

VII.— MATRICULATION. 

Section  1.  No  student  shall  matriculate  at  the  University  until  he 
shall  have  attained  such  age  as  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by 
statute  ;  nor  unless  he  shall  agree  to  enter  at  least  three  schools  of 
the  University,  one  of  which  shall  in  all  cases  be  the  school  of 
Moral  Science  and  the  Evidences  of  the  Christian  Beligion.  But 
for  special  caxise  shown,  the  Vice-Chancellor  may  permit  the  student 
to  take  one  school  only  besides  that  of  Moral  Science.  A  student 
may  matriculate  at  any  period  of  the  year,  upon  examination  in  the 
school  which  he  proposes  to  enter,  and  shall  take  his  place  in  such 
section  of  the  school  as  his  proficiency  shall  indicate. 

Sec  2.  Every  student,  when  he  matriculates,  shall  be  furnished 
with  a  copy  of  the  statutes,  and  shall  signify  his  intention  to  conform 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  University,  and  his  desire  to  avail 
himself  of  the  advantages  thereof,  by  subscribing  the  form  following: 
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"  We,  the  undersigned,  admitted  members  of  the  University  of  the 
South,  do  hereby  acknowledge  ourselves  subject  to  its  authority  and 
discipline,  and  declare  our  earnest  desire  faithfully  to  avail  ourselves 
of  its  advantages." 

He  shall  also  sign  his  name  in  a  book,  tp  be  kept  for  the  purpose 
by  the  Proctor,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  name  and  residence  of 
his  parent  or  guardian,  and  shall  pay  to  the  Proctor  a  matriculation 
fee  of  $10. 

VIII.— HONORS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

Section  1.  A  calendar  of  the  University  shall  be  published  at  the 
end  of  each  Academical  year,  which  shall  designate  the  rank  of  ever}- 
student  in  each  of  his  schools.  Said  rank  shall  be  compounded 
of  general  good  conduct,  scholarship,  and  examinations.  A  copy 
of  this  calendar  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  eyery  student  of  the  University.  A  star,  as  a  mark  of  distin- 
guished merit,  shall  be  prefixed  to  the  names  of  the  first  five  in 
each  of  the  schools  of  the  University. 

Sec.  2.  A  diploma  of  graduation  in  any  school  may  be  given  at  the 
end  of  the  term  to  each  student  who '  shall  have  attained  a  certain 
standard,  to  be  determined  by  examiners  appointed  by  the  Heb- 
domadal Board.  But  no  diploma  shall  in  any  case  be  conferred  until 
the  candidate  shall  have  passed  such  examination  in  the  English 
language  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board. 

S"ec.  3.  The  degree  of  A.B.  may  be  conferred  on  such  individuals  as 
shall  have  passed  the  examination  necessary  for  graduation  in  the 
schools  following: 

I,  Moral  Science  and  Evidences  of  Christianity. 

II.  Greek  Language  and  Literature. 

M.  Latin  Language  and  Literature. 

IV.  Mathematics. 
V.  Physics. 

VI.  English  Language  and  Literature. 

Sec.  4.  The  degree  of  A.M.  may  be  conferred  on  such  individuals  as 
shall  have  passed  the  requisite  examination  for  graduation  in  the 
schools  above  mentioned,  together  with  the  following: 
I.  Metaphysics. 
II.  Theoretical  and  Experimental  Chemistry. 

III.  Political  Science. 

IV.  Rhetoric,  Criticism,  Elocution,  and  Composition. 
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V.  French  Language  and  Literature. 

VI.  The  German,  Spanish,  or  Italian  Language  and  Literature, 
as  the  student  may  elect. 

Moreover,  he  must  he  ahle  to  speak  the  French  Language  with 
accuracy. 

Sec.  5.  Fellowships  in  the  University  may  he  conferred  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  on  such  Masters  of  Arts  as  have  excelled  in 
any  one  of  the  following  schools,  to  wit:  of  Greek  Language  and 
Literature,  Latin  Language  and  Literature,  English  Language  and 
Literature,  Physics,  Mathematics,  Metaphysics,  Chemistry,  or  Natural 
Sciences. 

Three  Fellows  may  be  elected  every  year,  each  of  whom  shall  have 
the  use  of  a  suite  of  rooms  free  of  rent,  and  $500  per  annum.  The 
tenure  of  a  Fellowship  shall  be  for  five  years.  If  a  Fellow  be 
elected  to  a  Professorship  or  Assistant  Professorship,  he  shall  vacate 
his  Fellowship.  EVery  Fellow  shall  reside  in  the  University,  and 
may  take  pupils  for  private  instruction,  they  being  matriculants  of 
the  University,  and  receive  fees  for  such  tuition  at  a  rate  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Hebdomadal  Board.  The  in- 
struction given  shall  be  always  in  the  studies  required  by  the  Uni- 
versity. They  may  be,  selected  for  examiners,  and  shall  perform 
the  duties  of  that  office  whenever  required  by  the  Hebdomadal 
Board. 

Sec.  6.  The  degrees  appropriate  to  the  Professional  Schools  of 
Theology,  Law,  and  Medicine,  shall  be  conferred  for  attainments  and 
distinctions,  to  be  determined  by  the  Professors  of  those  schools 
severally. 

Sec.  7.  The  degrees  of  A.  B.  and  A.  M.  shall  be  awarded  by  the 
Hebdomadal  Board,  when  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  All 
honorary  degrees  shall  be  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  alone. 

IX.— CHAPLAIN. 

Sec  1.  There  shall  be  a  Chaplain  to  the  University,  who  may  hold  his 
office  for  the  term  of  five  years.  He  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  his  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board.  He  shall 
read,  every  day,  morning  prayers,  in  the  University  Chapel,  shall 
hold  the  usual  public  services  on  Sunday,  and  shall  have  a  general 
pastoral  oversight  of  the  officers  and  students  of  the  University. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Professors,  Fellows, 
and  students  to  attend  morning  prayers.     And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
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of  the  students  and  all  the  officers  of  the  University  to  attend  the 
morning  services  on  Sunday,  and  upon  the  greater  festivals  of  the 
Church. 

X.— LIBRARIAN. 

There  shall  be  a  Librarian  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  who  shall  be 
paid  such  salary  and  perform  such  duties  as  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  prescribe. 

XL— CURATORS  OF  CABINETS. 

The  Curators  of  cabinets,  the  museum,  etc.,  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Vice-Chancellor. 


XII.— PROCTOR. 

Section  1.  The  general  duties  of  police  shall  be  performed  by  a 
Proctor,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  be 
aided  by  as  many  assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  Proctor  to  exercise  a 
constant  and  careful  surveillance  over  the  conduct  of  the  students, 
and  to  report  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  all  cases  of  infraction  by  them 
of  the  regulations  of  the  University. 

Sec  3.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  visit  at  least  once  a  week  all 
the  boarding  houses  licensed  by  the  Vice-Chanccllor,  and  to  examine 
into  the  good  order,  comfort  and  cleanliness  of  the  rooms  and  offices 
of  the  students.  He  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  at 
least  once  a  week.  He  shall  account  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Uni- 
versity for  all  matriculation  fees  he  may  have  received. 

XIII.— REGISTRAR. 

The  Registrar  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  under 
the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Vice-Chancellor.  He  shall  attend 
daily  in  his  office  throughout  the  University  term  at  such  hours  as 
the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  prescribe,  and  shall  be  in  readiness  at  all 
times  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  recording  the  minutes  of  its  proceedings.  He  shall  keep  a 
list  of  the  licensed  boarding  houses,  also  a  list  of  the  names  and 
residences  of  the  students,  arranged  according  to  their  respective 
schools,  and  shall  furnish  each  Professor  with  a  list  of  the  students 
in  his  department.     He  shall  prepare  and  issue,  under  the  direction 
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of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  notices  for  meetings  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board, 
and  for  other  University  purposes.  He  shall  digest  the  weekly 
reports  of  the  Professors  and  Assistant  Professors,  and  shall,  under- 
the  direction  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  prepare  the  annual  calendar. 
He  shall,  under  the  same  direction,  prepare  programmes  of  all 
meetings  and  examinations,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
University.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  transactions  of  the 
University ;  and,  when  required  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  shall  pre- 
pare the  official  documents,  shall  preserve  copies  thereof,  and  shall 
make  copies  of  all  other  documents  which  may  be  required. 

XIV.— TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  University  shall  receive  all  funds  from  dio- 
cesan Treasurers  and  from  the  Proctor,  and  shall  collect  such  rents 
due  the  University  as  may  be  returned  to  him  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Buildings  and  Grounds.  He  shall  make  a  full  report  of  the  opera- 
tions and  condition  of  his  department  annually,  or  oftener  if  required. 

XV.— AUDITOR. 

.  The  Auditor  shall  examine  and  audit  all  accounts  of  every  descrip- 
tion against  the  University.  He  shall  critically  examine  and  report 
to  the  Comptroller  the  amount  properly  payable  upon  every  account 
presented  to  him.  He  shall  classify  all  accounts  under  the  different 
heads  of  expenditure,  and  keep  a  register  of  the  nature  and  amount 
of  such  account,  which  shall  correspond  with  the  number  of  said 
account.  He  shall  countersign  all  warrants  drawn  upon  the  Treas- 
urer, and  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  such  warrants  as  he  may  have 
countersigned. 

XVI.— COMPTROLLER. 

Section  1.  The  Comptroller  shall  reexamine  all  accounts  reported 
to  him  by  the  Auditor.  He  shall,  if  he  approve  the  same,  enter  his 
allowance  thereon  and  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  for  the 
amount  of  the  same  in  favor  of  the  individual  to  whom  may 
be  payable.  He  shall  carefully  register  all  accounts  and  preserve 
the  originals  and  vouchers  for  future  reference.  He  may  draw  a 
warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings 
and  Grounds,  upon  a  requisition  presented  to  him  approved  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  which  warrant  shall  be  charged  to  the  account  of 
such  commissioner. ' 

Skc.  2.  The  Comptroller  shall  annually  report  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
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tees  a  full  statement  of  all  the  accounts  allowed  and  passed  by  him, 
properly  classified  under  their  respective  heads  of  expenditure.  He 
shall  also  annually  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  estimates  of  what 
amounts  will  be  requisite  for  the  expenditure  of  the  University  during 
the  ensuing  year,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  make  special  appro- 
priations of  the  amount  requisite  in  each  department,  which  amounts 
shall  not  be  exceeded. 

XVII.— COMMISSIONER  OF  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

Section  1.  The  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Grounds  shall 
have  the  supervision  of  all  repairs  ordinarily  required  for  the 
buildings  and  grounds,  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  Control  to 
be  composed  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Comp- 
troller. To  this  Board  he  shall  submit  all  plans  and  estimates 
for  the  repair  and  improvement  of  buildings  from  time  to  time,  and 
upon  their  approval  he  shall  be  authorized  to  have  the  same  executed, 
and  not  otherwise. 

Sec.  2.  The  general  control  of  the  erection  of  buildings  and 
making  improvements  shall  be  reserved,  however,  to  such  com- 
mittee as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  The  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Grounds  shall  have 
the  leasing  of  the  tenements  and  grounds  of  the  University,  under 
such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  in  reference  thereto  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  prevent  tres- 
passes and  intrusions  on  the  property  of  the  University,  real 
and  personal,  and  to  recover  its  possession  from  any  person  who 
shall  improperly  withhold  the  same.  To  this  end  he  is  required  to 
be  vigilant  in  observing  all  trespasses  and  intrusions,  and  prompt 
in  reporting  them  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  in  laying  them  before  the 
civil  authority,  and  communicating  to  the  proper  law  officer,  when 
required  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  such  information  as  he  may  at  any 
time  have,  and  as  may  be  calculated  to  prevent  or  punish  breaches 
of  the  peace,  trespasses  or  misdemeanors  within  the  precincts  of 
the  University,  and  instantly  to  repel  from  the  precincts  all  idle  or 
suspicious  intruders  who  may  be  found  lurking  within  them  without 
ostensible  business. 

Sec  4.  He  shall  cause  all  the  grounds  and  tenements  of  the 
University  to  be  kept  in  the  most  scrupulous  order  and  neatness, 
and  shall  have  authority  to  abate  all  nuisances  on  the  University 
domain. 
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XVIII.— BOARDING  AND  LODGING  HOUSES. 

Section  1.  All  students  shall  be  required  to  board  and  lodge  in  such 
houses  as  shall  be  provided  or  licensed  for  that  purpose  by  the 
University,  except  in  cases  where  they  may  have  parents,  guardians 
or  relatives  residing  on  the  domain  of  the  University. 

Sec.  2.  The  number  of  students  occupying  any  one  house  shall  not 
exceed  twelve.  Rates  of  board  shall  be  regulated  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Hebdomadal  Board. 

Sec  3.  An  amount  sufficient  to  cover  the  expense  of  a  student's 
board  and  lodging  for  three  months  shall  in  all  cases  be  required 
to  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  University,  who  shall, 
upon  the  order  of  the  student,  pay  such  boarding  house  keeper, 
monthly,  in  advance. 

Sec  4.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  keep  a  boarding  house  at 
the  University  until  a  license  shall  have  been  obtained  from  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  which  license  shall  be  renewed  annually.  All  such 
licenses  may  be  revoked  for  cause  at  any  time. 

Sec  5.  The  keepers  of  all  licensed  boarding  houses  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  the  preservation  of  good  order  in  their  respective 
houses. 

Sec  6.  The  licenses  obtained  by  boarding  house  keepers  shall  be 
posted  in  some  conspicuous  place  within  the  house,  for  the  inspection 
of  all  persons. 

XIX.— GYMNASIUM. 

The  Hebdomadal  Board  shall  have  power  to  establish  a  gymnasium 
for  athletic  exercises,  and  any  other  school  of  a  useful  and  refining 
influence,  and  to  appoint  the  officers  thereof. 

XX.— OFFENCES. 

Section  1.  Offences  against  the  statutes  of  the  University,  shall  be 
punished  in  such  manner  as  shall  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec  2.  Offences  against  the  laws  of  the  land  shall  be  left  to  the 
cognizance  of  the  civil  magistrate,  if  claimed  by  him,  or  may  be 
subjected  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board  to  any  of  the  punishments, 
permitted  by  the  statutes,  whether  the  civil  magistrate  has  taken 
cognizance  of  them  or  not.

Resolved,  That  until  the  next  meeting  of  this  Board,  an  Executive  Committee, 
consisting  of  Rt.  Rev.  J.  H.  Otey,  D.  D.  LL.  D.,  Rt.  Rev.  L.  Polk,  D.  D.,  Rt.  Rev. 
Stephen  Elliott,  D.  D.,  Rev.  David  Pise,  D.  D.,  G.  R.  Fairbanks,  Esq.,  Arthur  M. 
Rutledge,  Esq.,  and  John  M.  Bass,  Esq.,  be,  and  is  hereby  appointed  with  full  power 
and  authority  to  make  such  expenditures  as  may  be  necessary  to  prepare  the  Lots  on 
the  University  Domain  for  lease,  to  audit  and  settle  all  outstanding  accounts  against 
the  University,  and  to  attend  to  all  those  matters  connected  with  the  success  of  the 
University,  which  they  may  deem  necessary. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Griffin,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  following  be  enacted  as  the  XXIII  Statute : 

LIABILITY    FOR    SALARIES. 

In  case  of  the  removal  of  any  officer  of  this  University  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  before  the  termination  of  his  prescribed  tenure  of  office,  he 
shall  have  no  claim  whatever  for  the  proportion  of  salary  appertaining 
to  the  unexpired  term  of  said  tenure. 
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The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  again  brought  up  and 
ordered  to  be  put  on  file. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  draft  appropriate  resolutions  relative  to 
the  death  df  the  late  Geo.  S.  Yerger,  Esq.,  made  through  their  chairman, 
Geo.  R.  Fairbanks,  Esq.,  the  following  Report,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  report,  appropriate  Resolutions  relative 
to  the  death  of  the  late  George  S.  Yerger,  a  Lay-Trustee  of  the 
Diocese  of  Mississippi,  offer  the  following  Resolutions  for  the  adoption 
of  this  Board. 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  most  deeply  regret  and  deplore  the  removal,  by  death, 
of  the  Hon.  George  S.  Yergeu,  a  Lay-Trustee  from  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  a 
most  valuable  member  of  this  Board,  and  an  earnest  and  zealous  friend  of  this 
University  from  its  inception,  and  one  who  in  all  the  relations  of  life  exhibited  the 
noblest  qualities  of  the  christian  and  the  man. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  action  of  the  Board  be  transmitted  by  the  Secretary 
to  the  family  of  the  deceased,  and  be  entered  on  the  Minutes.

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  required  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
Committee  on  Conveyance  and  Superintendence  of  Lands,  and  may  appoint  an 
Agent  to  receive  all  deeds  and  other  conveyances. 

Resolved,  That  F.  B.  Fogg,  Registrar  heretofore  appoiuted,  be  authorized  to  deliver 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  the  deeds  and  papers  he  lias  received, 
to  be  deposited  in  the  vaults  of  the  University. 

Mr.  Fogg  laid  before  the  Board  the  following  amendment  to  the 
Charter,  recorded  in  the  Appendix  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  in 
New  Orleans,  February,  A.  D.,  1860,  which  was  unanimously  accepted 
as  an  amendment  to  the  Charter:     It  is  in  the  following  words,  to  wit : 

"An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  of  January  J&lh,  1858,  Chapter  29th  of  the  Private  Laics, 
entitled  ''An  Act  to  establisli  the   University  of  the  South." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlic  State  of  Tennessee,  That 
Stephen  Elliott,  Wm.  N.  Hawks,  Daniel  Griffin,  and  J.  Hamilton  Couper,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  appointed  additional  Trustees  to  said  University  of  the  South. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  University  of  the  South  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  re- 
ceive donations  and  grants  ot  lands,  in  addition  to  the  number  of  acres  specified  in 
the  Tenth  Section  of  the  Charter.  Provided,  That  if  said  additional  donations  or 
grants  are  of  lands  in  this  State,  that  such  lands  be  sold  and  disposed  of  by  the 
University,  and  converted  into  personal  securities  or  State  bonds. 

Sec  3.  The  said  University  of  the  South  shall  have  a  right  to  establish  such 
police  and  municipal  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  order 
and  the  enforcement  of  the  By-Laws  of  said  University  ;  the  same  to  be  consistent 
■with  the  laws  and  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State.  That  the 
foregoing  shall  be  the  amendment  of  the  Charter  of  said  University.

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  arrange  the  reservations 
required  for  the  use  of  the  University,  and  around  the  Springs,  and  also  to  lay  out 
Public  Grounds,  Avenues,  Streets,  &c,  and  shall  give  two  months'  notice  before  the 
first  of  June  next,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  practicable,  for  leasing  the  lots  on 
the  domain.

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer 
for  such  funds  as  may  come  into  his  hands;  and  that  the  Commissioners  be  authorized 
to  assist  the  Executive  Committee,  by  transfering  to  them  such  amounts  of  available 
paper  as  may  be  under  their  control,  to  pay  off  the  outstanding  debts  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  to  provide  for  such  expenditures  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  performance  of 
the  duties  imposed  on  said  Executive  Committee.

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CONSTITUTION 


Cje  ftlntierstig  si  tfyt  ^>ant\. 


ARTICLE  I. 
This  University  shall  be  called  The  University  of  the  South,  and 
shall  in  all  its  parts  be  under  the  sole  and  perpetual  direction  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  represented  through  a  Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishops  of  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Lou- 
isiana, Texas,  Tennessee,  and  the  Bishop  exercising  jurisdiction  in  Ark- 
ansas, ex  officio,  and  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen  from  each  of 
said  Dioceses,  to  be  elected  by  the  Conventions  of  the  same  ;  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  their  elec- 
tion, or  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  appointed.  If  there  should 
be  an  Assistant  Bishop  in  any  of  these  Dioceses,  the  Diocese  in  which 
there  is  an  Assistant  Bishop  may  be  represented  by  either  its  Bishop  or 
its  Assistant  Bishop,  but  never  by  both  at  the  same  time. 

Fifteen  of  their  number  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business ;  provided  each  class  of  trustees — to  wit,  Bishops,  Clergy  and 
Laity — shall  be  represented.  A  vote  by  orders  may  be  demanded,  and 
then  the  joint  consent  of  the  Bishops  as  one  order,  and  of  the  Clerical 
and  Lay  trustees  as  another  order,  shall  be  necessary  for  the  adoption  of 
any  measure  proposed.  Vacancies  occuring  in  the  order  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  trustees,  shall  be  filled  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  for  by 
the  Conventions  of  the  respective  Dioceses. 
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ARTICLE  IIL 

OF  THE  POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  appoint, 
and  for  cause,  to  remove  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Professors,  Assistant 
Professors,  Lecturers  and  Fellows,  and  all  Officers,  agents  and  servants 
of  the  University,  and  shall  have  the  entire,  management  and  super- 
vision of  the  affairs,  concerns,  and  property  of  the  University,  In  all 
cases  unprovided  lor  by  the  Charter,  Constitution  or  Statutes,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  act  in  such  manner  as  shall  ap- 
pear best  calculated  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  University. 

The  Board  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  make  any  statutes 
and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  the  laws  of  the 
land,  or  to  alter  or  repeal  the  same,  touching  the  government  of  the 
University,  the  appointment  and  removal,  number  and  rank,  powers  and 
duties,  stipends  and  emoluments,  of  the  several  persons  employed  therein, 
the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  students  shall  be  admitted,  the 
course  of  instruction,  the  police  and  government,  times  of  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  other  Boards  which  may  be  hereafter  provided 
for  by  statute. 

The  Board  may  erect  all  necessary  buildings,  and  in  general  shall 
have  power  touching  all  other  matters  whatsoever,  regarding  the 
University  and  the  interests  thereof.  And  all  statutes  and  regulations, 
when  reduced  to  writing  and  made  public,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
provided  by  statute,  shall  be  binding  upon  all  persons,  members  of  the 
University  or  anywise  subject  to  its  government.  '* 

The  University  shall  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  have  power  to  use  the  same  for  the  affairs  and  concerns  thereof, 
and  to  direct  and  manage  such  affairs  and  concerns,  and  to  receive,  issue, 
invest,  lay  out,  and  dispose  of  all  stocks,  effects,  funds,  moneys,  and 
securities,  and  to  contract  for  and  purchase  messuages,  lands,  tenements, 
and  hereditaments,  and  goods  and  chattels,  for  the  use  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  to  sell,  demise,  alien,  lease,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  pro- 
perty whatsoever,  real  or  personal,  belonging  thereto,  in  any  manner 
not  repugnant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

The  Chancellor  for  the  time  being,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  the 
Bishop  next  in  order  of  consecration,  shall  be  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

All  questions  shall  be  decided  by  the  majority  of  members  present, 
except  when  a  vote  by  orders  shall  be  called  for. 

The  Board  shall  have  full  power  to  establish  literary  and  scientific 
departments,  and  those  of  theology,  law,  and  medical  science,  and  such 
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other  departments  as  they  may  see  proper,  and  to  confer  upon  students, 
or  any  other  person,  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Master  of  Arts,  or 
any  degree  known  and  used  in  any  College  or  University.  They  shall 
have  power  also  to  appoint  persons  to  Fellowships,  according  to  such 
regulations  as  they  may  prescribe. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

TOE    CHANCELLOR    OF   THE    UNIVERSITY. 

The  Senior  Bishop  (by  consecration)  of  the  Dioceses  aforesaid,  shall 
be  the  Chancellor  of  the  University.  He  shall  not  be  required  to  reside 
at  the  University. 

ARTICLE  V. 

THE    VICE    CHANCELLOR. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  Vice  Chancellor, 
who  shall  be  the  administrative  head  of  the  University.  He  shall  pre- 
side over  all  meetings  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall 
hold  his  office  during  good  behaviour,  and  shall  be  required  to  reside  at 
the  University. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

SECRETARY  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  appoint  a  Secretary,  to  hold  his  office  for 
the  term  of  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

TREASURER. 

There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  of  the  University,  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  and  continue  in  office  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  shall 
have  given  bond. 

Such  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  interest  money  derived  from  the  se- 
curities held  by  the  Diocesan  Treasurers,  and  all  monies  paid  in  for  tui- 
tion, fees,  lectures,  tickets,  fines,  etc,  and  any  funds  which  may  inure 
to  the  University  otherwise,  and  expend  the  same  under  the  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  required  of  him  by  the  Boaid  of  Trustees,  and  receive  such  compen- 
sation for  his  services  as  they  may  prescribe.  He  shall  give  such  bond 
and  security  as  may  be  required  by  the  Board.  He  shall  report  an- 
nually to  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  state  of  the 
finances  and  property  of  the  University,  and  shall  be  required  to  reside 
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at  the  University.     He  shall  keep  the  funds  of  the  University,  and  all 
other  funds  deposited  with  him,  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  made  ' 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

AUDITOR. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  an  Auditor,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  and  audit  all  accounts  connected  with  the 
business  of  the  University,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Board.  He  shall  reside  at  the  University,  and  hold 
his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  receive  such  compensation  as 
the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  prescribe. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

COMPTROLLER. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  Comptroller, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  to 
make  a  final  adjustment  of  all  accounts  connected  with  the  business  of 
the  University,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  devolved  upon 
him  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  receive  such  compensation  as 
they  shall  prescribe,  shall  be  required  to  reside  at  the  University,  and 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years. 

ARTICLE  X. 
There  shall  be  elected  a  Committee  on  Finance,  to  serve  for  three 
years,  composed  of  one  Clerical  and  two  Lay  Trustees,  who  shall  pre- 
pare from  the  reports  submitted  by  the  General  and  Diocesan  Treasurers, 
and  Report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  Annual  Meetings  a  full 
statement  of  the  University  funds,  its  outstanding  obligations,  and  the 
amounts  required  to  carry  on  its  operations  for  the  coming  year;  and 
to  enable  such  Committee  to  be  prepared  to  submit  their  report  at  the 
opening  of  such  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  General  Treasurer,  and  of  the  Diocesan  Treasurers  to  prepare  and 
forward  their  Reports  to  the  Chairman  of  said  Finance  Committee  at 
University  Place,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

COMMISSIONER   OF    BUILDINGS   AND    LANDS. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  Commissioner 
of  Buildings  and  Lands,  who  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of 
the  buildings  and  lands,  and  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Vice 
Chancellor,  and  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees.     He  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  shall 
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receive  such  compensation  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  prescribe,  and 
shall  have  his  residence  at  the  University. 

ARTICLE  XII 

REGISTRAR. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  Registrar  of  the 
University,  who  shall  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  He  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  shall  re- 
side at  the  University,  and  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

MUNICIPAL    AND    OTHER    OFFICERS. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint,  from  time  to 
time,  such  officers  for  the  discipline  of  the  students,  for  municipal  gov- 
ernment, and  for  the  regulation  of  all  persons  residing  upon  the  domain 
of  the  University,  as  they  may  think  necessary. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

MEETINGS    OF    THE    BOARD    OF    TRUSTEES. 

Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  held  annually,  at  suclr 
time  as  they  shall  appoint  by  statute.  Extraordinary  meetings  may  be 
held  upon  the  call  of  any  five  members  of  the  Board,  or  upon  the  request 
of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  ;  such  meetings  to  be  called  by  the  Chancel- 
lor. The  Board  may,  by  statute,  provide  for  the  payment  of  necessary 
expenses  incurred  by  the  Trustees  in  attendance  upon  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

CAPITAL    AND    FUNDS. 

The  funds  subscribed  to  the  University  shall  all  be  considered  ,as 
capital,  to  be  preserved  untouched  for  any  purpose  connected  with  the 
organization  or  management  of  the  University ;  provided,  that  dona- 
tions and  legacies  may  be  received  for  such  objects  as  the  donors  may 
indicate ;  and  provided,  moreover,  that  it  be  distinctly  understood  that 
the  funds  subscribed  in  any  Diocese,  are  the  property  of  the  University, 
and  not  of  the  Diocese,  and  that  the  Conventions  of  the  various  Dioceses 
shall  have  no  control  of  the  same. 

The  amount  subscribed  in  any  Diocese  as  capital,  shall,  in  the  event 
of  the  dissolution  of  the  Corporation,  be  returned  to  the  donors  or  their 
legal  representatives ;  and  in  case  of  there  being  no  legal  representa- 
tives, then  it  shall  revert  to  the  Diocese  in  which  it  was  subscribed.     II 
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the  capital  subscribed  in  any  Diocese  shall  be  diminished,  by  a  failure  of 
securities  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  capital  in  such  Diocese  shall  then 
be  distributed,  pro  rata,  among  the  donors  or  their  representatives. 

No  Diocese  shall  be  bound  to  furnish   any  particular  sum  of  money, 
but  the   contributions   made  tlrerein  shall   be    voluntary,    according  to 
the  pleasure  and  ability  of  the  contributors. 
ARTICLE  XVL 

DIOCESAN    TREASURERS. 

There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  of  University  Funds  appointed  in  each 
Diocese,  by  the  Convention  of  the  same,  who,  when  confirmed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years  from  the  time  of 
his  election,  and  continue  in  office  until  his  successor  shall  have  been 
elected  and  given  bond.  Such  Treasurer  shall  give  bond  and  security 
to  the  University  of  the  South  in  such  sum  as  shall  be  required  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  from  time  to  time.  Such  Treasurer  shall  receive 
the  cash,  notes,  bonds,  stock,  titles  to  lands  or  other  property  obtained 
as  subscription  in  that  Diocese  ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  in  conjunction 
with  the  lay  trustees  of  the  Diocese,  to  invest  the  cash  and  all  moneys 
which  shall  be  derived  from  the  realization  of  the  above  mentioned 
private  securities,  in  the  best  public  securities,  or  other  safe  investments, 
paying  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  the  interest  of  the 
amount  subscribed,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  his  accounts  shall  be  rendered  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
at  their  annual  session.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  prescribe  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  management,  safe-keeping  and  transmission  of 
the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Diocesan  Treasurers,  and  shall  fix  their 
compensation. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  any  Treasurer,  either  of  the  Uni- 
versity or  of  a  Diocese,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  authorized  to 
provide,  by  statute,  a  mode  of  filling  such  vacancy  until  a  regular 
election. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

SUBDIVIDED    DIOCESES. 

•  In  case  of  subdivision  of  any  of  the  existing  Dioceses  connected  with 

4his  University,  each   Diocese  arising  out  of  such  subdivision  shall  be 

entitled  to  the  same  number  of  trustees  as  the  respective  Dioceses  are 

.now  entitled  to,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  provisions  and  regulations. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

ADDITIONAL    DIOCESE8. 

It  shall  be  competent  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  admit  other  Dioceses 
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into  connection  with  the  University  of  the  South ;  provided,  that  each 
Diocese  shall  be  subject  to  such  condilion  as  may  be  required  by  this 
Board  at  the  time  of  their  admission  ;  and  in  case  of  the  reception  into 
this  Board  of  any  such  Diocese,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  number 
of  Trustees  as  the  respective  Dioceses  are  now  entitled  to,  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  rules  and  regulations. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

AMENDMENTS    OF    THE    CONSTITUTION. 

No  amendment  shall  be  made  to  this  Constitution,  unless  it  shall  have 
been  passed  at  two  successive  annual  meetings,  by  a  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  provided  that  majority  be  a  quorum.

I.— CHANCELLOR. 


The  senior  Bishop,  (by  consecration)  of  the  Dioceses  uniting  for  the 
foundation  of  the  University  shall  always  fill  the  office  of  Chancellor. 
He  shall  not  be  required  to  reside  at  the  University. 

II.— VICE-CHANCELLOR. 

Section  1.  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  He  shall  be  the  resident  head  of  the  University.  He  shall 
have  control  over  all  its  departments,  and  shall  be  exclusively  an  ad- 
ministrative officer.  He  shall  be  furnished  with  a  house,  and  be  paid  a 
salary  of  $6000  per  annum,  and  shall  hold  his  office  during  good  be- 
havior. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  government  of  the  University  he  shall  be  assisted 
by  a  Hebdomadal  Board,  to  be  composed  of  such  Professors  as  shall  be 
hereafter  named. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  granting  leave  of  absence 
to  Professors,  Fellows,  other  Oificers  and  students  of  the  University. 
He  shall  have  power  at  all  times,  to  visit  any  hall,  lecture  room,  office, 
student's  room,  or  public  apartment  of  the  University. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  his  knowledge  that  any  Professor 
has  been  negligent  of  his  duties,  or  has  shown  a  want  of  zeal  in  impart- 
ing instruction  to  his  school,  or  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  Uni- 
versity, he  shall  advise  and  remonstrate  with  such  Professor  of  the 
University.  And  should  any  such  Professor  or  other  Officer  of  the 
University,  be  inattentive  te  the  advice  or  remonstrance  of  the  Vice- 
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Chancellor,  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall,  after  giving  such  Professor  or 
Officer  notice  of  his  intention,  and  furnishing  him  with  a  copy  of  the 
official  statement  he  proposes  to  make  of  the  case,  call  the  attention  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  to  the  conduct  of  such  Professor  or  Officer. 

Sec.  5.  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  have  power  to  license  boarding 
houses  for  the  students,  and  to  exercise  a  full  supervision  of  them 
through  the  Proctors,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  regu- 
lations made  for  their  order  and  discipline  have  been  complied  with. 

Sec.  6.  The  V;ce  Chancellor  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  by  the 
Registrar,  monthly  reports  of  the  conduct  and  scholarship  of  every 
student,  which  he  shall  transmit  to  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such 
students. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees at  their  annual  session,  on  the  general  condition  of  the  University 
during  the  past  year,  and  to  suggest  for  their  consideration  such  altera- 
tions and  improvements  on  any  subject  as  shall  have  been  approved  by 
the  Hebdomadal  Board.  He  shall  also  present  for  the  examination  of 
the  Board  at  its  annual  session  a  digest  of  the  weekly  reports  of  the 
Professors  of  the  conduct  and  scholarship  of  the  students  of  their  res- 
pective Schools,  and  shall  supervise  the  preparation  of  the  annual  calen- 
dar. 

Sec.  8.  The  Vice- Chancellor,  in  case  of  absence  or  of  incapacity 
from  illness  or  any  other  temporary  cause,  to  discharge  his  duties,  shall 
have  the  power  of  appointing  as  his  substitute  any  one  of  the  Profes- 
sors. But  should  he  fail  to  appoint  a  substitute,  or  resign,  or  die,  then 
the  office  shall  be  filled  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  from  among  the 
heads  of  Schools ;  and  such  person  so  appointed  shall  exercise  the  func- 
tions of  the  office  until  the  removal  of  the  disability,  or  until  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  have  appointed  a  successor,  and  he  shall  have  signified 
his  acceptance,  and  entered  on  the  duties  of  the  office. 

III. -PROFESSORS. 

Section.  1.  The  plan  of  education  in  the  University  shall  be  by 
separate  Schools  for  each  branch  of  knowledge.  Each  School  shall  be 
complete  in  itself,  independent  of  all  others,  and  devoted  to  imparting 
instruction  in  every  thine  belonging  to  its  department. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  head  of  each  School,  excepting  those  of  theology, 
law,  and  medicine,  there  shall  be  a  Professor,  to  be  elected  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  regulate  the  studies  of  his  School, 
for  the  character  and  success  of  which  he  shall  be  held  especially  re- 
sponsible: he'  shall  engage  personally  in  instruction,  by  lectures,  lessons, 
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and  written  exercises,  as  he  may  deem  best.  Frequent  interrogation  of 
a  searching  character  shall  be,  however,  absolutely  required. 

Sec.  3.  Each  School  shall  be  divided  into  sections  of  as  many  stu- 
dents as  may  be  conveniently  or  efficiently  instructed,  and  no  more. 
The  classing  of  students  into  sections  shall  be  regulated  by  their  attain- 
ments, to  be  determined  by  examination  on  their  application  for  admis- 
sion. But  they  may  be  transferred  from  section  to  section,  up  or  down, 
according  to  the  degree  of  proficiency  they  shall  from  time  to  time 
exhibit. 

Sen.  4.  In  the  instruction  of  these  sections,  the  Professor  shall  be 
aided  by  as  many  Assistant  Professors  as  may  be  necessary,  who  shall 
be  tinder  his  direction  and  control,  and  shall  aid  him  in  the  instruction 
and  government  of  the  students  of  his  School  while  in  their  section  or 
lecture  rooms. 

Sec.  5.  Each  Professor  shall  be  provided  with  a  house,  and  paid 
an  annual  salary  of  $3,000,  by  the  University.  This  amount  may  be 
increased  by  each  Professor  from  his  school  tickets  to  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing $5,000  annually.  His  tenure  of  office  shall  be  for  five  years,  but 
he  may  be  re  elected  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  6,  The  Assistant  Professors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  upon  a  certificate  of  the  Examiners  of  the  University, 
that  they  have  been  rigidly  examined  and  are  competent  for  their  office. 
They  shall  receive  such  lodging  and  salaries  as  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  provide,  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  shall  be 
re-eligible,  but  not  without  the  recommendation  of  the  Vice  Chancellor, 
and  the  heads  of  their  respective  Schools.  The  Assistant  Professors 
may  be  removed-  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  upon  the  representation  of 
the  Professors  of  their  Schools,  for  cause  shown.  The  reasons  of  such 
removal  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  annual  meet- 
ing next  ensuing. 

Sec.  7.  Each  Professor  and  Assistant  Professor  shall  keep  a  daily 
record  of  the  value  of  each  recitation  of  every  member  of  his  section, 
according  to  a  scale  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
shall  note  all  cases  of  absence  or  of  misconduct  in  section.  These 
records  shall  be  handed  weekly  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  who  shall  have 
them  digested,  and  cause  the  names  of  the  five  most  distinguished  stu- 
dents in  each  section  of  every  School  to  be  published  on  a  bulletin  board, 
to  be  fixed- in  some  conspicuous  place  in  the  University. 

Sec.  8.  All  transfers  of  students  from  section  to  section  shall  be 
made  by  the  Professors  (aided  by  their  Assistant  Professors),  who  shall 
be  responsible  for  determining  the  relative  numerical  rank  of  the  stu- 
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dents  of  their  Schools  in  the  annual  calendar.  All  lectures  by  the  Pro- 
fessor, especially  those  requiring  experimental  illustration,  shall  in 
general  be  common  to  the  several  sections  of  the  respective  Schools. 

IV.— EXAMINERS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board, 
Committees  of  Examiners,  who  shall  conduct  the  examinations  of  all 
applicants  for  admission  to  the  University  ;  also  of  all  the  Schools,  at 
the  annual  or  other  public  examinations ;  of,  the  candidates  for  the  De- 
grees of  the  University,  and  its  Fellowships ;  and  also,  all  applicants  for 
the  office  of  Assistant  Professors. 

Sec.  2.  All  Professors,  whether  heads  of  Schools  or  Assistants,  shall 
serve  as  Examiners,  whenever  appointed  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board. 

V.— LECTURERS. 

Besides  the  Professors  and  Assistant  Professors  of  the  several  Schools, 
there  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Lecturers,  who  shall 
be  invited  to  lecture  before  the  University  upon  special  topics  in  any 
particular  School.  These  Lecturers  shall  have  no  part  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  University,  and  shall  not  be  required  to  be  resident,  but 
shall  repair  to  the  University  at  certain  seasons,  and  lecture  for  a  limited 
period.  Their  compensation  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees.

The  organization  of  the  Schools  of  Theology,  Law,  Medicine,  and  of 
Practical  Agriculture,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at 
the  time  of  their  establishment. 

VII.— HEBDOMADAL    BOARD. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Board  to  be  called  the  Hebdomadal 
Board,  whose  office  shall  be  to  act  as  a  council  of  advice  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  in  the  government  of  the  University,  and  of  which  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  shall  be  President. 

Sec.  2.  This  Board  shall  be  composed  of  not  more  than  twelve 
members. 

Sec.  3.  So  long  as  the  Professors  of  the  University  shall  not  exceed 
twelve  in  number,  they  shall  all  be  members  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board. 
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"When  such  number  shall  exceed  twelve,   then   the   Board  of  Trustees 
shall  fill  vacancies  by  election  from  among  said  Professors. 

Sec.  4.  By  this  Board  all  questions  of  discipline  in  the  University 
shall  be  adjudged  according  to  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  Uni- 
versity, 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  examiners  of  the  Assist- 
ant Professors  and  students  of  any  or  all  the  schools. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  meet  weekly,  but  may  be  called  together  at  any 
time  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  when  he  shall  think  it  necessary.  This 
Board  shall  have  power  to  originate  and  discuss  any  proposition  neces- 
sary for  the  good  government,  academical  proficiency,  repute  and  com- 
mon weal  of  the  University,  which  it  may  think  expedient  to  lay  before 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  7.  When  engaged  in  the  discussion  of  such  propositions,  the 
heads  of  all  the  Schools  shall  be  summoned  to  attend,  and  shall  be  en- 
titled to  engage  in  the  discussion,  and  to  vote  upon  the  adoption  or  re 
jection  of  such  propositions.  A  majority  of  those  entitled  to  vote  shall 
be  necessary  for  the  adoption  of  any  proposition,  and  in  case  of  a  tie  the 
Vice-Chancellor  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 

VIII.— MATRICULATION. 

Section  1.  No  student  shall  matriculate  at  the  University  until  he 
shall  have  attained  such  age  as  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  statute  ; 
nor  unless  he  shall  agree  to  enter  at  least  three  Schools  of  the  Univer- 
sity, on 3  of  which  shall  in  all  cases  be  the  School  of  Moral  Science  and 
the  Evidences  of  the  Christian  Religion.  But  for  special  cause  shown, 
the  Vice  Chancellor  may  permit  the  student  to  take  one  School  only 
besides  that  of  Moral  Science.  A  student  may  matriculate  at  any  period 
of  the  year,  upon  examination  in  the  School  which  he  proposes  to  enter, 
and  shall  take  his  place  in  such  section  of  the  School  as  his  proficiency 
shall  indicate. 

Sec.  2.  Every  student,  when  he  matriculates,  shall  be  furnished 
with  a  copy  of  the  statutes,  and  shall  signify  his  intention  to  conform 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  University,  and  his  desire  to  avail 
himself  of  the  advantages  thereof,   by  subscribing  the  form  following  : 

"We,  the  undersigned,  admitted  members  of  the  University  of  the 
South,  do  hereby  acknowledge  ourselves  subject  to  its  authority  and  dis- 
cipline, and  declare  our  earnest  desire  faithfully  to  avail  ourselves  of  its 
advantages." 

He  shall  also  sign  his  name  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose  by 
the  Proctor,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  name  and  residence  of  his 
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parent,  or  guardian,  and  shall  pay  to  the  Proctor  a    matriculation  fee 
of  $10. 

IX.— HONORS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

Section  1.  A  calendar  of  the  University  shall  be  published  at  the 
end  of  each  Academical  ye^r,  which  shall  designate  the  rank  of  every 
student  in  each  of  his  Schools.  Said  rank  shall  be  compounded  of  gen- 
eral good  conduct,  scholarship,  and  examinations.  A  copy  of  this  calen- 
dar shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  every  student  of 
the  University.  A  star,  as  a  mark  of  distinguished  merit,  shall  be  pre- 
fixed to  the  names  of  the  first  five  in  each  of  the  Schools  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Sec.  2.  A  diploma  of  graduation  in  any  School  may  be  given  at  tne 
end  of  the  term  to  each  student  who  shall  have  attained  a  certain  stand- 
ard, to  be  determined  by  examiners  appointed  by  the  Hebdomadal 
Board.  But  no  diploma  shall  in  any  case  be  conferred  until  the  can- 
didate shall  have  passed  such  examination  in  the  English  language  as 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board. 

Sec  3.  The  degree  of  A.B.  may  be  conferred  on  such  individuals  a3 
shall  have  passed  the  examination  necessary  for  graduation  in  the 
Schools  following : 

I.  Moral  Science  and  Evidences  of  Christianity. 
II.  Greek  Language  and  Literature. 

III.  Latin  Language  and  Literature. 

IV.  Mathematics. 
V.  Physics. 

VI.  English  Language  and  Literature. 

Sec.  4.  The  degree  of  A.M.  may  be  conferred  on  such  individuals  a3 
shall  have  passed  the  requisite  examination  for  graduation  in  the  Schools 
above  mentioned,  together  with  the  following: 
I.   Metaphysics. 
II.  Theoretical  and  Experimental  Chemistry. 

III.  Political  Science. 

IV.  Rhetoric,  Criticism.  Elocution,  and  Composition. 
V.  French  Language  and  Literature. 

VI.  The  German,  Spanish,  or  Italian  Language   and   Literat.tre,  a; 
the  student  rnay  elect. 

Moreover,   he    must  be   able   to   speak   the    French   Language  will 
accuracy. 

Sec.  5.  Fellowships  in  the  University  may  be  conferred  by  t h  3  Boar 
of  Trustees  on  such  Masters  of   Arts  as  have  excelled  in  anv  csi  of  tl 
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following  Schools,  to  wit :  of  Greek  Language  and  Literature,  Latin 
Language  and  Literature,  English  Language  and  Literature,  Physics, 
Mathematics,  Metaphysics,  Chemistry,  or  Natural  Sciences. 

Three  Fellows  may  be  elected  every  year,  each  of  whom  shall  have 
the  use  of  a  suite  of  rooms  free  of  rent,  and  $500  per  annum.  The 
tenure  of  a  Fellowship  shall  be  for  five  years.  If  a  Fellow  be  elected  to 
a  Professorship  or  Assistant  Professorship,  he  shall  vacate  his  Fellow- 
ship. Every  Fellow  shall  reside  in  the  University,  and  may  take  pupils 
for  private  instruction,  they  being  matriculants  of  the  University,  and 
receive  fees  for  such  tuition  at  a  rate  to  be  fixed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor 
and  the  Hebdomadal  Board.  The  instruction  given  shall  be  always  in 
the  studies  required  by  the  University.  They  may  be  selected  for  ex- 
aminers, and  shall  perform  the  duties  of  that  office  whenever  required  by 
the  Hebdomadal  Board. 

Sec.  G.  The  degrees  appropriate  to  the  Professional  Schools  of 
Theology,  Law,  and  Medicine,  shall  be  conferred  for  attainments  and 
distinctions,  to  be  determined  by  the  Professors  of  those  schools  severally. 

Sec.  7.  The  degrees  of  A.  B.  and  A.  M.  shall  be  awarded  by  the 
Hebdomadal  Board,  when  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  All 
honorary  degrees  shall  be  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  alone. 

X.— CHAPLAIN. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a  Chaplain  to  the  University,  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  who  shall  fix  his  salary,  and  he  shall  hold  his 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board.  He  shall  read,  every  day,  the 
Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  of  the  Church,  in  the  University  Chapel, 
shall  hold  the  usual  public  services  on  Suuday,  and  shall  have  a  general 
pastoral  oversight  of  the  Officers  and  students  of  the  University. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Professors,  Fellows,  and 
students  to  attend  morning  or  evening  prayers.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  students  and  all  the  Officers  of  the  University  to  attend  the 
morning  services  on  Sunday,  and  upon  the  Greater  Festivals  of  the 
Church. 

XL— LIBRARIAN. 

There  shall  be  a  Librarian  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  who  shall  be  paid 
auch  salary  and  perform  such  duties  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
prescribe. 

XII.— CURATORS  OF  CABINETS. 

The  Curators  of  cabinets,  the  museum,  etc.,  shall  be  appointed  by 
She  Vice-Chancellor, 
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XIII.— PROCTOR. 

Section  1.  The  general  duties  of  police  shall  be  performed  by  a 
Proctor,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  be  aided 
by  as  many  assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  Proctor  to  exercise  a 
constant  and  careful  surveillance  over  the  conduct  of  the  students,  and 
to  report  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  all  cases  of  infraction  by  them  of  the 
regulations  of  the  University. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  visit  at  least  once  a  week  all 
the  boarding  houses  licensed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  to  examine 
into  the  good  order,  comfort  and  cleanliness  of  the  rooms  and  offices  of 
the  students.  He  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  at  least 
once  a  week.  He  shall  account  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  for 
all  matriculation  fees  he  may  have  received. 

XIV  REGISTRAR. 

The  Registrar  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  the  Vice-Chancellor.  He  shall  attend 
daily  in  his  office  throughout  the  University  term  at  such  hours  as  the 
Vice-Chancellor  shall  prescribe,  and  shall  be  in  readiness  at  all  times  to 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
cording the  minutes  of  its  proceedings.  He  shall  keep  a  list  of  the 
licensed  boarding  houses,  also  a  list  of  the  names  and  residences  of  the 
students,  arranged  according  to  their  respective  Schools,  and  shall  furnish 
each  Professor  with  a  list  of  the  students  in  his  department.  He  shall  pre- 
pare and  issue,  under  the  direction  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  notices  for  meet- 
ings of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and  for  other  University  purposes.  He 
shall  digest  the  weekly  reports  of  the  Professors  and  Assistant  Profes- 
sors, and  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  prepare  the 
annual  calendar.  He  shall,  under  the  same  direction,  prepare  pro 
grammes  of  all  meetings  and  examinations,  and  conduct  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  University.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  transactions  of 
the  University  ;  and,  when  required  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  shall  pre- 
pare the  official  documents,  shall  preserve  copies  thereof,  and  shall  make 
copies  of  all  other  documents  which  may  be  required. 

XV.— TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  University  shall  receive  all  funds  from  diocesan 
Treasurers  and  from  the  Proctor,  and  shall  collect  such  rents  due  the 
University  aa  may  be  returned   to   him  by  the  Commissioner  of  Build 
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ings  and  Lands.     He   shall  make   a  full   report  of  the   operations  and 
condition  of  his  department  annually,  or  oftener  if  required. 

XVI.— AUDITOR. 

The  Auditor  shall  examine  and  audit  all  accounts  of  every  description 
against  the  University.  He  shall  critically  examine  and  report  to  the 
Comptroller  the  amount  properly  payable  upon  every  account  presented 
to  him.  He  shall  classify  all  accounts  under  the  different  heads  of  ex- 
penditure, and  keep  a  register  of  the  nature  and  amount  of  such  account, 
which  shall  correspond  with  the  number  of  said  account.  He  shall 
countersign  all  warrants  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer,  and  shall  keep  a 
register  of  all  such  warrants  as  he  may  have  countersigned. 

XVII.— COMPTROLLER. 

Section  1.  The  Comptroller  shall  re-examine  all  accounts  reported 
to  him  by  the  Auditor.  He  shall,  if  he  approve  the  same,  enter  his 
allowance  thereon  and  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount 
of  the  same  in  favor  of  the  individual  to  whom  may  be  payable.  He 
shall  carefully  register  all  accounts  and  preserve  the  originals  and 
vouchers  for  future  reference.  He  may  draw  a  warrant  upon  the  Treas- 
urer in  favor  of  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  upon  a 
requisition  presented  to  him  approved  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  which 
warrant  shall  be  charged  to  the  account  of  such  commissioner;  provided 
that  such  payments  have  been  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  2.  The  Comptroller  shall  annually  report  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  ten  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
a  full  statement  of  all  the  accounts  allowed  and  passed  by  him  properly 
classified  under  their  respective  heads  of  expenditure.  He  shall  also, 
at  the  same  time,  report  estimates  of  what  amounts  will  be  requisite  for 
the  expenditures  of  the  University  during  the  ensuing]  year,  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  only  shall  have  the  power  to  make  appropriations  to 
meet  such  expenditures. 

XVIII.— COMMISSIONER  OF  BUILDINGS  AND  LANDS. 

Section  1.  The  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  shall  have 
the  supervision  of  all  repairs  ordinarily  required  for  the  buildings  and 
grounds,  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  Conlrol  to  be  composed  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Comptroller.  To  this  Board 
he  shall  submit  all  plans  and  estimates  for  the  repair  and  improvement 
of  buildings  from  time  to  time,  and  upon  their  approval  he  shall  be 
authorized  to  have  the  same  executed,  and  not  otherwise.  The  general 
control  of  the  erection  of  buildings  and  making  improvements  shall  be 
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reserved,  however,  to  such  committee  as  shall  be  designated  by  tho 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  2.  The  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  shall  have 
the  leasing  of  the  tenements  and  grounds  of  the  University,  under  such 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  in  reference  thereto  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  prevent  trespasses  and  intrusions 
on  the  property  of  the  University,  real  and  personal,  and  to  recover  its 
possession  from  any  person  who  shall  improperly  withhold  the  same. 
To  this  end  he  is  required  to  be  vigilant  in  observing  all  trespasses  and 
intrusions,  and  prompt  in  reporting  them  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  in  lay- 
ing them  before  the  civil  authority,  and  communicating  to  the  proper 
law  officer,  when  required  by  the  Vice  Chancellor,  such  information  as 
he  may  at  any  time  have,  and  as  may  be  calculated  to  prevent  or  pun- 
ish breaches  of  the  peace,  trespasses  or  misdemeanors  within  the  pre- 
cincts of  the  University,  and  instantly  to  repel  from  the  precincts  all 
idle  or  suspicious  intruders  who  maybe  found  lurking  within  them  with- 
out ostensible  business. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  cause  all  the  grounds  and  tenements  of  the  Uni- 
versity to  be  kept  in  complete  order  and  neatness,  and  shall  have  au- 
thority to  abate  all  nuisances  on  the  University  domain. 

XIX.— BOARDING  AND  LODGING  HOUSES. 

Section  1.  All  students  shall  be  required  to  board  and  lodge  in 
such  houses  as  shall  be  provided  or  licensed  for  that  purpose  by  the 
University,  except  in  cases  where  they  may  have  parents,  guardians  or 
relatives  residing  on  the  domain  of  the  University. 

Sec.  2.  The  number  of  students  occupying  any  one  house  shall  not 
exceed  twelve.  Rates  of  board  shall  be  regulated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Hebdomadal  Board. 

Sec.  3.  An  amount  sufficient  to  cover  the  expense  of  a  student's 
board  and  lodging  for  three  months  shall  in  all  cases  be  required  to  be 
deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Universitv,  who  shall,  upon  the 
order  of  the  student,  pay  such  boarding-house  keeper,  monthly,  in  ad- 
vance. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  keep  a  boarding  house  at 
the  University  until  a  license  shall  have  been  obtained  from  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  which  license  shall  be  renewed  annually.  All  such  licenses 
may  be  revoked  Tor  cause  at  any  time. 

Sec.  5.  The  keepers  of  all  licensed  boarding  houses  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  the  preservation  of  good  order  in  their  respective  houses. 
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Sec.  6.  The  licenses  obtained  by  boarding-house  keepers  shall  be 
posted  in  some  conspicuous  place  within  the  house,  for  the  inspection  of 
all  persons. 

XX.— GYMNASIUM. 

The  Hebdomadal  Board  shall  have  power  to  establish  a  Gymnasium 
for  athletic  exercises,  and  any  other  School  of  a  useful  and  refining  in- 
fluence, and  to  appoint  the  officers  thereof. 

XXL— OFFENCES. 

Section  1.  Offences  against  the  statutes  of  the  University,  shall  be 
punished  in  such  manner  as  shall  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Sec  2.  Offences  against  the  laws  of  the  land  shall  be  left  to  the 
cognizance  of  the  civil  magistrate,  if  claimed  by  him,  or  may  be  sub- 
jected by  the  Hebdomadal  Board  to  any  of  the  punishments  permitted 
by  the  statutes,  whether  the  civil  magistrate  has  taken  cognizance  of 
them  or  not. 

XXII— ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the 
site  of  the  University,  on  the  second  "Wednesday  in  August  in  each  and 
every  year. 

XXIIL— LIABILITY  OF  SALARIES. 

In  case  of  the  removal  of  any  Officer  of  this  University  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  hefore  the  termination  of  his  prescribed  tenure  of  office,  he 
ehall  have  no  claim  whatever  for  the  proportion  of  salary  appertaining 
do  the  unexpired  term  of  said  tenure. 
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PROCEEDINGS. 


Columbia,  S.  C,  October  14th,  1861, 

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  pursuant 
to  the  call  of  the  President  of  the  Board,  several  members 
thereof  assembled  at  the  Rectory  of  Trinity  Church. 

After  prayer  by  the  Right  Rev.  President,  the  meeting  was 
called  to  order,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Crane  was  requested  to    perform   the  duties  of  that  officer. 

The  roll  being  called,  the  following  members  of  the  Board 
answered  to  their  names  : 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishops  Otey,  Elliott,  Green,  Davis  and 
Rutledge. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Curtis,  Glennic,  Mitchell  and  Crane, 
Messrs.  L.  N.  Whittle,  G.  R,  Fairbanks,  and  C.  T.  Pollard. 

There  being  no  quorum,  the  meeting  adjourned  until  to-mor- 
row at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

SECOND  DAY. 

Oct.  15th,  10  o'clock,.  A.  M. 
The  same  members  of  the  Board  met  as  on  yesterday.     After 
prayer  by  the  President,  the  calling  of  the  roll  was,  on  motion, 
dispensed  with,  and  the  Board  adjourned  to  5,  P.  M. 

Oct.  15th,  5,  o'clock.  P.  M. 
The  Board  assembled,  upon  calling  the  roll,  the  following  addi- 
tional members  answered  to  their  names  :  The  Right  Rev.  Bish- 
ops Atkinson,  Gregg,  and  Lay,  and  Mr.  R.  A.  Pringle.  A 
quorum  being  present,  the  Right  Rev.  President  declared  the 
Board  duly  organized. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crane,  the  Rev.  David  Pise,  D.D. 
was  unanimously  re-elected  Secretary  of  the  Board  for  the  en- 
suing year.  In  the  absence  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pise,  the  Rev.  W.. 
C.  Crane  was,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Elliott,  appointed  Secretary 
pro  tern. 

Upon  motion  of  the  Right  Rev;  Bishop  Atkinson,  a  commit- 
tee was  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  expressive  of  the  feelings 
of  the  members  of  the  body,  in  reference  to  the  death  of  their 
late  lamented  associate,  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Cobbs. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  said  committee,  Right  Rev,  Bishop 
Atkinson,  Rev.  Dr.  Leacock,  and  Mr.  C.  T.  Pollard. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Green,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee 
appointed  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  presented 
the  following  rules  of  order : 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1st.  The  Chancellor  of  the  University  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Board.  In  his  absence,  the  Chair  shall  be  tak- 
en by  the  Bishop  next  in  seniority,  as  provided  by  the  Consti- 
tution. 

2nd.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer  on  the  morn- 
ing of  every  day  during  the  session. 

3d.  When  the  President  takes  his  seat,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,,  or,  shall  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the.  Chair. 

4th.  Any  member  speaking  shall,  with  due  respect,  address 
himself  to  the  President,  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  matter 
under  consideration. 

5th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the  same 
subject  without  leave  of  the  Board. 

6th.  Whilst  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  abstain  from  any  private 
discourse. 

7th.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  meetings  of 
the  Board  without  permission  of  the  Chair. 

8th.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Board,  un- 
less seconded,  and  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 
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9th.  When  any  question  is  put,  every  member  shall,  on  di- 
vision, be  counted,  unless  being  personally  interested,  he  be  ex- 
cused by  the  Board. 

10th.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  new  motion 
shall  be  received,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it 
to  a  certain  time,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to 
amend  it,  or  to  divide  it ;  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purpos- 
es, shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named. 

11th.  A  motion  to  adjourn,  or  to  lay  upon  the  table,  shall  be 
decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be 
in  order. 

12th.  If  the  question  under  debate  contain  several  distinct 
propositions,  the  same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any 
member,  and  a  vote  be  taken  seperately  ;  except  that  a  motion 
to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

ISth.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board. 

14th.  The  reports  of  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  received,  of  course,  and  without  motion,  unless  re-com- 
mitted by  the  vote  of  the  Board.  All  reports  recommending, 
or  requiring  any  action,  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Board, 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  for  the  action  of  the  Board. 

15th.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
decision  of  the  Board,  and  shall  not  be  again  discussed,  unless 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  any  member  voting  in  the  affirmative,  may 
on  the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  is  taken,  move  for  a  recon- 
sideration of  the  question. 

16th.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair, 
without  debate;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decis- 
ion ;  and  on  such  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once,  without  express  leave  of  the  Board. 

11th.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  moved.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under 
consideration,  a  motion  to  amend  the  same,  may  be  made;  but 
no  after  amendment  to  such  second  •amendment  shall  be   in  or- 
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der.  But  when  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  is  under  con- 
sideration, a  substitute  for  the  whole,  may  be  received.  No 
proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  consideration' 
shall  be  received  under  color  ofa  substitute, 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell,  the  above  "Rules  of  Order" 
were  adopted  for  the  permanent  government  of  the  Board. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, presented  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  in  presenting  their  report,  beg 
leave,  injustice  to  themselves,  respectfully  to  remind  the  Board 
that  the  duties  of  the  Committee  are  defined  in  the  following 
resolutions  passed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  at 
University  Place,  Oct.  9,  1860,  to  wit: 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  Board,  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, which  shall  meet  at  University  Place,  at  least  three  days 
before  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  to  which  shall 
be  reported  by  the  Commissioners,  Executive  Committee,  Dioce- 
san Treasurers  and  Treasurer  of  the  University,  all  such  mat- 
ters as  may  be  under  their  direction  and  control,  connected 
with  the  financial  affairs  of  the  University,  so  as  to  enable  the 
Committee  to  prepare  a  report  of  the  financial  affairs  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  on  its  assembling. 

The  Journal  containing  the  resolution,  and  the  other 
proceedings  of  the  Board  at  its  last  meeting,  though  printed  by 
the  order  of  the  Board,  have  not,  so  far  as  the  Committee  can 
ascertain,  been  distributed  even  to  the  parties  named  in  the 
resolution,  and  this  it  is  presumed,  is  one  reason  why  so  small  a 
part  of  the  reports  called  for  by  said  resolution  have  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Committee.  The  few  which  have  been  received, 
were  obtained  in  response  to  a  request  of  the  Committee,  who, 
when  it  was  full}'  ascertained  that  the  Journal  of  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  had  not  been  distributed,  sent  a  manuscript 
copy  of  the  aforesaid^resolution  to  each  of  the  several  parties 
therein  named. 

They    are   not,  however,  sufficient   to  enable   the   Committee 
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to  furnish  the  Board  at  this  time,  with  any  statement  of  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  University,  which  would  be  of  any  ser- 
vice or  value  whatsoever. 

Finding  it  impossible,  therefore,  by  no  fault,  however,  of  their 
own,  to  perform  the  duty  assigned  them  either  satisfactorily  to 
themselves,  or  so  as  to  effect  any  good  purpose,  your  Com- 
mittee respectfully  ask  to  be  excused  from  any  attempt  to  do  so 
at  the  present  meeting  of  the  Board.

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  resolutions  in  reference 
to  the  death  of  the  late  Bishop  Cobbs,  a  former  member  of 
the  Board,  beg   leave  to  report  the  following  : 

Resolved,  1st.  That  in  the  death  of  Bishop  Cobbs,  this  Board 
has  not  only  experienced  a  heavy  loss  in  common  with  the 
whole  Church,  which  has  thus  been  bereaved  of  one  of  its  most 
eminent  and  useful  Prelates,  and  with  the  community  which 
has  been  deprived  of  one  of  the  best  and-  wisest,  and  most  de- 
vout men  of  his  generation,  but  has  itself,  especially  suffered  in 
losing  the  services  of  a  member  whose  zeal  in  its  behalf,  was 
ardent,  whose  counsels  were  always  judicious,  and  whose  great 
and  well  merited  influence  in  his  Diocese  and  elsewhere,  recom- 
mended to  the  public  confidence  and  favor,  any  enterprise 
he  was  know"  strongly  to  sustain. 
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Resolved,  2nd.  That  in  the  death  of  Bishop  Cobbs,  each  mem- 
ber of  this  Board  feels  that  he  has  lost  a  personal  and  highly 
valued  friend. 

Resolved,  3d.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  communi- 
cated to  the  family  of  the  deceased,  with  the  assurance  of  the 
sincere  sympathy  of  the  members  of  the  Board  in  their  grief 
for  the  irreparable  loss  they  have  sustained.

The  following  report,  with  the  accompanying  letter  of  resig- 
nation was  presented  by  the  Right  Rev.  Commissioner,  the 
Bishop  of  Georgia. 

The  undersigned,  late  one  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  for  the 
collection  and  preservation  of  the  endowment  of  the  University 
of  the  South,  begs  leave  to  report : 

That  the  Commissioners,  as  soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Board,  as  was  practicable,  took  advice  from  some  of  the  most 
experienced  Lay  Trustees,  as  to  the  practicability  of  continuing 
their  mission,  The  unanimous  opinion  of  these  gentlemen  was 
that  nothing  could  be  effected  in  the  way  of  collection  in  the 
then  uncertain  and  distracted  condition  of  the  country,  especial- 
ly while  the  position  of  Tennessee  was  undecided.  Their  ad- 
vice was  to  place  everything  in  connection  with  the  University 
in  as  snug  a  condition  as  possible,  and  wait  events. 

In  pursuance  of  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  the  Commis- 
sioners proceeded,  as  rapidly  as  incoming  revenue  would  permit, 
to  liquidate  the  outstanding  claims  upon  the  University,  and  to 
put  a  stop  at  once  to  all  expenditures.  They  were  engaged  in 
this  work,  when  they  were  seperated  by  secession.  Fire  and  war, 
and  circumstances  have  entirely  prevented  their  meeting  since 
the  secession  of  Tennessee,  North  Carolina  and  Arkansas  has  re- 
united our  Dioceses.  It  was  useless  to  prosecute  any  work  so 
long  as  Tennessee  remained  in  the  old  Union  ;  and  she  did  not 
determine  her  status  until  June  last,  when  the  country  was  in 
the  confusion  of  war,  and  every  collegian  was  defending  his  home 
and  fireside.     Nothing  has  been  done  to  advance  the  University. 
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It  is  impossible  for  the  undersigned  to  make  any  detailed  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  Commissioners, 
without  consultation  with  his  colleague  in  whose  possession  are 
all  the  acounts  and  vouchers.  His  position  in  the  army  of  the 
Confederate  States  has  rendered  an  interview  impossible.  The 
undersigned  can  say,  in  a  general  way,  that  no  loss  has  ensued 
to  the  University,  and  that  every  thing  has  been  done  which 
could  be  done,  to  advance  its  interest. 

Your  Commissioner  trusts  that  the  time  may  soon  come,  when 
the  Board  may  resume  its  active  operations,  and  consummate 
the  great  work  which  has  been  so  nobly  begun. 

In  resigning  his  position  as  Commissioner,  the  undersigned 
desires  himself  to  be  considered  responsible  for  all  transactions 
of  the  Commissioners  up  to  the  date  of  his  resignation.

the  office  of  Commissioner  with  which  I  have  been  entrusted.

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  are  hereby  authori- 
zed, when  they  have  received  the  report  of  the  Finance  "Com- 
mittee, to  apply  such  funds  as  may  be  in  the  Treasury,  first  to 
the  payment  of  any  debts  that  may  be  due  and  unpaid,  and  any 
surplus  to  the  erection  of  buildings,  or  to  such  other  pur- 
pose as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  the  Finance  Committee,  Rev.  Mr. 
Mitchell,  and  Messrs.  Pollard  and  Griffin. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Finance  be  authorized  to 
have  printed  one  hundred  copies  of  a  form  of  the  report, 
they  desire  to  have  filled  by  each  of  the  Diocesan  Treasurers 
of  the  University,  and  to  furnish  them  from  time  to  time  to 
said  Diocesan  Treasurers,  as  they  may  need  them.

ment of  the  University,  and  after    reserving  one  hundred  copies 
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to  he  preserved  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  distrib- 
ute the  remaining  copies  at  his  discretion,  and  if  the  journal  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Board  at  the  meeting  held  at  University 
Place,  October  9th,  1860,  have  been  destroyed  by  fire,  to  have 
said  proceedings  republished  with  the  proceedings  of  this  meet- 
ing. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Crane,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  such  funds  as  shall  be  specially  contributed 
for  the  purpose,  be  applied  to  the  establishment  of  a  Preparatory 
School  at  Sewanee,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee* 

On  motion  of  Mr  Fairbanks, 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to 
draw  upon  the  Treasurer,  for  such  funds  as  may  come  into  his 
hands,  as  may  be  requisite  to  carry  into  effect  the  resolutions  of 
this  Board. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr,  Mitchell,  Mr  Craighead  was  re- 
elected Treasurer  of  the  Board.

In  pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  the  morning,  inviting  the 
Bishop  of  Alabama  to  deliver  a  sermon  commemorative  of  the 
life  and  labours  of  the  late  Bishop  Elliott — the  Rt.  Rev.,  the 
Bishops  of  Mississippi,  Arkansas,  Alabama  and  Tennessee,  with 
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a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled  in  St.  John's 
Church,  at  7  o'clock,  P.  M.  After  suitable  religious  services,  in 
which  the  Bishops  of  Tennessee  and  Arkansas,  and  Mr.  Hines,  ' 
of  Memphis,  Tennessee,  took  part,  the  Right  Rev.,  the  Bish- 
op of  Alabama,  delivered  an  appropriate  discourse.  The  Right 
Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  dismissed  the  congregation 
with  prayer  and  the  Blessing  of  Peace. 

Thursday,  February  14th. 

The  Board  assembled  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.  Prayer  was  offer- 
ed by  the  Right  Rev.  Chancellor.  Present  as  on  yesterday,  with 
the  addition  of  the  Bishop  of  Arkansas. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read,  amended  and  approved. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  resolutions  of  respect  for 
the  memory  of  the  four  Right  Rev.  members  of  the  Board  who 
have  been  called  away,  from  the  scene  of  their  earthly  labors, 
since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  presented  the  following 
report : 

Desirous  of  placing  upon  record  some  expression  of  our  deep 
sense  of  the  great  loss,  which  we,  in  common  with  the  whole 
Church,  have  sustained  in  the  death  of  our  late  colleagues, 
Bishops  Otey,  Polk,  Elliott,  and  Rutledge,  and  of  the  feelings 
with  which  we  will  ever  cherish  their  beloved  and  blessed  raem- 
ries,  it  is 

Resolved,  That  all  the  difficulties  vvhich  press  upon  us  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  great  work  in  which  we  are  engaged,  are  light 
in  comparison  with  the  inscrutable  visitation  that  has  deprived 
us  of  the  companionship,  council  and  co-operation  of  the  three 
.Bishops,  who  successively  filled  the  office  of  Chancellor  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  and  of  theirjbrother  Trustee,  the  Bish- 
op of  Florida. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  zeal  which  knew  no  bounds  in  the  ser- 
vice of  his  Master,  that  marked  the  whole  life  of  the  venerated 
Bishop  Otey,  we  find  as  good  a  model  for  our  imitation,  as  the 
Church  in  modern  times  affords ;  and  that  we,  especially  as  the 
guardians  of  this  institution,  are  called  upon  to  imitate  the  pa-

versity was  founded  to  secure,  shall  ever  be  accomplished,  the 
praise,  under  God,  will  be  mainly  due  to  the  wisdom  and  fore- 
thought, the  hopeful  confidence  and  indefatigable  labors  of  its 
founder,  the  magnanimous  and  self-sacrificing  Bishop  Polk. 

Resolved,  That  we  have  lost  in  Bishop  Elliott,  a  colleague 
possessed  of  the  most  extraordinary  endowments,  and  of  the 
rarest  attainments,  joined  to  all  those  qualities  of  head  and  heart 
which  fitted  him  for  usefulness,  above  almost  all  other  men 
whom  we  have  ever  known. 

Resolved,  That  we  record  our  affectionate  appreciation  of  the 
meekness  and  gentleness,  combined  with  unswerving  attach- 
ment to  principle,  and  devotion  to  duty,  which  marked  the  un- 
ostentatious, yet  holy  and  useful  life  of  the  lamented  Bishop 
Rutledge. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  removal  from  the  scene  of  their  earthly 
labors  of  these  eminent  saints,  we  recognize  the  call  which  is 
made  upon  us,  their  surviving  brethren,  to  carry  on  with  redou- 
bled diligence,  the  work  which  they  so  well  began,  and  with  the 
help  of  God,  we  pledge  ourselves  to  rear  upon  the  foundation 
which  they  laid,  an  institution  of  learning,  which  will  not  only 
perpetuate  their  names  and  deeds,  but  which  will  also  bless  the 
Church  and  the  country  with  constantly  increasing  efficiency  to 
generatious  yet  unborn. 

Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  published  in  the  papers 
in  Montgomery,  Memphis,  New  Orleans,  Tallahassee  and  Savan- 
nah, and  that  copies  be  furnished  the  respective  families  of  the 
deceased  Bfshops.

The  Committee  appointed  to  devise  a  plan  for  putting  the 
University  in  operation,  reported  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  pres- 
ent condition  and  future  requirements  of  the  University  report : 
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That  they  have,  with  entire  unanimity,  come  to  the  conclu- 
sions embraced  in  the  following  resolutions,  as  embodying  the 
essential  features,  which  they  deem  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
institution. 

Resolved,  That  there  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a 
Vice  Chancellor,  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  solicit- 
ing subscriptions,  and  otherwise  advancing  the  interests  of  the 
University.  The  Vice  Chancellor  shall  receive  a  salary  of  two 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  his  travelling  expenses. 

Resolved,  That  there  shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  Lay 
Trustees,  a  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  to  act  as 
General  Agent,  who  shall  be  associated  with  the  Vice  Chancel- 
lor in  the  work  of  soliciting  subscriptions,  and  who  shall  be  the 
business  manager  of  the  University,  to  reside  at  the  University 
site,  and  who  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, have  in  charge  all  the  business  affairs  of  the  Universi- 
ty ;  that  the  salary  of  the  said  Commissioner  shall  be  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  he  shall  receive  his 
travelling  expenses. 

i  Resolved,  That  the  accounts  of  the  institution  shall  beadjus- 
tedj'and  the  debts  shall  be  accurately  ascertained  and  arranged  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  either  by  the  application  of  any 
funds  which  may  be  available  from  the  existing  assets  of  the 
institution,  or  by  the  issue  of  bonds,  to  be  paid  at  a  future  time, 
and  that  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  acting  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Vice  Chancellor,  may  adjust,  or 
compromise  anv  existing  subscriptions  as  may  seem  most  ad- 
vantageous to  the  interests  of  the  University  ;  and  any  funds 
so  obtained,  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  donors,  or  their  rep- 
resentatives, be  applied  to  clear  off  existing  indebtedness,  or  for 
building  purposes. 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocesan  Treasurers  be  requested  to  turn 
over  to  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and 
Lands,  the  notes,  bonds,  and  other  assets  of  the  University  in 
their  hands. 

The    Committee    further  report,   that   they    believe   certain 
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changes  essential  in  the  Constitution,  in  order  to  authorize  the 
use  of  any  funds  which  may  be  realized,  for  the  erection  of 
buildings,  and  in  order  to  make  a  quorum  to  consist  of  a  less 
number  of  Trustees  than  at  present,  and  that  a  special  com- 
mittee be  authorized  to  examine,  and  report,  upon  such  changes.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks, 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to 
erect  buildings  for  the  University  purposes,  to  the  extent  of  any 
funds  which  may  be  available  for  that  purpose. 

On  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the 
following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky  be  invited  to  send 
deputies  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  at  Sewanee,  in  Au- 
gust 1867. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee 

Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor  be  requested  to  prepare  an  ad- 
dress to  the  members  and  friends  of  the  Church,  setting  forth 
the  plans  proposed  by  the  Board  and  calling  upon  the  Clergy 
and  Laity,  to  give  their  earnest  and  hearty  co-operation. 

The  Board  adjourned  to  the  hour  of  10  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning. 

Friday,  February  15th. 

The  Board  met — Prayer  by  the  Chancellor.  Present  as  on 
yesterday,  with  the  addition  of  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana. 

The  following  communication  was  received  : 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  : 

Brethren  :  I  have  been  extremely  anxious  to  establish  a 
Theological  School,  on  the  domain  of  the  University  of  the 
South.  I  have  erected  a  building,  known  as  Otey  Hall,  where 
a  goodly  number  of  students  may  be  accommodated. 

I  beg  leave" to  offer  to  the  Board,  the  said  building,  as  part  01 
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the  property  of  the  University,  on  condition  that  the  Board 
adopt  the  Training  School,  as  the  Theological  Department  of 
the  University  of  the  South.

Ordered,  That  the  communication  lie  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Crane, 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  es- 
tablish, and  put  in  operation,  so  soon  as  they  may  deem  it  advi- 
sable, a  High  School  on  the  University  grounds. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana  be  appointed  to  ex- 
press to  Mr.  George  Peabody,  the  sense  which  this  body  enter- 
tains, of  the  generosity  which  suggested  his  munificent  donation 
in  furtherance  of  the  educational  interests  of  the  Southern 
States. 

The  communication  from  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  was  taken 
up  for  consideration,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Whittle,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  proposition  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee 
be,  and  is  hereby  accepted. 

A  communication  from  Mr.  Troost,  offering  to  the  Universi- 
ty, a  very  valuable  cabinet  of  minerals,  was  read  by  the  Chan- 
cellor. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee, 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Curtis,  be  requested  to  replv  to 
the  communication  of  Mr.  Troost,  and  also,  to  correspond  with 
the  representatives  of  Bishop  Elliott,  relative  to  his  collections 
in  Natural  History. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Whittle  : 

Resolved,  That  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Board 
be  signed  by  all  the  Trustees  present,  and  that  the  Secretary 
procure  the  signatures  of  such  other  Trustees,  as  he  may  he 
able  to  obtain. 

The  Chancellor  and  Vice  Chancellor  were  requested  to  act  in 
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conjunction  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board,  ap- 
pointed October  1861. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee, 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Curtis,  be  requested  to  make 
known  through  the  press,  the  loss  of  the  surveys  and  maps,  be- 
longing to  the  University;  and  also  an  album  of  landscape 
drawings,  by  Bishop  Hopkins,  of  Vermont,  and  that  an  effort 
be  made  to  recover  the  same. 

On  motion,  the  Board  took  a  recess  till  5  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Friday,  5  o'clock,  P.  M. 
The  Board   resumed  its  session.     The  Bishops  of  Louisiana 
and  Tennessee  gave  their  views  of  the  steps  to  be  taken,  to  pro- 
mote the  spiritual  culture  of  the  future  members  of  the  High 
School. 

The  rough  draft  of  the  minutes  was  read  and  approved. 
On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  after  devotional  services,  this  Board  adjourn 
sine  die. 

The  Board  united  in  singing  the  27th  hymn,  "Blest  is  the  tie 
that  binds."  Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Chancellor,  who  dis- 
missed the  meeting  with  the  Blessing  of  Peace.

The  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  by  request, 
were  read  . 

On  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Quintard,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Board  are  greatly  grat- 
ified at  the  presence  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charming  Moore  Williams, 
Missionary  ^Bishop  to  China  and  Japan,  and  that  he  be  invited 
to  lake  part  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Board. 

The  Rev.  James  Craik,  D.  D.,   of  the   Diocese  of  Kentucky, 
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presented  the  journal  of  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese,  held 
on  Wednesday,  the  1st  day  of  June,  1867,  embodying  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,    which  had  been  adopted  by  that  Body: 

Resolved,  That  we  acknowledge  with  great  pleasure,  the  cor- 
dial invitation  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
and  without  deciding  upon  the  final  action  of  this  Diocese,  will 
now  proceed  to  -elect  delegates  to  attend  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  be  held  at  University  Place,  Sewanee, 
on  the  second  Wednesday  in  August  next,  and  report  to  the 
next  Convention. 

On  nomination,  the  Convention  then  elected  the  following  del- 
egates to  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Universi- 
ty of  the  South,  as  in  the  foregoing  resolution  provided  :  Rev. 
Jas.  Craik,  D,  D.,  Rev.  Dr.  Totten,  T.  S.  Kennedy,  Esq.,  and 
Wni.  Cornwall,  Esq. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  have  learned  with  pleasure  of  the 
action  of  the  Convention  of  Kentucky  included  in  the  forego- 
ing resolution ;  and  that  the  delegates  present,  be  invited  to 
seats  in  this  Board,  and  to  participate  in  our  deliberations. 

Whereupon  the  Rev.  Dr.  Craik  took  his  seat. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  offered  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions,  which  were  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  Church  of  England  laid  the  first  foundation 
of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  America,  and  through  her  nursing 
care  and  protection,  was  instrumental  in  furthering  the  work  of 
Christ,  and  the  Church  in  the  older  States  of  America;  and 

Whereas,  The  approaching  council  of  Bishops  in  visible 
communion  with  the  English  Church,  lias  for  its  object,  in  an 
especial  manner,  the  promotion  of  the  missionary  work  of  the 
Church  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
be  requested  to  address  a  statement,  and  appeal  to  the  Most 
Rev.  the  Arch  Bishops,  and  the  Right  Rev.,  the  Bishops  of  the 
Church  of  England,  setting  forth  the  lamentable  condition  of 
the  Church  in  the  Southern  Dioceses,  the  history   and  vast   im- 
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portance  of  our  enterprise,  and  ask  their  co-operation  in  carry- 
ing forward  the  work. 

Resolved,  That  this  address  shall  be  sent  through  the  Vice 
Chancellor,  who  shall  be  authorized  and  requested  to  solicit 
from  the  presiding  Bishop  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States, 
his  counsel,  advice  and  co-operation  ir.  the  presentation  of  the 
address,  and  in  presenting  the  claims  of  the  University  to  the 
Bishops,  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Church  of  England. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Clergymen  and  Laymen  of  the  Church,  who 
may  be  present  at  University  Place,  be  invited  to  attend  the 
sessions  of  the  Board. 

On  motion,  the  Board  adjourned  to  9  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning. 

Friday  Morning,  August  2d,  1867. 

The  Board  met  according  to  adjournment,  and  prayers  were 
offered  by  the  Right  Rev.  Chancellor. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  L.  N.  Whittle  offered  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions : 

Whereas,  It  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  success  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  that  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  should  be  regularly  and  punctually  attended;  and 

Whereas,  This  has  been  repeatedly  defeated  for  want  of  a 
quorum  of  the  Board,  caused  by  vacancies  and  the  non-attend- 
ance of  members  of  the  Beard  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  several  Dioceses,  represented  in  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  are  urgently  requested  to  authorize  their  respective 
Ecclesiastical  Authorities,  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur, 
from  any  cause,  in  the  members  of  Trustees  appointed  from 
such  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  any  Trustees  who  have  been,  or  may  hereaf- 
ter be  elected,  and  who  from  any  cause,  may  not  be  able  to  at- 
tend the  meetings  of  the  Board,  are  urgently  requested  to  notify 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  their  inability  to  attend,  and 
vacate  their  appointments,  so  that  their  places  may  be  filled  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority. 
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Unsolved,  That  the  Secretary  send  copies  of  the  foregoing 
preamble  and  resolutions  to  each  of  the  Bishops,  with  the  ur- 
gent request  that  they  bring  the  same  to  notice  of  their  respect- 
ive conventions. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  L.  N.  Whittle,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  during  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennes 
see  in  Europe,  Mr.  Geo.  R.  Fairbanks  is  authorized  to  discharge 
all  the  duties  assigned  to  the  committee,  composed  of  the  Bishop 
and  himself,  by  the  Board  at  their  last  meeting  in  Montgomery. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Pise,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  until  further  instructed,  the  contemplated 
High  School  shall  embrace  the  schools  numbered  respectively 
in  the  VI  Statute,  1,  2,  3,  14,  22,  and  28. 

Mi*.  Geo.  R.  Fairbanks  presented  the  following  report: 

The  undersigned  canvasser  and  general  agent  would  respect- 
fully report  to  the  Board,  that,  immediately  upon  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  meeting  at  Montgomer}',  in  February  last,  he  as- 
sumed charge  of  the  business  affairs  of  the  University. 

The  close  of  the  war  found  our  buildings  burned  to  the 
ground,  our  corner  stone  broken  into  fragments,  and  a  blank  of 
five  years  which  had  accrued  without  the  possibility  of  advan- 
cing the  work.  The  special  convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ten- 
nessee in  October  1866,  took  the  first  step  towards  resuscitating 
the  enterprise  by  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  take  meas- 
ures for  establishing,  with  the  concurrence,  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board,  a  Training  and  Theological  School  at 
the  site  of  the  University.  In  March  1866,  the  Bishop  of 
Tcunessee  planted  a  cross  upon  the  site  of  the  chapel  of  the 
Mission,  and  in  May  of  the  same  year,  a  building  was  put  up 
for  the  purpose  of  the  Training  School,  by  the  designation  of 
Otey  Hall,  the  funds  for  the  erection  of  which,  was  provided 
by  collections  obtained  by  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee.  During 
the  summer  of  1866  Bishop  Cuiintard  and  myself  erected  res- 
idences near  Otey  Hall,  and  removed  our  families  to  this  place. 

Bishop  Elliott,  upon  whom  the  Chancellorship  had  devolved, 
called    a   meeting   of    the   Trustees   to  assemble   at   University 
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Place  on  the  11th  of  October,  1866.  This  meeting  was  attend- 
ed by  Bishops  Elliott,  Green,  Lay  and  Quintard,  and  several 
clerical  and  lay  delegates,  and  after  due  consideration,  it  was 
unanimously  determined,  that  the  work  of  establishing  the  Uni- 
versity should  be  prosecuted.  The  death  of  Bishop  Elliott  oc- 
curred in  December,  1866,  and  Bishop  Green  became  Chancel- 
lor. A  meeting  was  called  by  him,  to  take  place  at  Montgom- 
ery, Alabama  in  February  At  that  meeting,  it  was  decided  to 
take  steps  to  establish,  as  early  as  possible,  a  High  School  of 
the  best  description  as  an  initiatory  step,  and  beginning  of  the 
University,  and  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  was  appointed  a  Com- 
missioner to  solicit  funds  for  that  purpose.  The  undersigned 
was  at  the  same  time,  appointed  a  Commissioner  and  General 
Agent  to  assist  Bishop  Quintard,  and  also,  to  look  after  and 
arrange  the  assets  and  subscriptions,  and  to  take  the  general 
supervision  of  affairs  at  the  University. 

We  anticipated  entering  at  onr-e  upon  the  work  of  collecting, 
but  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  had  made  appointments  in  hi^ 
Diocese,  which  he  considered  it  imperative  that  he  should  fulfil, 
and  we  were  delayed  on  that  account  until  May,  when  we  were 
urgently  requested  by  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  to  postpone  our 
visit  until  fall,  We  made,  however,  a  brief  visit  to  Kentuc- 
ky, and  received  very  acceptable  aid  from  Louisville,  which  en- 
abled us  to  fit  out  our  present  buildings  with  the  furniture 
requisite,  to  accommodate  a  considerable  number  of  students. 
Bishop  Quintard  also  visited  in  July,  Savannah  and  Augusta, 
and  received  acceptable  contributions  in  both  places.  The  ladies 
of  Savannah  organized  themselves  into  an  association  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  at  the  University,  a  College  Hall  in  memory 
of  their  late  beloved  Bishop,  to  be  called  Elliott  Hall. 

I  hoped  to  have  laid  before  the  Board,  a  full  statement  of 
the  affairs  of  the  University,  but  have  been  unable  to  do  so,  in 
consequence  of  not  having  received  from  the  Treasurer  of  Lou- 
isiana the  accounts  and  .statements  necessary   for  that  purpose. 

Since  our  last  meeting,  no  new  claims  for  indebtedness  have 
been  presented.     Proceedings  to  enforce  the  collection  of  a  claim 
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of  $550  and  interest,  for  lumber  claimed  to  have  been  delivered 
in  1860,  have  been  commenced,  I  find  no  evidence  to  support 
the  claims  among  the  papers  of  the  University,  and  have  requir- 
ed proof  to  be  made.  A  proceeding  in  chancery,  has  been  also 
commenced  to  make  the  University  responsible  for  notes  given 
individually  by  Mr.  A.  M.  JRutledge  and  Bishop  Polk  in  set- 
tlement of  an  alleged  claim  upon  the  Shepard  tract.  There  was, 
it  is  believed,  no  valid  consideration  for  these  notes.  I  assured 
the  parties  in  each  of  these  cises,  that  the  just  debts  of  the 
University  would  be  settled  as  soon  as  means  could  be  obtained 
from  the  assets  which  it  was  impossible  at  present  to  do.  As 
they  have  chosen  to  institute  proceedings,  I  have  deemed  it  best 
to  require  a  judicial  decision  as  to  our  liability. 

During  the  present  summer  Otey  Hall  has  been  completed 
and  improved.  A  new  building,  in  connection  with  Otey  Hall 
has  been  put  up,  and  will  be  soon  completed.  The  materials 
for  the  erection  of  a  neat  and  commodious  chapel  have  been 
mainly  placed  on  the  ground.  This  building  is  also  designed 
for  school  rooms.  Upon  the  strength ,  of  the  pledges  given  at 
Montgomery,  in  reference  to  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  sev- 
eral residences  have  been  erected  and  several  leases  have  been 
made. 

For  the  immediate  purposes  of  the  Institution,  in  order  to 
open  a  school  of  seventy-five  pupils,  the  sum  of  $2, 000  to  $2, 
500  is  necessary. 

The  amounts  which  have  been  received  and  disbursed  are  ex- 
hibited in  the  account  current. 

An  impression  appears  to  prevail  in  some  quarters,  that  a 
considerable  amount  has  been  already  expended  here,  and  which 
is  regarded  as  a  dead  loss  to  the  University.  The  total  amount 
disbursed  from  1857  to  1862,  was  about  $28,000.  Of  this  sum, 
surveys  and  Engineers  and  Superintendents'  salary  was  paid 
to  the  amount  of  $6,300;  opening  roads,  $1000;  landscape 
gardening,  $900;  purchase  of  interfering  tracts,  $1,500; 
Corner  Stone  expenses,  $2200,00;  erection  of  buildings, 
$.°.()00;   printing,   <vc,   $2000;  Commissioners   salaries  and  ex- 
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peases,  $10,350.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  amounts  expen- 
ded cannot  be  considered  as  sunk  or  lost.  They  were  for  the 
most  part  current  expenses  incident  to  all  enterprises,  and  the 
means  which  resulted  in  securing  a  landed  domain  of  9000  acres, 
and  a  subscription  of  nearly  $400,000.  The  lands  are  as  valu- 
able as  ever,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  obligations  given,  will 
be  to  a  considerable  extent  available  under  an  improving 
state  of  the  country.  The  unnecessary  and  wanton  destruction 
of  the  buildings  by  the  troops  of  the  United  States,  should  be  a 
valid  claim  for  reimbursement  against  the  government.' 

The  Commissioners  propose  to  renew  their  efforts  to  obtain 
means  to  put  up  necessary  buildings  this  fall,  and  hope  to  find 
those  to  whom  a  good  Providence  may  give  the  ability  ready 
and  willing  to  forward  this  great  work.

The  Committee  on  the  "  Statement  of  Facts."  and  Appeals  for 
aid,  presented  the  following  Report : 


To    the    Members  of  the    Protestant    Episcopal    Church    in    the 


United  States  of  America :  \ 

Dear  Brethren: 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  The  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  held  at  University  Place,  Tenn., 
August  12,  1868,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  address  an  Appeal 
to  the  Church  at  large,  with  reference  to  the  University,  setting 


forth  what  has  been  done  for  its  establishment,  its  present  condi. 
tion,  future  prospects,  and  urgent  claims  upon  the  sympathy  ami 
material  aid  of  Churchmen  in  all  parts  of  the  land  for  its  deve- 
lopment and  support. 

And,  inasmuch  as  doubts  have  been  expressed  of  late,  whether 
this  noble  enterprise  is  ever  to  be  carried  out,  it  was  thought  well 
to  invite  public  attention  to  the  subject  by  recapitulating  some  of 
the  statements  heretofore  made  as  to  the  objects  had  in  view  in 
the  inception  of  this  undertaking,  the  wide  scope  of  instruction 
proposed,  the  advantage  of  its  local  position,  the  means  already 
provided,  and  the  pressing  need  which  exists  for  such  a  University 
in  the  i>resent  condition  of  our  country. 

Before  the  commencement  of  our  present  troubles,  the  need  was 
felt  throughout  the  more  Southern  portions  of  the  Union  for  a 
School  of  Learning  more  worthy  of  our  wealth  and  intelligence 
than  any  which  up  to  that  time  had  been  of  easy  access  to  our 
people. 

It  is  true,  and  as  Americans  we  rejoice  in  the  truth,  that  Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  with 
other  States,  could  point  with  pride  to  their  respective  and  time- 
honoured  Universities,  but  still  the  question  was  asked  by  some  of 
our  leading  and  more  thoughtful  spirits,  why  should  the  great 
South  West,  possessing  as  it  does  every  facility  for  the  establish- 
ment and  support  of  such  a  University,  be  compelled  to  send  its 
sons  abroad,  or  to  a  distance  from  their  homes,  to  be  instructed  in 
a  wider  range  of  literature,  or  the  higher  departments  of  science. 

It  was  therefore  felt  that  a  University  proper  was  demanded, 
which,  while  it  stored  the  mind  with  all  that  was  noble  and  worthy 
of  remembrance  in  ancient  and  modern  learning,  should  with  like 
care  and  in  corresponding  degree,  as  the  only  true  basis  of  all 
education,  train  our  youth  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  reli- 
gion and  the  goodly  ways  of  the  Church. 

To  the  establishment  of  such  a  University  on  a  scale  worthy  of 
the  people  for  whom  it  was  primarily  intended,  of  our  whole  country 
and  of  the  age,  the  minds  of  several  of  the  leading  men  of  our 
Church  were  turned  with  anxious  solicitude  more  than  ten  years 
ago,  and  the  effort  to  lay  its  foundation  vigorously  prosecuted  for 
a  time. 

The  first  step  to  be  taken  was  to  secure  a  suitable  site;  one  that 
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would  be  us  nearly  central  as  possible  to  the  region  more  particil- 
arly  interested,  and  at  the  same  time  exempt  in  the  greatest  degree 
from  the  diseases  incident  to  a  Southern  climate.  After  a  thorough 
examination  of  several  places  liberally  proposed  for  the  purpose  in 
Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi  and  Tennessee,  choice  was  made  of 
a  beautiful  plateau  or  tract  of  table  land  on  the  Cumberland 
Mountains,  in  the  County  of  Franklin,  and  State  of  Tennessee,  at 
an  elevation  of  one  thousand  i'eet  above  the  surrounding  country, 
and  two  thousand  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea ;  a  region  of  the 
purest  atmosphere,  where  sickness  is  almost  unknown,  which 
abounds  with  freestone  and  chalybeate  waters — presenting  mag- 
nificent views  in  every  direction,  underlaid  throughout  its  whole 
extent  with  beds  of  richest  coal,  covered  with  valuable  timber, 
abounding  in  every  variety  of  stone  necessary  for  useful  and  orna- 
mental building,  and  overlooking  valleys  rich  in  the  products  of 
the  earth.  No  sooner  was  this  locality  selected  as  the  most  eligible 
site,  than  the  neighboring  landholders,  with  a  praiseworthy  libera- 
lity, made  over  to  the  Trustees  several  tracts,  amounting  in  all  to 
a  solid  body  of  ten  thousand  acres ;  to  this  was  added  a  liberal 
charter  by  the  Legislature  of  Tennessee,  which  granted  every  pri- 
velege  that  could  be  desired  for  our  purpose. 

Application  was  then  made  to  the  friends  of  the  undertaking, 
and  in  a  few  weeks  the  sum  of  Four  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
Avas  obtained  in  reliable  subscriptions,  the  interest  of  winch  was 
to  be  called  in  from  year  to  year  and  expended  in  the  erection  of 
buildings  and  other  necessary  purposes.  After  a  due  examination 
and  comparison  of  the  advantages  of  our  own  and  foreign  Universi- 
ties, a  Constitution  was  framed  and  Statutes  enacted  which  looked 
to  the  establishment  of  thirty-two  Schools  or  Colleges  as  consti- 
tuent parts  of  the  contemplated  University.  Pledges  were  at  once 
made  towards  the  endowment  of  several  of  these  Schools,  and  we 
were  assured  bjr  one  of  our  Bishops  that  the  Churchmen  of  his 
Diocese  alone  would  found  one-half  of  the  proposed  number. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  main  or  central  building  was  laid  with 
becoming  religious  solemnities  in  the  presence  of  thousands,  and 
the  jubilant  strains  of  the  "  JBeiiedicite "  were  heard  on  that 
hitherto  silent  mountain  plateau,  calling  upon  the  "  dews  and 
frosts,"  "the  hills  and  waters,"  to  join  with  the  children  of  men  in 
praising  the  Lord. 

Amidst  these  prosperous  and  promising  beginnings,  came  the 
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shock  of  war,  suspending  our  operations,  and  by  its  sad  results 
compelling  us  to  begin  anew.  But  we  have  now  to  mourn  the 
general  impoverishment  of  our  country,  the  bankruptcy  of  many 
of  our  firmest  friends,  and  the  death  of  five  of  those  Bishops  who 
joined  us  heart?  and  hand  in  the  inaguration  of  this  noble  enter- 
prise, yet  tlie  spirit  that  animated  them  still  lives  in  their  succes- 
sors. 

And  to  the  oft-repeated  question,  Will  you  attempt,  with  such 
diminished  resources,  to  carry  out  your  undertaking  on  the  same 
extended  scale  originally  designed?  answer  was  given  in  the 
unanimous  and  unhesitating  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
"  By  the  help,  of  God  we  will."  There  was  much  to  encourage, 
and  the  same  motives  were  presented  in  intensified  degree  to 
prosecute  the  work  anew.  Our  landed  possessions  remained  to 
us  unimpaired  and  undiminished  in  extent,  unsurpassed  for  every 
advantage  which  an  unrivalled  location  could  afford.  We  could 
rely,  however,  on  a  small  portion  only  of  the  amount  originally 
subscribed,  and  that  not,  for  the  present,  available.  The  means 
now  provided  have  been  well  nigh  exhausted.  What  is  needed 
now  for  immediate  use  is  material  aid  to  assist  in  the  erection  of 
additional  buildings,  for  providing  the  necessary  apparatus,  and 
the  support  of  teachers  and  foundation  of  scholarships,  until, 
with  the  development  of  the  resources  of  our  country  anew,  the 
work  shall  be  placed  on  a  stable  foundation,  with  every  guar- 
antee of  success. 

In  anticipation  of  these  larger  accommodations  and  increased 
facilities,  and  as  a  pledge  that  the  enterprise  has  been  commenced 
in  earnest,  the  Junior  Department  of  the  University,  under  a 
most  competent  Head  Master,  was  formally  opened  on  the  17th 
of  September,  and  is  now  in  operation  with  an  able  Faculty  in 
the  scholastic  and  theological  branches,  to  be  afterwards  enlarged 
and  developed  as  the  means  at  command  will  permit. 

At  this  interesting  and  trying  juncture,  is  it  expecting  too 
much  that  you,  brethren,  and  all  the  faithful,  will  aid  us  in  our 
work  ? 

We  appeal  with  all  confidence  to  the  Church  throughout  our 
whole  land  to  help  us  in  the  effort  to  make  our  University  a 
great  living  centre  for  the  education  of  the  young,  the  extension 
of  the  Gospel,  and  the  building  up  of  the  Church.  lis  import- 
ance lo  the   interests  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom,  and   to  the 
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well-being  of  society  in  the  development  of  a  Christian  civiliza- 
tion, cannot  be  over  estimated. 

The  ten  Dioceses  associated  in  the  work  embrace  an  area  of 
800,000  square  miles,  and  contain  a  population  of  nearly  eight 
millions  of  souls  ;  and  when  railway  connections,  now  in  rapid 
progress,  shall  have  been  completed,  this  University  must  make 
its  influence  felt  to  the  extreme  West  as  far  as  the  Pacific  Coast, 
and  through  all  time  to  come.  For  this  vast  region,  and  for 
these  teeming  millions  of  soids,  the  Church  has  not  now  one 
College  or  University  in  operation  in  which  her  children  may  be 
instructed  in  her  holy  ways,  or  be  prepared  to  carry  the  glad 
tidings  of  salvation  to  souls  perishing  for  lack  of  the  bread  of  life. 

The  present  crisis  of  the  Church  in  all  our  Dioceses  demands 
an  earnest,  working,  and  native  ministry — a  ministry  drawn 
from  the  people,  and  sent  back  to  the  people,  armed  with  all  the 
panoply  of  God,  to  do  battle  for  Christ  and  His  Church. 

We  would  make  common  cause  with  our  brethren  in  our  whole 
country  in  this  great  work.  It.  is  imperatively  demanded  of  us, 
of  all,  in  every  place.  The  time  is  at  hand.  We  ask  you  who 
are  nobly  blest  in  this  world's  goods  to  co-operate  with  us.  We 
ask  your  sympathies,  your  contributions,  your  p ravers.  We  ask 
large  and  early  responses  to  our  Bishops,  faithful  and  beloved, 
who  will  be  sent  among  you  to  make  this  appeal  for  aid.  Hear 
them  for  Christ's  sake,  we  beseech  you  ;  and,  moving  on  together, 
we  shall  never  cease  to  pray  and  labor  for  the  advancement  of 
the  kingdom  of  our  Blessed  Redeemer,  until  our  work  is  finished, 
and  our  children,  and  our  children's  children,  shall  continue  to 
the  latest  generation  to  advance  that  Kingdom  upon  earth.

Columbia,  S.  C,  October  14th,  1861. 

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  tor  the  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  pursuant 
to  the  call  of  the  President  of  the  Board,  several  members 
thereof  assembled  at  the  Rectory  of  Trinity  Church. 

After  prayer  by  the  Right  Rev.  President,  the  meeting  was 
called  to  order,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Crane  was  requested  to    perform  the  duties  of  that  officer. 

The  roll  being  called,  the  following  members  of  the  Board 
answered  to  their  names  :

C.  Craue  was,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Elliott,  appointed  Secretary 
pro  tern. 

Upon  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Atkinson,  a  commit- 
tee was  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  expressive  of  the  feelings 
of  the  members  of  the  body,  in  reference  to  the  death  of  their 
late  lamented  associate,  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Cobbs. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  said  committee,  Right  Rev,  Bishop 
Atkinson,  Rev.  Dr.  Leacock,  and  Mr.  C.  T.  Pollard. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Green,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee 
appointed  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  presented 
the  following  rules  of  order: 

RULES  OF   ORDER. 


1st.  The  Chancellor  of  the  University  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Board.  In  his  absence,  the  Chair  shall  be  tak- 
en by  the  Bishop  next  in  seniority,  as  provided  by  the  Consti- 
tution. 

2nd.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer  on  the  morn- 
ing of  every  day  during  the  session. 

2>d.  When  the  President  takes  his  scat,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  or,  shall  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

4th.  Any  member  speaking  shall,  with  due  respect,  address 
himself  to  the  President,  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  matter 
under  consideration. 

5th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the  same 
subject  without  leave  of  the  Board. 

6th.  Whilst  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  abstain  from  any  private 
discourse. 

7th.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  meetings  of 
the  Board  without  permission  of  the  Chair. 

8th.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Board,  un- 
less seconded,  and  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 
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9th.  When  any  question  is  put,  every  member  shall,  on  di- 
vision, be  counted,  unless  being  personally  interested,  he  be  ex- 
cused by  the  Board. 

10th.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  new  motion 
shall  be  received,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it 
to  a  certain  time,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to 
Amend  it,  or  to  divide  it;  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purpos- 
es, shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named. 

11th.  A  motion  to  adjourn,  or  to  lay  upon  the  table,  shall  be 
decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be 
in  order. 

12th.  If  the  question  under  debate  contain  several  distinct 
propositions,  the  same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any 
member,  and  a  vote  be  taken  seperately  ;  except  that  a  motion 
to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

13/A.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board. 

14th.  The  reports  of  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  received,  of  course,  and  without  motion,  unless  re-com- 
mitted by  the  vote  of  the  Board.  All  reports  recommending, 
or  requiring  any  action,  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Board, 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  for  the  action  of  the  Board. 

15/A.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
decision  of  the  Board,  and  shall  not  be  again  discussed,  unless 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  any  member  voting  in  the  affirmative,  may 
on  the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  is  taken,  move  for  a  recon- 
sideration of  the  question. 

16th.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair, 
without  debate;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decis- 
ion ;  and  on  such  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once,  without  express  leave  of  the  Board. 

Mill.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in 
which  they  arc  moved.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under 
consideration,  a  motion  to  amend  the  same,  may  be  made;  but 
no  after  amendment  to  such  second  amendment  shall  be   in  or- 
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tier.  But  when  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  is  under  con- 
sideration, a  substitute  for  the  whole,  may  be  received.  No 
proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  consideration 
shall  be  received  under  color  of  a  substitute. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell,  the  above  "Rules  of  Order" 
were  adopted  for  the  permanent  government  of  the  Board. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, presented  the  following  report  : 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  in  presenting  their  report,  beg 
leave,  injustice  to  themselves,  respectfully  to  remind  the  Board 
that  the  duties  of  the  Committee  are  defined  in  the  following 
resolutions  passed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  at 
University  Place,  Oct.  9,  1860,  to   wit : 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  Board,  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, which  shall  meet  at  University  Place,  at  least  three  days 
before  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  to  which  shall 
be  reported  by  the  Commissioners,  Executive  Committee,  Dioce- 
san Treasurers  and  Treasurer  of  the  University,  all  such  mat- 
ters as  may  be  under  their  direction  and  control,  connected 
with  the  financial  affairs  of  the  University,  so  as  to  enable  the 
Committee  to  prepare  a  report  of  the  financial  affairs  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  on  its  assembling. 

The  Journal  containing  the  resolution,  and  the  other 
proceedings  of  the  Board  at  its  last  meeting,  though  printed  by 
the  order  of  the  Board,  have  not,  so  far  as  the  Committee  can 
ascertain,  been  distributed  even  to  the  parties  named  in  the 
resolution,  and  this  it  is  presumed,  is  one  reason  why  so  small  a 
part  of  the  reports  called  for  by  said  resolution  have  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Committee.  The  few  which  have  been  received, 
were  obtained  in  response  to  a  request  of  the  Committee,  who, 
when  it  was  full)'  ascertained  that  the  Journal  of  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  had  not  been  distributed,  sent  a  manuscript 
copy  of  the  aforesaid. resolution  to  each  of  the  several  parties 
therein  named. 

They    are    not,  however,  sufficient    to  enable   the   Committee 
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to  furnish  the  Board  at  tliis  time,  with  any  statement  of  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  University,  which  would  be  of  any  ser- 
vice or  value  whatsoever. 

Finding  it  impossible,  therefore,  by  no  fault,  however,  of  their 
own,  to  perform  the  dtitv  assigned  them  either  satisfactorily  1o 
themselves,  or  so  as  to  effect  any  good  purpose,  your  Com- 
mittee respectfully  ask  to  be  excused  from  any  attempt  to  do  so 
at  the  present  meeting  of  the  Board.

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  resolutions  in  reference 
to  the  death  of  the  late  Bishop  Cobbs,  a  former  member  of 
the  Board,  beg   leave  to  report  the  following  : 

Resolved,  1st.  That  in  the  death  of  Bishop  Cobbs,  this  Board 
has  not  only  experienced  a  heavy  loss  in  common  with  the 
whole  Church,  which  has  thus  been  bereaved  of  one  of  its  most 
eminent  and  useful  Prelates,  and  with  the  community  which 
has  been  deprived  of  one  of  the  best  and  wisest,  and  most  de- 
vout men  of  his  generation,  but  has  itself,  especially  suffered  in 
losing  the  services  of  a  member  whose  zeal  in  its  behalf,  was 
ardent,  whose  counsels  were  always  judicious,  and  whose  great 
and  well  merited  influence  in  his  Diocese  and  elsewhere,  recom- 
mended to  the  public  confidence  and  favor,  any  enterprise 
he  was  known  strongly  to  sustain. 
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Resolved,  2nd.  That  in  the  death  of  Bishop  Cobbs,  each  mem- 
ber of  this  Board  feels  that  he  has  lost  a  personal  and  highly 
valued  friend. 

Resolved,  3tZ.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  communi- 
cated to  the  family  of  the  deceased,  with  the  assurance  of  the 
sincere  sympathy  of  the  members  of  the  Board  in  their  grief 
for  the  irreparable  loss  they  have  sustained.

The  following  report,  with  the  accompanying  letter  of  resig- 
nation was  presented  by  the  Right  Rev.  Commissioner,  the 
Bishop  of  Georgia. 

The  undersigned,  late  one  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  for  the 
collection  and  preservation  of  the  endowment  of  the  University 
of  the  South,  begs  leave  to  report :  . 

That  the  Commissioners,  as  soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Board,  as  was  practicable,  took  advice  from  some  of  the  most 
experienced  Lay  Trustees,  as  to  the  practicability  of  continuing 
their  mission.  The  unanimous  opinion  of  these  gentlemen  was 
that  nothing  could  be  effected  in  the  way  of  collection  in  the 
then  uncertain  and  distracted  condition  of  the  country,  especial- 
ly while  the  position  of  Tennessee  was  undecided.  Their  ad- 
vice was  to  place  everything  in  connection  with  the  University 
in  as  snug  a  condition  as  possible,  and  wait  events. 

In  pursuance  of  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  the  Commis- 
sioners proceeded,  as  rapidly  as  incoming  revenue  would  permit, 
to  liquidate  the  outstanding  claims  upon  the  University,  and  to 
put  a  stop  at  once  to  all  expenditures.  They  were  engaged  in 
this  work,  when  they  were  seperated  by  secession.  Fire  and  war, 
and  circumstances  have  entirely  prevented  their  meeting  since 
the  secession  of  Tennessee,  North  Carolina  and  Arkansas  has  re- 
united our  Dioceses.  It  was  useless  to  prosecute  any  work  so 
long  as  Tennessee  remained  in  the  old  Union  ;  and  she  did  not 
determine  her  status  until  June  last,  when  the  country  was  in 
the  confusion  of  war,  and  every  col!e«ua:i  was  defending  his  home 
and  fireside.      Nothing;  has  been  done  to  advance  the  University. 
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It  is  impossible  for  the  undersigned  to  make  any  detailed  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  Commissioners, 
without  consultation  with  his  colleague  in  whose  possession  are 
all  the  acounts  and  vouchers.  His  position  in  the  army  of  the 
Confederate  States  has  rendered  an  interview  impossible.  The 
undersigned  can  say,  in  a  general  way,  that  no  loss  has  ensued 
to  the  University,  and  that  every  thing  has  been  done  which 
could  be  done,  to  advance  its  interest. 

Your  Commissioner  trusts  that  the  time  may  soon  come,  when 
the  Board  may  resume  its  active  operations,  and  consummate 
the  great  work  which  has  been  so  nobly  begun. 

In  resigning  his  position  as  Commissioner,  the  undersigned 
desires  himself  to  be  considered  responsible  for  all  transactions 
of  the  Commissioners  up  tn  the  date  of  his  resignation.

the  office  of  Commissioner  with  which  I  have  been  entrusted.

versity to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  their  annual    meeting. 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  are  hereby  authori- 
zed, when  they  have  received  the  report  of  the  Finance  "Com- 
mittee, to  apply  such  funds  as  may  be  in  the  Treasury,  first  to 
the  payment  of  any  debts  that  may  be  due  and  unpaid,  and  any 
surplus  to  the  erection  of  buildings,  or  to  such  other  pur- 
pose as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  the  Finance  Committee,  Rev.  Mr.

The  size  and  shape  cf 
the  lots,  and  the  terms,  conditions,  ?nd  mode  of  leasing  thereof, 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall 
have  full  discretionary  power  in  reference  to  all  matters  con- 
nected therewith.

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Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  until  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  to  perform  such  duties  as  have  been,  or  may 
be  devolved  on  such  committee  by  the  action  of  this  Board, 
three  of  the  committee  constituting  a  quorum  ;  and  that  the 
Chancellor  be  authorized  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the 
University  to  defray  the  expenses  incurred  by  any  of  the  mem- 
bers of  said  committee,    in  attending:  its  meetings. 

On  motion,  the  Board  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  call -of  the

Whittle. 

There  being  no  quorum,  the  meeting  adjourned  to  the  hour 
of  10  o'clock,  to-morrow  morning. 

In  pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  the  morning,  inviting  the 
Bishop  of  Alabama  to  deliver  a  sermon  commemorative  of  the 
life  and  labours  of  the  late  Bishop  Elliott— the  Rt.  Rev.,  the 
Bishops  of  Mississippi,  Arkansas,  Alabama  and  Tennessee,  with 
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a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled  in  St.  John's 
Church,  at  7  o'clock,  P.  M.  After  suitable  religious  services,  in 
which  the  Bishops  of  Tennessee  and  Arkansas,  and  Mr.  Hines, 
of  Memphis,  Tennessee,  took  part,  the  Right  Rev.,  the  Bish- 
op of  Alabama,  delivered  an  appropriate  discourse.  The  Right 
Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  dismissed  the  congregation 
with  prayer  and  the  Blessing  of  Peace. 

Thursday,  February  14th. 

The  Board  assembled  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.  Prayer  ivas  offer- 
ed by  the  Right  Rev.  Chancellor.  Present  as  on  yesterdav,  with 
the  addition  of  the  Bishop  of  Arkansas. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read,  amended  and  approved. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  resolutions  of  respect  for 
the  memory  of  the  four  Right  Rev.  members  of  the  Board  who 
have  been  called  away,  from  the  scene  of  their  earthly  labors, 
since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  presented  the  following 
report : 

Desirous  of  placing  upon  record  some  expression  of  our  deep 
sense  of  the  great  loss,  which  we,  in  common  with  the  whole 
Churcli,  have  sustained  in  the  death  of  our  late  colleagues, 
Bishops  Otey,  Polk,  Elliott,  and  Rutledge,  and  of  the  feelings 
with  which  we  will  ever  cherish  their  beloved  and  blessed  mem- 
ries,  it  is 

Resolved,  That  all  the  difficulties  vphich  press  upon  us  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  great  work  in  which  we  are  engaged,  are  light 
in  comparison  with  the  inscrutable  visitation  that  has  deprived 
us  of  the  companionship,  council  and  co-operation  of  the  three 
Bishops,  who  successively  filled  the  office  of  Chancellor  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  and  of  their  brother  Trustee,  the  Bish- 
op of  Florida. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  zeal  which  knew  no  bounds  in  the  ser- 
vice of  his  Master,  that  marked  the  whole  life  of  the  venerated 
Bishop  Otey,  we  find  as  good  a  model  for  our  imitation,  as  the 
Church  in  modern  times  affords;  and  that  we,  especially  as  the 
o;uardir»ns  of  this  institution,  are  called   upon  to  imitate  the  pa- 
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tiont,  persevering  energy  with  which  he  so  ably  devoted  himself, 
to  the  cause  of  christian  education. 

Resolved,  That  if  the  great  beneficial  results  which  our  Uni- 
versity was  founded  to  secure,  shall  ever  lie  accomplished,  the 
praise,  under  God,  will  be  mainly  due  to  the  wisdom  and  fore- 
thought, the  hopeful  confidence  and  indefatigable  labors  of  its 
founder,  the  magnanimous  and  self-sacrificing  Bishop  Polk. 

Resolved,  That  we  have  lost  in  Bishop  Elliott,  a  colleague 
possessed  of  the  most  extraordinary  endowments,  and  of  the 
rarest  attainments,  joined  to  all  those  qualities  of  head  and  heart 
which  fitted  him  for  usefulness,  above  almost  all  other  men 
whom  we  have  ever  known. 

Resolved,  That  we  record  our  affectionate  appreciation  of  the 
meekness  and  gentleness,  combined  with  unswerving  attach- 
ment to  principle,  and  devotion  to  duty,  which  marked  the  un- 
ostentatious, yet  holy  and  useful  life  of  the  lamented  Bishop 
Rutledge. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  removal  from  the  scene  of  their  earthly 
labors  of  these  eminent  saints,  we  recognize  the  call  which  is 
made  upon  us,  their  surviving  brethren,  to  carry  on  with  redou- 
bled diligence,  the  work  which  they  so  well  began,  and  with  the 
help  of  God,  we  pledge  ourselves  to  rear  upon  the  foundation 
which  they  laid,  an  institution  of  learning,  which  will  not  only 
perpetuate  their  names  and  deeds,  but  which  will  also  bless  the 
Church  and  the  country  with  constantly  increasing  efficiency  to 
generatious  yet  unborn. 

Resolved,,  That  these  resolutions  be  published  in  the  papers 
in  Montgomery,  Memphis,  New  Orleans,  Tallahassee  and  Savan- 
nah, and  that  copies  be  furnished  the  respective  families  of  the 
deceased  Bishops.

The  Committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  pres- 
ent condition  and  future  requirements  of  the  University  report: 
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That  they  have,  with  entire  unanimity,  come  to  the  conclu- 
sions embraced  in  the  following  resolutions,  as  embodying  the 
essential  features,  which  they  deem  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
institution. 

Resolved,  That  there  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a 
Vice  Chancellor,  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  solicit- 
ing subscriptions,  and  otherwise  advancing  the  interests  of  the 
University.  The  Vice  Chancellor  shall  receive  a  salarv  of  two 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  his  travelling  expenses. 

Resolved,  That  there  shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  Lay 
Trustees,  a  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  to  act  as 
General  Agent,  who  shall  be  associated  with  the  Vice  Chancel- 
lor in  the  work  of  soliciting  subscriptions,  and  who  shall  be  the 
business  manager  of  the  University,  to  reside  at  the  University 
site,  and  who  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, have  in  charge  all  the  business  affairs  of  the  Universi- 
ty ;  that  the  salary  of  the  said  Commissioner  shall  be  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  he  shall  receive  his 
travelling  expenses. 

Resolved,  That  the  accounts  of  the  institution  shall  be  adjus- 
ted, and  the  debts  shall  be  accurately  ascertained  and  arranged  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  cither  by  the  application  of  any 
funds  which  may  be  available  from  the  existing  assets  of  the 
institution,  or  by  the  issue  of  bonds,  to  be  paid  at  a  future  time, 
and  that  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  acting  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Vice  Chancellor,  may  adjust,  or 
compromise  any  existing  subscriptions  as  may  seem  most  ad- 
vantageous to  the  interests  of  the  University;  and  any  funds 
so  obtained,  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  donors,  or  their  rep- 
resentatives, be  applied  to  clear  off  existing  indebtedness,  or  for 
building  purposes. 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocesan  Treasurers  be  requested  to  turn 
over  to  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and 
Lands,  the  notes,  bonds,  and  other  assets  of  the  University  in 
their  hands. 

The     Committee    further  report,   that    they    believe   certain 
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changes  essential  in  the  Constitution,  in  order  to  authorize  the 
use  of  any  funds  which  may  he  realized,  for  the  erection  of 
buildings,  and  in  order  to  make  a  quorum  to  consist  of  a  less 
number  of  Trustees  than  at  present,  and  that  a  special  com- 
mittee be  authorized  to  examine,  and  report,  upon  such  changes.

Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor  be  requested  to  prepare  an  ad- 
dress to  the  members  and  friends  of  the  Church,  setting  forth 
the  plans  proposed  by  the  Board  and  calling  upon  the  Clergy 
and  Laity,  to  give  their  earnest  and  hearty  co-operation. 

The  Board  adjourned  to  the  hour  of  10  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning. 

Friday,  February  15th. 

The  Board  met — Prayer  by  the  Chancellor.  Present  as  on 
yesterday,  with  the  addition  of  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana. 

The  following  communication  was  received: 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  : 

Brethren:  I  have  been  extremely  anxious  to  establish  a 
Theological  School,  on  the  domain  of  the  University  of  the 
South.  I  have  erected  a  building,  known  as  Otey  Hall,  where 
a  goodly  number  of  students  may  be  accommodated. 

I  beg  leave  to  offer  to  the  Board,  the  said  building,  as  part  oi 
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the  property  of  the  University,  on  condition  that  the  Board 
adopt  the  Training  School,  as  the  Theological  Department  of 
the  University  of  the  South.

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana  be  appointed  to  ex- 
press to  Mr.  George  Peabody,  the  sense  which  this  body  enter- 
tains, of  the  generosity  which  suggested  his  munificent  donation 
in  furtherance  of  the  educational  interests  of  the  Southern 
States.

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Curtis,  be  requested  to  replv  to 
the  communication  of  Mr.  Troost,  and  also,  to  correspond  with 
the  representatives  of  Bishop  Elliott,  relative  to  his  collections 
in  Natural  History.

Whereas,  The  approaching  council  of  Bishops  in  visible 
communion  with  the  English  Church,  has  for  its  object,  in  an 
especial  manner,  the  promotion  of  the  missionary  work  of  the

Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
be  requested  to  address  a  statement,  and  appeal  to  the  Most 
Rev.  the  Arch  Bishops,  and  the  Right  Rev.,  the  Bishops  of  the 
Church  of  England,  setting  forth  the  lamentable  condition  of 
the  Church  in  the  Southern  Dioceses,  the  history   and   vast   im-

Resolved,  That  during  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennes 
see  in  Europe,  Mr.  Geo.  R.  Fairbanks  is  authorized  to  discharge 
all  the  duties  assigned  to  the  committee,  composed  of  the  Bishop 
and  himself,  by  the  Board  at  their  last  meeting  in  Montgomery. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Pise,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  until  further  instructed,  the  contemplated 
High  School  shall  embrace  the  schools  numbered  respectively 
in  the  VI  Statute,  1,  2,  3,  14,  22,  and  28. 

Mr.  Geo.  R.  Fairbanks  presented  the  following  report  : 

The  undersigned  canvasser  and  general  agent  would  respect- 
fully report  to  the  Board,  that,  immediately  upon  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  meeting  at  Montgomery,  in  February  last,  he  as- 
sumed charge  of  the  business  affairs  of  the  University. 

The  close  of  the  war  found  our  buildings  burned  to  the 
ground,  our  corner  stone  broken  into  fragments,  and  a  blank  of 
five  years  which  had  accrued  without  the  possibility  of  advan- 
cing the  work.  The  special  convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ten- 
nessee in  October  I860,  took  the  first  step  towards  resuscitating 
the  enterprise  by  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  take  meas- 
ures for  establishing,  with  the  concurrence,  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board,  a  Training  and  Theological  School  at 
the  site  of  the  University.  In  March  1866,  the  Bishop  of 
Tennessee  planted  a  cross  upon  the  site  of  the  chapel  of  the 
Mission,  and  in  May  of  the  same  year,  a  building  was  put  up 
for  the  purpose  of  the  Training  School,  by"  the  designation  of 
Otey  Hall,  the  funds  for  the  erection  of  which,  was  provided 
by  collections  obtained  by  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee.  During 
the  summer  of  1866  Bishop  Quintard  and  myself  erected  res- 
idences near  Otey  Hall,  and  removed  our  families  to  this  place. 

Bishop  Elliott,  upon  whom  the  Chancellorship  had  devolved, 
-■ailed    a   meeting   of    the  Trustees   to  assemble  at   University 
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Place  on  the  11th  of  October,  1866.  This  meeting  was  attend- 
ed by  Bishops  Elliott,  Green,  Lay  and  Qnintard,  and  several 
clerical  and  lay  delegates,  and  after  dne  consideration,  it  was 
unanimously  determined,  that  the  work  of  establishing  the  Uni- 
versity should  be  prosecuted.  The  death  of  Bishop  Elliott  oc- 
curred in  December,  1866,  and  Bishop  Green  became  Chancel- 
lor. A  meeting  was  called  by  him,  to  take  place  at  Montgom- 
ery, Alabama  in  February  At  that  meeting,  it  was  decided  to 
take  steps  to  establish,  as  early  as  possible,  a  High  School  of 
the  best  description  as  an  initiatory  step,  and  beginning  of  the 
University,  and  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  was  appointed  a  Com- 
missioner to  solicit  funds  for  that  purpose.  The  undersigned 
was  at  the  same  time,  appointed  a  Commissioner  and  General 
Agent  to  assist  Bishop  Qnintard,  and  also,  to  look  after  and 
arrange  the  assets  and  subscriptions,  and  to  take  the  general 
supervision  of  affairs  at  the  University. 

We  anticipated  entering  at  onee  upon  the  work  of  collecting, 
but  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  had  made  appointments  in  his 
Diocese,  which  he  considered  it  imperative  that  he  should  fulfil, 
and  we  ivere  delayed  on  that  account  until  May,  when  we  were 
urgently  requested  by  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  to  postpone  our 
visit  until  fall,  We  made,  however,  a  brief  visit  to  Kentuc- 
ky, and  received  very  acceptable  aid  from  Louisville,  which  en- 
abled us  to  fit  out  our  present  buildings  with  the  furniture 
requisite,  to  accommodate  a  considerable  number  of  students. 
Bishop  Quintan!  also  visited  in  July,  Savannah  and  Augusta, 
and  received  acceptable  contributions  in  both  places.  The  ladies 
of  Savannah  organized  themselves  into  an  association  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  at  the  University,  a  College  Hall  in  memory 
of  their  late  belovedVBishop,  to  be  called  Elliott  Hall. 

I  hoped  to  have  laid  before  the  Board,  a  full  statement  of 
the  affairs  of  the  University,  but  have  been  unable  to  do  so,  in 
consequence  of  not  having  received  from  the  Treasurer  of  Lou- 
isiana the  accounts  and  statements  necessary  fur  that  purpose. 

Since  our  last  meeting,  no  new  claims  for  indebtedness  have 
been  presented.     Proceedings  to  enforce  the  collection  of  a  claim 
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of  $550  and  interest,  for  lumber  claimed  to  have  been  delivered 
in  1800,  have  been  commenced,  I  find  no  evidence  to  support 
the  claims  among  the  papers  of  the  University,  and  have  requir- 
ed proof  to  be  made.  A  proceeding  in  chancery,  has  been  also 
commenced  to  make  the  University  responsible  for  notes  given 
individually  by  Mr.  A.  M.  Rutledge  and  Bishop  Polk  in  set- 
tlement of  an  alleged  claim  upon  the  Shepard  tract.  There  was, 
it  is  believed,  no  valid  consideration  for  these  notes.  I  assured 
the  parties  in  each  of  these  dses,  that  the  just  debts  of  the 
University  would  be  settled  as  soon  as  means  could  be  obtained 
from  the  assets  which  it  was  impossible  at  present  to  do.  As 
they  have  chosen  to  institute  proceedings,  I  have  deemed  it  best 
to  require  a  judicial  decision  as  to  our  liability. 

During  the  present  summer  Otey  Hall  has  been  completed 
and  improved.  A  new  building,  in  connection  with  Otey  Hall 
has  been  put  up,  and  will,  be  soon  completed.  The  materials 
for  the  erection  of  a  neat  and  commodious  chapel  have  been 
mainly  placed  on  the  ground.  This  building  is  also  designed 
for  school  rooms.  Upon  the  strength  of  the  pledges  given  at 
Montgomery,  in  reference  to  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  sev- 
eral residences  have  been  erected  and  several  leases  have  been 
made. 

For  the  immediate  purposes  of  the  Institution,  in  order  to 
open  a  school  of  seventy-five  pupils,  the  sum  of  $2,000  to  $2, 
500  is  necessary. 

The  amounts  which  have  been  received  and  disbursed  are  ex- 
hibited in  the  account  current. 

An  impression  appears  to  prevail  in  some  quarters,  that  a 
considerable  amount  has  been  already  expended  here,  and  which 
is  regarded  as  a  dead  loss  to  the  University.  The  total  amount 
disbursed  from  1857  to  1802,  was  about  $28,000.  Of  this  sum, 
surveys  and  Engineers  and  Superintendents'  salary  was  paid 
to  the  amount  of  $6,300;  opening  roads,  $1000;  landscape 
gardening,  $900;  purchase  of  interfering  tracts,  $1,500; 
Corner  Stone  expenses,  $2200,00;  erection  of  buildings, 
$3000;   printing,   etc.,   .$2000;  Commissioners   salaries  and  ex- 
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penses,  $10,350.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  amounts  expen- 
ded cannot  be  considered  as  sunk  or  lost.  They  were  for  the 
most  part  current  expenses  incident  to  all  enterprises,  and  the 
means  which  resulted  in  securing  a  landed  domain  of  9000  acres, 
and  a  subscription  of  nearly  $400,000.  The  lands  arc  as  valu- 
able as  ever,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  obligations  given,  will 
be  to  a  considerable  extent  available  under  an  improving 
state  of  the  country.  The  unnecessary  and  wanton  destruction 
of  the  buildings  by  the  troops  of  the  United  States,  should  be  a 
valid  claim  for  reimbursement  against   the  government. 

The  Commissioners  propose  to  renew  their  efforts  to  obtain 
means  to  put  up  necessary  buildings  this  fall,  and  hope  to  find 
those  to  whom  a  good  Providence  may  give  the  ability  ready 
and  willing  to  forward  this  great  work.

aid,  for  years  to  come,  in  its  development  and  support,  therefore :

The  Committee  on  the  "  Statement  of  Facts,"  and  Appeals  for 
aid,  presented  the  following  Report : 

To    the    Members  of  the    Protestant   Episcopal    Church    hi    the  • 

Ignited  States  of  America  : 

Dear  Brethren: 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  The  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  held  at  University  Place,  Tenn., 
August  12,  18G8,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  address  an  Appeal 
to  the  Church  at  large,  with  reference  to  the  University,  setting 


forth  what  has  been  done  for  its  establishment,  its  present  condi. 
tion,  future  prospects,  and  urgent  claims  upon  the  sympathy  and 
material  aid  of  Churchmen  in  all  parts  of  the  land  for  its  deve- 
lopment and  support. 

And,  inasmuch  as  doubts  have  been  expressed  of  late,  whether 
this  noble  enterprise  is  ever  to  be  carried  out,  it  was  thought  well 
to  invite  public  attention  to  the  subject  by  recapitulating  some  of 
the  statements  heretofore  made  as  to  the  objects  had  in  view  in 
the  inception  of  this  undertaking,  the  wide  scope  of  instruction 
proposed,  the  advantage  of  its  local  position,  the  means  already 
provided,  and  the  pressing  need  which  exists  for  such  a  University 
in  the  present  condition  of  our  country. 

Before  the  commencement  of  our  present  troubles,  the  need  was 
felt  throughout  the  more  Southern  portions  of  the  Union  for  a 
School  of  Learning  more  worthy  of  our  wealth  and  intelligence 
than  any  which  up  to  that  time  had  been  of  easy  access  to  our 
people. 

It  is  true,  and  as  Americans  we  rejoice  in  the  truth,  that  Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  with 
other  States,  coidd  point  with  pride  to  their  respective  and  time- 
honoured  Universities,  but  still  the  question  was  asked  by  some  of 
our  leading  and  more  thoughtful  spirits,  why  should  the  great 
South  West,  possessing  as  it  does  every  facility  for  the  establish- 
ment and  support  of  such  a  University,  be  compelled  to  send  its 
sons  abroad,  or  to  a  distance  from  their  homes,  to  be  instructed  in 
a  wider  range  of  literature,  or  the  higher  departments  of  science. 

It  was  therefore  felt  that  a  University  proper  was  demanded, 
which,  while  it  stored  the  mind  with  all  that  was  noble  and  worthy 
of  remembrance  in  ancient  and  modern  learning,  should  with  like 
care  and  in  corresponding  degree,  as  the  only  true  basis  of  all 
education,  train  our  youth  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  reli- 
gion and  the  goodly  ways  of  the  Church. 

To  the  establishment  of  such  a  University  on  a  scale  worthy  of 
the  people  for  whom  it  was  primarily  intended,  of  our  whole  country 
and  of  the  age,  the  minds  of  several  of  the  leading  men  of  our 
Church  were  turned  with  anxious  solicitude  more  than  ten  years 
ago,  and  the  effort  to  lay  its  foundation  vigorously  prosecuted  for 
a  time. 

The  first  step  to  be  taken  was  to  secure  a  suitable  site;  one  that 
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would  be  as  nearly  central  as  possible  to  the  region  more  particu- 
arly  interested,  and  at  the  same  time  exempt  in  t he  greatest  degree 
from  the  diseases  incident  to  a  Southern  climate.  After  a  thorough 
examination  of  several  places  liberally  proposed  for  the  purpose  in 
Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi  and  Tennessee,  choice  was  made  of 
a  beautiful  plateau  or  tract  of  table  land  on  the  Cumberland 
Mountains,  in  the  County  of  Franklin,  and  State  of  Tennessee,  at 
an  elevation  of  one  thousand  feet  above  the  surrounding  count  rv, 
and  two  thousand  feet  above  the  level*  of  the  sea  ;  a  region  of  the 
purest  atmosphere,  where  sickness  is  almost  unknown,  winch 
abounds  with  freestone  and  chalybeate  waters — presenting  mag- 
nificent views  in  every  direction,  underlaid  throughout  its  whole 
extent  with  beds  of  richest  coal,  covered  with  valuable  timber, 
abounding  in  every  variety  of  stone  necessary  for  useful  and  orna- 
mental building,  and  overlooking  valleys  rich  in  the  products  of 
the  earth.  No  sooner  was  this  locality  selected  as  the  most  eligible 
site,  than  the  neighboring  landholders,  with  a  praiseworthy  libera- 
lity, made  over  to  the  Trustees  several  tracts,  amounting  in  all  to 
a  solid  body  of  ten  thousand  acres;  to  this  was  added  a  liberal 
charter  by  the  Legislature  of  Tennessee,  which  granted  every  pri- 
velege  that  could  be  desired  for  our  purpose. 

Application  was  then  made  to  the  friends  of  the  undertaking, 
and  in  a  few  weeks  the  sum  of  Four  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
was  obtained  in  reliable  subscriptions,  the  interest  of  which  was 
to  be  called  in  from  year  to  year  and  expended  in  the  erection  of 
buildings  and  other  necessary  purposes.  After  a  due  examination 
and  comparison  of  the  advantages  of  our  own  and  foreign  Universi- 
ties, a  Constitution  was  trained  and  Statutes  enacted  which  looked 
to  tin'  establishment  of  thirty-two  Schools  or  Colleges  as  consti- 
tuent parts  of  the  contemplated  University.  Pledges  were  at  once 
made  towards  the  endowment  of  several  of  these  Schools,  and  we 
were  assured  by  one  of  our  Bishops  that  the  Churchmen  of  his 
Diocese  alone  would  found  one-half  of  the  proposed  number. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  main  or  central  building  was  laid  with 
becoming  religious  solemnities  in  the  presence  of  thousands,  and 
the  jubilant  strains  of  the  "  Benedicite"  were  heard  on  thai 
hitherto  silenl  mountain  plateau,  calling  upon  the  "dews  and 
frosts,"  "the  hills  and  waters,"  to  join  with  1  he  children  of  men  in 
praising  the  Lord. 

Amidst  these  prosperous  and  promising  beginnings,  came  the 
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shock  of  war,  suspending  our  operations,  and  by  its  sad  results 
compelling  us  to  begin  anew.  But  we  have  now  to  mount  the 
general  impoverishment  of  our  country,  1  liv  bankruptcy  of  main 
of  our  firmest  friends,  and  the  death  of  five  of  those  Bishops  who 
joined  us  heart  and  hand  in  the  inaguration  of  this  noble  enter- 
prise, yet  the  spirit  that  animated  them  still  lives  in  their  succes- 
sors. 

And  to  the  oft-repeated  question,  Will  you  attempt,  with  suck 
diminished  resources,  to  carry  out  your  undertaking  on  the  same 
extended  scale  originally  designed'?  answer  was  given  in  the 
unanimous  and  unhesitating  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
"  By  the  help  of  God  we  will."  There  was  much  to  encourage, 
and  the  same  motives  were  presented  in  intensified  degree  to 
prosecute  the  work  anew.  Our  landed  possessions  remained  to 
us  unimpaired  and  undiminished  in  extent,  unsurpassed  for  every 
advantage  which  an  unrivalled  location  could  afford.  We  could 
rely,  however,  on  a  small  portion  only  of  the  amount  originally 
subscribed,  and  that  not,  for  the  present,  available.  The  meaus 
now  provided  have  been  well  nigh  exhausted.  What  is  needed 
now  for  immediate,  use  is  material  aid  to  assist  in  the  erection  of 
additional  buildings,  for  providing  the  necessary  apparatus,  and 
the  support  of  teachers  and  foundation  of  scholarships,  until, 
with  the  development  of  the  resources  of  our  country  anew,  the 
work  shall  be  placed  on  a  stable  foundation,  with  every  guar- 
antee of  success. 

In  anticipation  of  these  larger  accommodations  and  increased 
facilities,  and  as  a  pledge  that  the  enterprise  has  been  commenced 
in  earnest,  the  Junior  Department  of  the  University,  under  a 
most  competent  Head  Master,  was  formally  opened  on  the  17th 
of  September,  and  is  now  in  operation  with  an  able  Faculty  in 
the  scholastic  and  theological  branches,  to  be  afterwards  enlarged 
and  developed  as  the  means  at  command  will  permit. 

At  this  interesting  and  trying  juncture,  is  it  expecting  too 
much  that  you,  brethren,  and  all  the  faithful,  will  aid  us  in  out- 
work ? 

We  appeal  with  all  confidence  to  the  Church  throughout  om 
whole  land  to  help  us  in  the  effort  to  make  our  University  a 
great  living  centre  for  the  education  of  the  young,  the  extension 
of  the  Gospel,  and  the  building  up  of  the  ('hutch.  Its  import- 
ance to  the  interests  of  the   Redeemer's  Kingdom,  and   to  the 
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well-being  of  society  in  the  development  of  a  Christian  civiliza- 
tion, cannot  be  over  estimated. 

The  ten  Dioceses  associated  in  the  work  embrace  an  area  of 
800,000  square  miles,  and  contain  a  population  of  nearly  eight 
millions  of  souls  ;  and  when  railway  connections,  now  in  rapid 
progress,  shall  have  been  completed,  this  University  must  make 
its  influence  felt  to  the  extreme  West  as  far  as  the  Pacific  Coast, 
and  through  all  time  to  come.  For  this  vast  region,  and  for 
these  teeming  millions  of  souls,  the  Church  has  not  now  one 
College  or  University  in  operation  in  which  her  children  may  be 
instructed  in  her  holy  ways,  or  be  prepared  to  carry  the  glad 
tidings  of  salvation  to  souls  perishing  for  lack  of  the  bread  of  life. 

The  present  crisis  of  the  Church  in  all  our  Dioceses  demands 
an  earnest,  working,  and  native  ministry — a  ministry  drawn 
from  the  people,  and  sent  back  to  the  people,  armed  with  all  the 
panoply  of  God,  to  do  battle  for  Christ  and  His  Church. 

We  would  make  common  cause  with  our  brethren  in  our  whole 
country  in  this  great  work.  It  is  imperatively  demanded  of  us, 
of  all,  in  every  place.  The  time  is  at  hand.  We  ask  you  who 
are  nobly  blest  in  this  world's  goods  to  co-operate  with  us.  We 
ask  your  sympathies,  your  contributions,  your  prayers.  We  ask 
large  and  early  responses  to  our  Bishops,  faithful  and  beloved, 
who  will  be  sent  among  you  to  make  this  appeal  for  aid.  Hear 
them  for  Christ's  sake,  we  beseech  you ;  and,  moving  on  together, 
we  shall  never  cease  to  pray  and  labor  for  the  advancement  of 
the  kingdom  of  our  Blessed  Redeemer,  until  our  M'ork  is  finished, 
and  our  children,  and  our  children's  children,  shall  continue  to 
the  latest  generation  to  advance  that  Kingdom  upon  earth,
